"date'of publication is May, 1970. The theme of the book, according to 
what BERKELEY has told QUINN, is to indicate in the book that .the. FBI 
and the Warren Commission suppressed the evidence in the hearing before f| 

6 tKe~Warren Commission in the KENNEDY assassination. The reason why 
BERKELEY is apparently a member of this group is because they are hoping^ 
to utilize BERKELEY'S expertise in the data processing field to apparent^ 
establish, through data processing machinery, proof that the FBI and the* 3 
Warren Commission suppressed the true evidence in the case. He has 
also told Chief QUINN, however, that he lives daily in fear that the 
lower echelon of the FBI and especially the CIA will try to kill him 
because of his connection with the publication of the above-mentioned 
book. . At the present time, there is no title to the book, however, 

Chfef QUINN advises that BERKELEY has indicated to Chief QUINN that 
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will give him an advanced copy. Chief QUINN will, of course, make 
this copy available to the Boston Office of the FBI immediately upon 
receipt and we shall forward it to the Bureau.

BERKELEY publishes a magazine known as "COMPUTERS AND AUTOMATION" and 
has a subscription to this magazine of approximately 17,000 people 
and it is anticipated that they will use these 17,000 people as 
potential buyers of this book. 

For the information of the Bureau, BERKELEY was born March 20, 1909, 
in New York City. *He resides at 34 Otis Street, Newtonville, 
Massachusetts, and in 1962 maintained an address at 36 West 11th Street, 
New York City and periodically went to New York on business. 

At 8L5 Washington Street, Newtonville, BERKELEY, who is a prolific writer, 
publishes a monthly magazine called "COMPUTERS AND AUTOMATION". He 
also operates the EDMUND C. BERKELEY ENTERPRISES, INC. He also 
utilized his office in connection with the 10th Congressional District 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy; Branch Office Science Material 
Center, a Division of the Library of Science; and the Working Group for 
a Better Education. In 1934, BERKELEY reportedly visited Russia 
and his name was included in a list of students at the Summer Session 
of the Soviet Moscow University. BERKELEY appeared before a Security 
Board Hearing conducted by the Naval Board in 1955 to determine his 
loyalty and fitness as a Naval officer. BERKELEY'S resignation from 
the U. S. Naval Reserve under honorable conditions was accepted effective 
March 24, 1956. BERKELEY has served as Co-Chairman of the Greater Boston 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy; Executive Board Member of the 
National Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy; and as Secretary of the 
Boston Committee for Disarmament and Peace.

Skolnlck's suit alleges Thomas Arthur Vallee was involved 
in the plot to kill President Kennedy on 11/2/63, at Chicago* i. *»*> 

This incident was thoroughly investigated by U. S. Secret Service 
when it occurred. Our investigation subsequent to the assassination 
of President Kennedy developed there was no relationship whatsoever 
between Vallee and the assassination. U. S. Secret Service 
determined through Investigation that Yallee had weapons and ammunition 
in his possession on 11/2/63 at Chicago where President Kennedy was 
to appear and he was arrested by the Chicago Police. Rumors 
developed by the "press" in Chicago when this occurred Indicated 
four individuals were arrested but this was not true. Later this 
crept into the assassination investigation. It was determined Vallee 
was employed the full day of the assassination and there was no link 
between Vallee and Lee Harvey Oswald whatsoever. 

All information pertaining to this incident was furnished 
to the President's Commission. In attempting to prove there was s 
plot, Skolnick apparently got only portions of our complete report 
from the National Archives which did not fully reveal the scope of 
the entire incident and he therefore drew conclusions a plot existed* 

He has attempted to draw into the so-called plot Abraham Bolden, 1 
former Secret Service Agent, who attempted to sell Secret Service 
data to a Chicago hoodlum, which led to his arrest on 5/9/64. Bolden 
was tried and convicted for this offense and received a six-year sentenc 
Skolnick claimed Bolden had evidence that a member of the Secret Service 
had a part in the planning of the assassination. In this respect, 
Bolden talked to Mark Lane, a well-known and severe critic of the 
^President's Commission regarding this matter. What Bolden told Lane 
was basically the same information relating to the alleged plot in 
Chicago on 11/2/63. Thereafter, Lane attempted to inject this into 
the inquiry being conducted at New Orleans, Louisiana, by James C* 
Garrison, during his Investigation of the assassination. This 
information regarding Bolden and Lane's meeting was previously 
furnished to the Attorney General. It should be noted the President's 
Commission requested is-to interview Bolden which was done on 5/25/64. 
Bolden made no statement and his attorney stated Bolden possessed no 
Information concerning the assassination and Bolden agreed to his 
attorney's comment.

The four men appear to have come to Chicago and were staying \ 
a north side "landlady”, at or about 1200 North, near a police station. 

(C) The plot, or plots, or portion thereof, was or were aborted by the activities <ff 
Daniel Groth, who is shown in a Chicago Police Department Report as being a witness again 
Vallee, who was stopped two blocks from his purported residence. A copy of said Report i 
attached hereto and made a part hereof as Appendix A. Also attached hereto and made a pa 
hereof as Appendix B, C, and D, are three pages from the so-called Potential Assassin File 
the Chicago Police Department.

(D) News coverage of the November 2, 1963, plot or plots was inexplicably withheld o 
deferred until after November 22, 1963, when the assassination of the President occurred in 
Dallas.

Mr. Carl Eardley, Deputy Assistant Attorney Geiferal in the Civil 
Division, has advised that the Department is in receipt of a request from - 
Harold Weisberg for the spectrographic analyses of certain of the bullets and 
fragments recovered in the investigation of the assassination of_President 
John F. Kennedy. Harold Weisberg is the author of Whitewash a ’leftist” 
book highly critical of the Bureau and its investigation of the assassination. 

Spectrographic analysis of material, such as bullet metal, permits a 
comparison of the composition of different samples and thus some indication 
as to. whether such samples may have originated from the same or different 
bullets. Laboratory examiners furnished testimony before the Commission 
that certain fragments were examined spectrographically and were similar 
in composition. The detailed notes, work sheets, and photographic plates 
comprising the raw data upon which this conclusion was based were, of 
course, prepared by the Examiners at the time the analyses were made and 
. constitute "raw data" which are a part of the Bureau’s investigative files 
pertaining to_this matter. To assist him in preparing his denial for this 
..information, Mr. Eardley has requested to see these notes, work sheets v : ; 
and spectrographic plates. 

I In a somewhat similar earlier situation in which a "would-be" author 

1 desired to obtain this raw data, the request was denied by the Department 
’based upon the fact that this material is part of the Bureau’s investigative 
(files compiled for law enforcement purposes. This earlier request came 
through Mr. Eardley’s Office and the Department sustained the Bureau’s 
recommended position of denial. .

Eardley was reminded of the earlier similar situation and 



advised that he recalled the previous request and the action taken thereon. I • 
He was also reminded that the testimony as to the conclusions was set forth 


V 
the request from Weisberg but pointed out that it would be extremely helpful 
to him (Eardley) in preparing his denial if he could be permitted to see the 
| notes, work sheets, and spectrographic plates which constitute the ’’raw 
material” in the Bureau file, from which the conclusions were drawn, tt 
was pointed out to Eardley that, except insofar as the examiner’s notes 
reflect the examiner’s conclusion, much of the material, including the 
photographic plates themselves, is of a highly technical nature and requires 
scientific training for their proper interpretation. 


Eardley has been friendly and helpful to the Bureau in the past 
land, as indicated above, has stated that he plans to deny the current request 
(from Weisberg. Accordingly, although certain of the raw material will be 
meaningless to him, except where the notes are self-explanatory, it is 
" - suggested that the Bureau will wish to comply with Eardley ’s request to 
see this material. If approved, the specific material involved, namely 
“ examiner’s notes, work sheets, and spectrographic plates will be shown 
to Eardley. He will not, of course, have access to any remaining part of 
the file. ; 


RECOMMENDATION: 


Accordingly, it is recommended that Mr. Eardley be' authorized to 
view the spectrographic plates and notes pertaining to this matter.

By way of background, Public Law 89-318, passed November 2, 1965,

This law also permitted claims for just compensation to be filed 
against the United States. During October, 1967, Marina Oswald filed a suit 
under the Tort Claims Act (Title 28, Section 2675), requesting to be reimbursed 
$500,000 for certain items, including clothing, books, papers, and other 
personal property belonging to her or her deceased husband which are being 
maintained in the National Archives.

Irwin Goldbloom, Attorney, Civil Division, Department of Justice, 
advised on June 2, 1970, that a number of hearings have been held in District 
Court in Texas and Washington, D. C. , concerning Mrs. Oswald's suit. During 
May, 1970, Federal Judge Estes, Dallas, after hearing motions decided that V 
the value of the property would be as of the time the Government obtained title. .

Study it closely and judge 
for yourself. If you agree it came from the front, a conspiracy to 
kill the president existed, since what little was revealed of the 
autopsy also indicated he was hit in the back at least once. 

If there was a conspiracy (and there is an abundance of evidence, 
including sworn testimony, to indicate there indeed was), great 
.lengths were* taken to hide it and allow the actual assassins to go 
free (or wherever they were "allowed" to go). 

The enclosed photographs are but a single example. The picture 
allegedly taken by Marina Oswald in March, 1963 (right side of 
two-photo composite) , which later appeared the day after the assas- ,

(a) The last paragraph of CD 7, page 329* which you gave me, contains 
*11 the information on that page relating to the seven magazines in Item K27 
except for a list of the magazines and/or a request for a laboratory examination. 
.This non-substantive information appears on page 329 tut not immediately 
preceding the last paragraph. (As I mentioned to you, my interest in this 

page was only to see whether the F3I had noticed that the coupon torn from one 
of the magazines in K2? was one that was later found, FBI Item D-85.) 

(b) CD 75* pages 705-706 were made available to me after it was 
ascertained that Kr. Carlos Quiroga had no objection to their release. 

I am enclosing three separate requests for access to certain records, 
with a $ 3 money oVder for each. The following information supplements that ' 
in the DJ-118 forms! 

(1) Ey letter of October 30, 1968 to Kr. James Schmitt, Kr. Mark Eckhoff 
of the National Archives advised that “wo have been unable to locate the 
enclosures mentioned in Commission Exhibit 3146." From my own knowledge of 
the Commission's files, I believe that these items may or may not actually 
still be there. Because of the large number of pages involved, I am not asking 
for a copy at this time; I hope you will provide a copy to tho Archives, so 
that I can order pages through them and so that other researchers will also 
.have access to this material. (It is noted that some of the requested items 
may be repeated in substance in CD 1546.) 

. (2) ‘By letter of March 5, 1969 to Kr. Schmitt, Kr. Eckhoff advised that 
'"documents containing the name of Thomas Vallee are withheld from research at 
the request of the Federal Bureau of Investigation." I do have five pages 
relating to Vallee (sometimes spelled Valle ) j CD 149, page 19* * CD 460, pages 
1-2*, and CD 462, pages 1-2. I cannot specifically identify all the withheld 
pages relating to Vallee, but one possibility is page 2 of CD 149| also, since 
the Vallee incident occurred early in November 1963* 1 would expect that it was 
covered by tho first Chicago .report to be submitted to the Commission, CD 47. 

(This is tho report of SA 1 ecrotty,■' , dated 12/2/63.) 

As you way know, Hr. Shermaj/Skolnick has filed suit against the National 
Archives for, among other things, all Warren Commission material relating to 
Vallee. (This suit is Civil Action Ho. 70-C-790, filed on April 6, 1970, in 
the U.S. District Court for the Northern District of Illinois, Eastern Division.) 

I am most definitely not working with or for Mr. Skolnick, and I share neither 
his. interpretation of the Vallee incident nor his peculiar ideas on the appropriate 
procedure for obtaining more information. I do think the Vallee matter Is of 
some interest*,' however, and am therefore taking this action to request the

1A4 of the Hew Orleans FBI file 97-74 do not pertain to Lee Harvey Oswald 
and are withheld as part of an investigatory file. The present request i 
for all reports, serials, memoranda, and other material in the 97-74 file 
(which I believe is entitled "Fair Play for Cuba Committee - Eew Orleans 
Division) which do relate to the activities of the FrCC in Hew Orleans from 
April to November 22, 1963, or to Leo Harvey Oswald, also known as A. J. Eidell. 
(Hr. Alan Belmont of the FBI testified to the Warren Commission that around that 
time the FBI had no information on current organized FrCC activity in the 
New Orleans area, other than that by Oswald. See 5H9«) The only such material . 
which I already have is the "Hands off Cuba" handbill (item 1A5) and the report

"Inasmuch as no complete bullet of any size could be located

This FBI receipt, dated 22 November 1963, and signed l>y

The only known evidence, of course, to which this receipt 
could possibly correspond, is these two tiny slivers of metal, 
removed from the President's head by Commander Humes, put in the glas: 
jar with the black top, and given to Special Agents Sibert and 
O'Neill. ••• 


However, the use of the word "missile", rather than "fragment", ai 
the use of the singular , rather than the plural (there were - 
t^° metal fragments in the glass jar ) as well as the fact that - 
the receipt's descriptive wording makes no reference whatsoever 
to the glass jar in which the two little slivers were contained 
(which, according to the report of Special Agents Sibert and - 

O'Neill, was "marked for identification") these factors 

raised the most serious question in my mind as to whether or not 
this receipt could possibly be for those two metal slivers 
i n a glass jar with a black cap, to which certain markings were 
specifically afixed for identification purposes. 

This,- concomittantly, raised the most serious question of 
whether or not there was evidence in this case- — specifically, 
a bullet— whose existance had not come to the attention of - 

the Warren Commission during its official inquiry and, perhaps, 
had not even come to the attention of the FBI Bureau Headquarters 
in Washington, D.C. 


However ominous these possibilities might sound, it is also 
obvious that a perfectly innocent explanation for 
these circumstances is simply that we arc dealing here with a 
poorly worded receipt for the two bullet slivers contained in 
the glass jar, later to become Commission Exhibit 843. 


I am cure you will take no offense at the fact that a XfP" 
researcher, confronted with these circumstances in a case ' 
of -this type, might consider as being within the realm of the ‘ 
possible, explanations which are inconsistent with the conclusions 
of an official investigation. 

Regarding the innocent explanation which I have previously 
put forward, I should like to point out that the Sibert and O'Neill 
report states (p.283* CD 7) that the receipts for evidence were 
typed up by AMC Chester H. Boyers, U.S. Navy.

> Speaking personally, if I were to give someone o marked. glass 
Jar containing two tiny metal slivers from a bullet, I might 
request a receipt using words which mentioned the Jar, the 
markings specifically affixed to it for identification purposes," 
the worth "bullet fragment(s)" , and possibly the number "two*® 

V/hen all is said and done, I think you will agree that the 
wording on this receipt could have been more precise, if it 
was intended to apply to the glass Jar containing what we now 
call Commission Exhibit 843# . . . . . • 

Thus, the combined circustances of the lack of more descriptive 
and accurate wording .on the receipt, plus the Secret Service 
action in turning over this FBI receipt for evidence 5 years 
after the close of the Warren Commission's investigation, 
naturally led to a considerable amount of bewilderment on my 
part. 


I It is very unfortunate, from the FBI's point of view, that 
j the Secret Service's action in releasing this evidence (the FBI 
I receipt) in 1969, as well as the Navy's action in (possibly) 

| choosing poor wording, at the time it was typed, produces a situation 
which admits of the interpretation that the FBI either did not 
receive key evidence on Novemba*22, or did not bring all the 
evidence it did receive to the attention of the Warren Commission. 

I must quickly add that I feel sure, after my conversation ‘ 
•with Special Agent John Morrison this past week, that either 
* of these possibilities are without foundation in fact, as 
long as the FBI Bureau Headquraters in Washington is willing 
to state that thi3 FBI receipt for evidence does in fact 
correspond to Warren Commission Exhibit 843. 

The whole matter is so simple-— and yet so profound — -that 
I can understand why it has caused corvfuricn on the part 
of all concerned. 

That is why I wrote my letter dated June. 1, 1970 requesting 
clarification, and I look forward to receiving written confirmation 
of what Special Agent Morrison verbally advised me this 
pact Friday: that the answer to both question in my letter of 

June 1, 1970, is "yes" .

Weisberg is the author of several books pertaining to the A - 
assassination including "Whitewash - The Report of the Warren 
Commission. " His writings for the most part are vitriolic and 
diabolical criticisms of the Warren Commission, the FBI, the Secret 
Service, several other U. S. Government agencies, and the Dallas 
Police Department. His writings contain inaccuracies, falsehoods, 
and deliberate slanting of facts to suit his purpose. 

There has been considerable past correspondence between 
Weisberg and the Department and the Department and the Bureau concerning 
the results of these spectrographic examinations. In each instance, 
Weisberg has been denied access to the detailed notes, work sheets, 
and photographic plates comprising the "raw data" upon which the * . ^ 

conclusions of the Laboratory examiners were based. This civil suit J . 
is the latest in Weisberg’s moves to obtain this material. 
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RE: HAROLD WEISBERG 
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As a matter of background information, spectrographic ■ 
analyses of material such as bullet material permit a compositional 
comparison of the different samples and thus an indication as to whether y. 
such samples may have originated from the same or different bullets. 
Laboratory examiners furnished testimony before the Warren Commission 
that certain fragments were examined spectrographically and were >. ..YYY 
similar in composition. The ’’raw data” (work sheets, notes, and 
photographic plates) upon which these conclusions were based are part \ r; ;/ 
of the Bureau’s investigative files pertaining to this matter. These ' 

"raw data” are not normally made public since they can only be ' 
interpreted properly by scientifically trained personnel. Moreover opening 
the Bureau’s investigative files would set a highly dangerous precedent -/-;•• 
and could cause irreparable damage. Paragraph 5 in the attached affidavit 
covering this aspect is included at the request of the Department. , 

In a somewhat similar suit ’’John Nichols v. United States of 
America, etal., USDC D. Kansas, Civil No. T-4536” filed 1/20/69 YyVy/' 
we answered the Department memorandum of 2/3/69 in a manner 'f( 3 

similar to the instant response. In that reply as in the attached : 

memorandum we recommended to the Department that the release of V- 
the requested information be denied based on the exemption in the 
Public Information Law, 5 USC 552, subsection (b), paragraph 7, which \ 
specifically exempts investigative files compiled for law enforcement 
purposes. This case was subsequently withdrawn by the Plaintiff. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

L That we recommend to the Department that the release ol 
the information requested by Weisberg be opposed. .

With respect to paragraphs 4, 5, and 0 of the Plaintiffs complaint, 
the following background information r elating to the spoctrographic ^ 

examinations conducted in tlii3 matter is set forth. In regard to the 
metal fragments analyzed in the FBI Laboratory, the analytical 
procedures involved the use of an optical instrument known as the ^ 
spectrograph. The spectrograph is an instrument which analyzes the 
light resulting from the burning or electrical excitation of samples 
taken from materials under examination. Every known element, when 
burned, will give off light which is character 1 otic of itself. The 
practical application, however, is normally restricted to the so-called 
metallic elements. The advantage of a spectrographic examination 
J " . over a chemical- type of analysis is that very small samples can be 
analyzed and metallic elements in trace amounts can be detected. 




Relative to the spectrograpltic analyses of the exhibits in 
question, small samples were removed from each one under a binocular 
microscope and placed in pure graphite electrodes. Each sample was 
then burned with a direct current arc. The characteristic flight from 
each sample was analyzed on a Jarrell-Aoli grating spectrograph, the 
results of which were recorded on photographic plates. Subsequent 
detailed studies of the photographic plates revealed the metallic 
elements present and the relative order of their abundance.'

Welsberg’s letter of May 23, 1966, was received by this Bureau. 

It was not answered by this Bureau since in our considered 
judgment to do so would have lent dignity and credibility to 
gross inaccuracies, falsehoods, and deliberate slanting of 
facts associated with the author’s writings and public appearances 


related to the assassination.

Self gw eninkcnt, the maximum parlicipa- 
lion of the eitiicnry in affairs of state, ts meaningful only * ith an in- 
formed public- Ilow can we govern ourselves if we know not how we 
govern! Kcvet was it more important than In our times of nun 
Society, when government affects each individual in so many waji, 
that tike right of the people to know the actions of their government, 
be secure. 

Beginning July 4, a most appropriate day, every executive agency, 
by direction of the Congress, shall meet in spirit as well as practice 
the obligations of the Public Information Act of 19GG. President John- 
too has instructed every official of the executive branch to cooperate 
fully in achieving the public's right to know. 

Public law SIM 87 is flaw prndurt of prolonged deliberation. It to- 
Beets llie balancing of competing principles within our democratic 
order. It k not a mere rccoditication of existing practices in records, 
management and in providing individual access to Government docu- 
ments. For k k a mere statement of objectives or sn expression of 


Rather this statute Imposes on the executive branch ap affirmative 
obligation to adopt new standards and practices for publication and 
availability of Information. 1* Wave* no doulU that disclosure k a 
transcendent goal, yielding only to such compelling considerations at 
those provided for in the exempt tons of the act.

One of Uie witnesses Dis- 
trict Attorney Jim Garmon 
said he planned to call in the 
Gay Shaw perjury trial 
hanged himself in the Jail at 
Clinton, La., on June 6, 1963. 

Records in Ginton con- 
firmed today that Andrew 
Haden Dunn, jailed on a 
drunk charge, hanged himself 
with his belt. 

In his answer to Shaw's 
U.S. District Court motion to 
suppress the perjury trial. 
Garrison identified Dunn as 
one of 10 witnesses the ''dis- 
trict attorney’s office has in- 
terviewed and intends to pre- 
sent" hi its perjury case 
against Shaw. The answer 
said the witnesses observed 
Shaw in the company of Dav- 
id Ferric and Lee Harvey Os- 
wald. « 

GARRISON CLAIMS Shaw 
lied when be testified he did 


not know Oswald and Ferric. 
That testimony came in 
Shaw's trial on a charge he 
conspired to assassinate Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy. He 
was acquitted of those 
charges. • 

Garrison's answer in the 
court of Judge Herbert W. 
Chrislenberrv said Dunn 
would testify that, during civil 
rights demonstrations in the 
summer of 1963, be was sit- 
ting in front of Wright's Bar- 
ber Shop in Ginton. across 
the street from the voter re- 
gistrar's office, "at which 
time he saw Shaw, Ferrie and 
Oswald together." 

William Alford, an assistant 
district attorney, said today 
the answer should have identi- 
fied the witness as William E.’ 
Dunn, a Ginton construction 
and far mworher w ho testified 
In the Shaw conspiracy trial. 

Dunn testified in the 1969 


trial tha! he was working in a 
civil rights voter registration 
drive in Clinton during that 
1963 summer, that he saw Os- 
wald in the voter registration 
line, and that he saw Shaw in 
a parked automobile. 

IT ALSO WAS learned today 
that John Manchester, who 
Garrison identified as the 
Ginton town marshal, re- 
signed and moved from Gin- 
ton some time ago. 

Garrison said Manchester

Clay L. Shaw returned to federal court 
today to hammer at New Orleans 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrisons motives for 
attempting to pFwecutFnim on a per- 
jury charge stemming from the John 
F. Kennedy assassination probe. 

Shaw, acquitted of charges he con- 
spired to kill the president, is asking 
U S. District Judge Herbert Christen- 
berry for an injunction against te- 
ther state prosecution in the case. 

One of the key questions is wheth- 
er Garrison prosecuted Shaw as he 
would any other defendant or whether 
Shaw was handled differently. 

CHRISTENBERRY, a 23-year vete- 
ran of the lederalbench, let M be 
known yesterday iirtninks at least one 
part of the case didn't seem to be 
handled right.

Kennedy surrounded by police and dis- 
trict attorneys,” Christenberiy said 
yesterday on one of the several oc- 
casions he interrupted testimony in 
the hearing to make comments. 

“It seemed confused. As far as that 
goes, it didn't seem to be handled 
like any other trial,” (he Judge added. 

Christenbcrry showed anger at hag- 
gling between opposing lawyers and 
once threatened prosecutor William Al- 
ford with contempt of court.

District Court hearing on Clay 
L Shaw's bid to avoid going 
to trial on perjury charges got 
under way today before Judge 
Herbert W. Christenberry. 

The first witness called was 
Joseph Fault Jr., New Or- 
leans businessman, who was 
one of the founders of Truth 
and Consequences, a group 
formed to finance District At- 
torney Jim Garrison’s probe 
of the assassination of Presi* 
dent John F. Kennedy. 

After rault introduced 
some bank records which had 
been subpenaed, Garrison 
himself appeared and Rault 
stepped down temp orarily so 
the DA could testily. 

William Wegmann, a Shaw 
attorney, began questioning 
Garrison. Here is the text of 
Ihc testimony: 

Q When did your office be- 
gin investigating the death of 
President John F. Kennedy? 

A, I don't recall the year 
exactly. We began a short in- 
vestigation a few days after 
the assassination when we] 
learned Oswald had spent a| 
lew days in New Orleans. We 
arrested David Ferrie for fur- 
ther Investigation in the. case 
but let the matter go because 
federal authorities were look- 
ing into it Several years later 
In 1966, when we determined 
that their investigation was a 
lake, we resumed our Investi- 
gation. 

Q. When was Slaw first 
ealldS to juof office? 

A. He was called in early 
1967. . 

Q. When he was called, was 
he advised he was a suspect? , 

A. No. When he was first 
called he was not a suspect 

Q- Was be ' represented by 
counsel and' advisad of his 
rights, jlc.?.. -» 

A. No, but be was not a 
suspect at that tone. _ 


Q. On ahat date did Shaw 
become a suspect? 

A. It was such a gradual 
thing that it’s almost Impossi- 
ble to estimate a definite 
date. It was sometime after, 
our second interview with' 
him. There was something 
about his answers that did not, 
completely correspond and fit 
our questioning. He was never 
called again without a lawyer.

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Quality of justice 


The Clay Shaw case raises serious 
questions about the quality of jus- 
tice in Louisiana. There has been 
an unhealthy mixing of justice and 
politics, and an absence of integrity. 

There seems to be a connection 
between this and the ability of Dis- 
trict Attorney Jim Garrison, with

In retrospect, it is incredible that 
the Clay Shaw case ever went to 
trial. 

This warped sense of justice Is 
reflected in the action of a group of 
New Orleans businessmen, operat- 
ing under the name of Truth and 
Consequences, who put up a sub- 
stantial sum of money, 'supposedly 
for an investigatio n into th e assassi- 
nation of President John F, Ken- 
nedy. Significantly, much of the 
money was contributed after the 
arrest of Clay Shaw. 

Their action raises serious ques- 
tions. Was the money contributed 
used to investigate the assassination 
oLPrcsident Kennedy, or to perse- 
cute Clay L. Shaw? Furthermore, 
should private citizens, who may 
' have an ax to gnnd, te able to use 


the district attorney’s office in this 
manner? «• , - 

Equally inexcusable is the use of 
state funds in the Gay Shaw witch- 
hunt. There is nothing wrong with 
Gov. John McKeithen having a law 
enforcement fund, provided it is. 
used solely for this purpose. 

But the $10,000 handed over 
the governor to Mr. Garrison was 
used in mysterious ways. The public 
funds apparently were mixed not 
only with money collected by Truth 
and Consequences, but with Mr. 
Garrison’s personal campaign funds. 

The truth is that we really don’t 
know how the money supplied lgr 
Gov. McKeithen— -taxpayers’ money 
— was used. 

One thing is c lear. Th e handling 
of the Gay Shaw matter — from the 
first wild hours of his arrest unto 
now— has shocked the nation and 
the world. 

Even though be was acquitted, 
the biggest loser in the conspiracy 
investigation and trial was Clay 
Shaw. He was arrested and pre- 
sented, manacled, to the world on 
March 1, 1967. With a perjury trial 
still pending, Mr. Shaw has yet to 
escape the burden he has carried 
for four years. 

Mr Shaw was the foremost vic- 
tim, but all of us should fed un- 
easy. We are all vulnerable to a 
system of justice, where justice to 
not always done.*— — • : ;

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I, Henry A. Schutz, Jr. , a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation! being first duly sworn, depose as follows: 

1. I have been a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation for the past 23 years during which time I have been engaged In 
supervisory and investigatory duties both at Washington, D. C. , and in 
the field. By reason of my experience, I am familiar with the responsi- 
bilities and policies of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

2. I have reviewed the complaint filed in the suit entitled 
"Emory L. Brown, Jr. , Plaintiff, vs John Mitchell, Attorney General 
of the United States, The Department of Justice of the United States and 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, De- 
fendants, " Civil Action 44-71, filed January 12, 1971, in the United States 
District Court - District of New Jersey. The information demanded by 
plaintiff would, if such exists, be contained in the investigative file com- 
piled for law enforcement purposes by the FBI in connection with the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy on November 22, 1963. At 
tiie present time this file consists of 384 volumes containing 12, 659 serials. 
Some of these "serials, ” each of which is a separate document, are over 

1, 400 pages in length. 

3. Wliile the FBI maintains an extensive and detailed indexing 
system permitting material in its files and records to be locatecL a search 

i ■ . , , ~ 7^3 ' 
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of our indexing systems failed to identify certain of the information re- 
quested by plaintiff. However, since plaintiffs demands are based cm 
material originating in the files and records of other law enforcement 
agencies (principally the Dallas Police Department), to insure that our 
files do not contain the demanded information in any form would necess- 
itate a detailed, page by page search of a substantial portion of the 384 
volumes of this file. Such examination would require utilization of a 
large number of Individuals for an extended period of time. This, in 
addition to the expense Involved, would require reassignment of person- 
nel who are presently carrying out Investigatory and supervisory duties 
under responsibilities assigned to us. 

4. The file is, and has been since it was opened on the assassi- 
nation of President Kennedy, maintained in a "pending” or open status. 

All information contained in such file was placed there in connection with 
the investigative responsibilities of the FBI. These responsibilities go 
beyond the question of whether a prosecution or other law enforcement 
proceeding might still be initiated against any individual referred to in 
fills file. Not only is the FBI still actively engaged in investigating fully 
any allegations that a conspiracy existed relating to or responsible for 
President Kennedy's death, but the file contains information which would 
be of inestimable investigative value in the event of a future attempt on the 
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life of a President. The file is replete 'with techniques and methods 
used by the FBI and other law enforcement agencies In the investlga- j 
tion of this matter. If revealed, it would seriously hamper the success- - 
ful investigation of such an occurrence in the future. Lastly, forced 
revelation of sources of information, many of whom cooperated on the 
belief that their assistance would be concealed, would tend to jeopardize 
such cooperation in the future. 

5. Release of the requested information would be not only a 
disservice, but a serious invasion of the right of personal privacy of 
those whose connection, however innocent, with this Investigation might 
be made known. Investigative files compiled for law enforcement pur- 
poses contain all material furnished and developed during the course of 
the inquiry, some of which may be based on speculation, mistake or on 
unfounded suspicion. Removed from the context of the investigation as 
a whole, release of such faw data could result in irreparable injury to 
the reputation of those identified and could leave them, due to the pas- 
sage of time, unable to refute any damage to their reputation caused by 
the revelation. 

6. For the foregoing reasons, I believe that if compliance 
with a request as made by plaintiff herein were to be ordered by a court 
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it would seriously affect tlie ability of the FBI to carry out its assigned 
Investigative responsibilities. v w

District Attorney Jim Garrison, who 
entered the 1970s beginning his tliird 
term in office, emerged during the 
1950s as one of .he most powerful polit- 
ical figures in the city and the state. 

Garrison achieved national promin- 
ence as he successfully waged battles 
against Bourbon Street strip joints 
and B-drinkcrs and incumbent crimi- 
nal court judges. He came off with 
nothing worse than a draw in a clash 
with the Legislature and also in a rath- 
er memorable ba'lle with me. In fact, 
the only real defeat ever suffered to 
date by Garrison came in 1969 at the 
bands of a jury of 12 New Orleanians 
who in 52 minutes threw wit his 
charges that Clay Shaw conspired to 
assassinate President John F. Ken- 
nedy 

For Jim Garrison, it’s been a re- 
markable and fascinating career — es- 
pecially when you conrider that in the 
view of many pc r t ; ca! observers it 
was only by a lucky fluke that Jim 
was first elected in 1161. 

AT TJIVT TIME, Garrison, a former 
assistant city attorney, first ran for 
DA. It wa s the same camnaien fa 
wiiTcn i managed t<r spring an upset 
victory in the mayor's race. 

- The incumbent DA at that time was 
Richard Dowling, an Old Regular who 
was fell to be politically vulnerable. 
The major competition for Dowling 
was not expected to come from Garri- 
son. hew er, but from Irvin Dymond, 
a very capable attorney. 222

attorney. When Dymond was asked on 
a television debate whether he would 
be a full time DA, be replied curtly 
that he could not live on the 615,000 
salary then paid the DA aod if the 
voters wanted a full-time DA they 
should cast their ballots for someone 
else. 

That was sufficient for many voters. 
Although I did not endorse a DA candi- 
date in the campaign on the grounds 
that a district attorney must be inde- 
pendent, many of my ward traders 
worked for Garrison. They effectively 
reminded voters of Dymond’s remarks 
. in the TV debate. 

. I am sure many peonle have won- 
-dcred how history nvght have been 
•changed had Dymond answered the 
'question about bring a full-time DA a 
bit more diplomatically that night on 
television in 1961. It's ju«t another les- 
son in basic politics about speaking 
softlv. % 

OF COURSE, THE FINAL , touch j 
irony is that it was Dymond, almost 
decade after the 1961 election, who led 
the defense lor Clay Shaw in his ao- 
spiring to murder the late President 
At any rate. Garrison was able to 
spring his own upset in the 1961 elec- 
tions.

*The orJy other time that Garrison 
and I found ourselves at cross-purpos- 
es was in the trial of Clay Shaw. I bad 
know n Clay for many years in his role 
as managing director of the Interna- 
tional Trade Mart. I did not believe for 
a minute that he had ar’lhing to do 
with the murder of President Kennedy, 
although I did not believe the Warren 
Report had gotten the whc!e truth of 
the assassination. I have always be- 
lieved there was a conspiracy. 

Some of my friends urged me * to 
make a statement defending Ciay.;l 
considered the idea and decided that 
would be improper for me to do so. Jn 
the first place, it was a matter totally 
in the jurisdiction of the DA and whol- 
ly outside my area of legal responsibil- 
ity. It would have been an intervention 
in a matter that was outside my con- 
trol for me to get involved. Beyood 
that, any action by me could only 
muddy the waters, making the case a 
controversy of local politics. 1 
FINALLY, I BELIEVE in the Ameri- 
can system of justice and its ability <o 
do right. One of the blessings of our 
democracy is that we have the privi- 
lege of facing a jury of fellow citizens 
and reply to any charges brought 
against us. The case was resolved as it 
should have been— in the courts. *

of New Orleanians, the 


kind of people I have work ed with fo r 
“THany, many years. I have 5Tvv3yTTBd 
faith in their judgments. * 

What of Jim Garrison in the 197ps? 
In my opinion, he remains one of the 
most formidable political figures in the 
state. In fact, if his health permitted, I 
believe he would be a very tough and 
capable candidate in a statewide race. 
Health is the major unknown factor in 
Jim’s future. He has been troubled, by 
a back infection for some time now. In 
addition, the Clay Shaw case cost him 
some of his support among middle- 
and- upper-income voters in bis last 
campaign although he handily won re* 
election in the 1969 first primary. 

Garrison’s strength today is his abili- 
ty to put together a coalition of black 
voters and lower-income white voters. 
Jim is one of the few figures in politics 
today who can bring together these 
two groups which are usually at politi- 
cal odds. It will be interesting to see, 
if his health permits him to run for 
office again, if be can keep this coali- 
tion together and recapture some of 
the voters he appeared in 1969 to have 
lost. 

Regardless of what the future holds, 
Jim Garrison in the 1960s was a color- 
ful. dramatic and always-controversial 
figure in New Orleans. 1 suspect that 
in years to come, historians will find 
him one of the more mtere W ;n g peo ple 
his time.

Texas . has 
already been tried and is awaiting decision by the Dis- 
trict Judge. 

The evidence in that case was presented to a 
Master in Chancery who was appointed by the District 
Court. A hearing was conducted in Washington, D.C. on 
January 27 and 28, 1969, and additional proceedings were 
thereafter conducted in Dallas, Texas. At the time of the 
hearing the items of property were examined at the Archives 
by the Master in Chancery, the expert witnesses for both 
Mrs. Oswald and the United States, and the attorneys for 
the respective parties. 

Examination of the property disclosed that many of 
the items, documentary in nature, had been treated with 
some chemical process which resulted in a staining or 
discoloration of the documents. At that time we were 
informed by personnel at the Archives that these items 
were in that condition when received from the FBI Labora- 
tory, and that such staining had occurred through the 
investigative analysis performed on the documents to 
determine whether any hidden messages or codes were present 
in the documents. Accordingly, the Government presented 
evidence as to the value of the documents on the date of 
taking, November 1, 1966, and urged that the value be 
determined as of that date based upon the documents in a 
stained and discolored condition. The difference in 
value, according to the Government's witness, between 
the documents in their stained condition as against their 
original condition was approximately $60,000. The Govern- 
ment's witness testified that the present value of the 
property involved amounted to approximately $10,500, and 
that if all the property were in good collector's condition 
it would be valued at approximately $70,000. 





At the trial and thereafter, the Government asserted 
that any staining resulting from investigative examina- ... 
tion was proper- investigative technique in light of the ''AvA; 
circumstances regarding the crime involved and information A 
otherwise available as to Oswald and therefore the chemical 
treatment did not amount to a ’’taking” of the property 
under settled principles of law which preclude recovery 
for damage to property resulting from the lawful exercise 
of the sovereign's police power. See Y.M.C.A. v. United 
States, 395 U.S. 85; United States v. Caltex, Inc.. 344 . 

tJ.S. 149; United States ex rel TVV.A . v. Fowelsori , 319 
U.S. 266, 284; Hamilton v.‘ Kentucky Utilities Co ., 251 U.S. 
146, 154-157; Juragua Iron Co. v. United States7 212 U.S. 

297. We also urged upon the court that such damage did 
not amount to any negligence. 

Without issuing an opinion discussing its reasons, 
the court entered a preliminary order instructing the 
Master to value the property as urged by the Government, 
i.£. , in its condition as of November 1, 1966. Ibe 
Government has raised a number of other defenses in the 
just compensation action which have not as yet been resolved 
by the court and are not relevant to the issues involved 
in this memorandum. 

As a result of the court's preliminary ruling, plain- 
tiff asserted this claim under the Federal Tort Claims Act 
for the alleged damage to the property. An Answer has been . 
filed, a .copy of which is enclosed, asserting all of the 
relevant defenses to this claim. 

It will now be necessary to develop the facts for 
use in defense of the tort suit. This case is assigned to 
Irwin Goldbloom of this Division, and we would appreciate 
an opportunity to confer with one of your agents to develop 
the facts ffior use in the defense of this action. 

At the pretrial conference before the court on 
March 17, 1971, it was agreed that the Government would 
file a motion together with affidavits relating to the legal 
defenses asserted by the Government in this case. Accord- 
ingly, the basic thrust of our affidavits will be the 
nature of the treatment of the documents involved and the 
propriety of the techniques used in light of the circum- 
stances of this case. 

We appreciate your cooperation in this matter.

NOT SINCE THE heyday of Barnett 
has there come such a vehement de- 
nunciation of a federal jurist. It recalls 
Wallace’s symbolic “stand in the 
schoolhouse door,” at the University of 
Alabama, Barnett’s attempt to circum- 
vent court orders by declaring himself 
registrar of Ole Miss and Davis* at- 
tempts to seize the New Orleans pubbe 
school system.

1, Robert G. Haik case, Haik, a New Orleans Attorney, 
was char ge d! with 't He offense of unauthorized use of 
movables.

The Louisiana Supreme Court reversed and set aside Haik's 
conviction and sentence. According to Supreme Court 
Justice John A, Dixon, Jr., Haik was subject to "the 
shocking injustice of prosecution", at the hands of District 
Attorney Jim Garrison, Judge Dixon concluded that

2. Clay Shaw case. Federal District Judge Herbert W.

He ruled that the pending pro- ‘ 
secution of Clay Shaw, a New Orleans businessman, was 
being ’'brought in bad faith and that such bad faith 
constitutes Irreparable injury which is great and 
immediate".

3. The Louisiana State Bar Association must consider 
that Clay Shaw and Robert Haik had the advantage of most 
capable defense attorneys.. What happens under our system 
when persons do not have tfte necessary funds to wage a 
costly defense of actions taken against them in "bad faith"' 
There is the further consideration of a citizen of means 
having to continually fight "bad faith" prosecutions and 
ending up with his life savings reduced to nothing. 

4. Ledesma case. Operators of newstands obtained in- 
junctive relief against arrest and prosecution under the 
Louisiana Obscenity Statute by a three Judge Federal 
District Court in Now Orleans. Judgment affected primarily 
Orleans, Jefferson and St. Bernard Parishs. The question 
was the "Intruding into State's criminal processes" by 
Federal District Courts when prosecutions were brought in 
good faith. The District Attorney of Orleans Parish 
failed to appeal this matter to the United States Supreme 
Court. The entire burden of appeal was handled success- 
fully by the District Attorney's Office of St. Bernard 
Parish. The Unitod States Supreme Court's landmark 
decision was dated February 23, 1971. It is only because 
of this decision that we are benefited by current arrests 
under our City and State obscenity laws.

5. LL&T case. The Louisiana Code of Criminal Procedure 
provides "The Attorney General shall exercise supervision 
over all district attorneys in the State". Both District 
Attorney Jim Garrison and Attorney General Jack Greroillion 
were Involved in the LL&T affairs. No investigation of 
the LL&T matters were Instituted by the Orleans Parish 
District Attorney to consider possible violations of State 
laws. Under the facts in this matter it is hardly conceive 
that one would look to the Attorney General to "Intervene" 
in such a case. 

6. Organized Crimp. On April 19, '19(59, Jim Garrison 
assigned his "^then executive Assistant, James Alcock, to 
head a "team to concentrate on organized crime". This 
followed a report on Organized Crime by the Mayor's 
Advisory Committee on Crime and Delinquency on April 16, 
1969. I was Chairman of this Committee. To the best of my 
knowledge, there was no meaningful investigation or action 
taken by the Garrison "team" against the forces of organize 
crime in Orleans Parish.

8. Judges. "Impartial administration of justice" 
is the’ goai'of our judicial system, A review of the 
Ilaik case causes any student of our judicial system 
to seriously question our method of selecting Judges. 

Ve have a situation where most of our criminal judges 

in Orleans Parish sit because of their prior association 
with the- District Attorney or because of his support. 

An element of control over the Judges by the District 
Attorney exists under our present system. The American

There 
is the question as to such use by an elected official 
of public funds that were so needed in the handling of 
cases involving criminals - organized and unorganized.

The Young Hen's Business Club of Greater New Orleans, 
a civic organization made up of professional and businessmen, 
has reviewed the recent cases that have been handled by Jim 
Garrison, District Attorney for the Parish of Orleans. 

Judge John A. Dixon, Jr., of the Louisiana Supremo Couri 
on May 4, 1971, in the case of Louisiana versus Robert G. Ha: 
made it clear that "the duty of a district attornoy differs 
from that of an ordinary lawyer". He wrote "A lawyer is fret 
to be a partisan on behalf of his client, and partisanship 
is a part of advocacy. But the district attorney's duty is 
to seek justice, not merely to convict. The prosecutor 
represents the State, and should use restraint in the dis- 
cretionary exercise of governmental powers. He should not 
institute criminal charges when the charges are not supportot 
by probably cause. (AGA Code of Professional Itesponsibility . 
Canon 7, EC 7-13; Disciplinary Rule 7-103(A)>". 

In the Haik case, Robert G. Haik, a New Orleans attorne: 
and businessman, was charged with and convicted of the of fern 
of Unauthorized Use of Movables LSA R.S. 14:63. The Louisiai 
Supremo Court unanimously reversed the conviction. Judge 
Dixon in his concurring opinion found that there was "shockii 
injustice" in the prosecution of Haik. Tho Louisiana Supreme 
Court held that the Criminal District Court did not have 
jurisdiction over the case since none of tho events occurred 
in Orleans Parish. Besides, there was no movable property 
involved. Judge Dixon concluded that "If all things testific 
to by, the witnesses had occurred in Orleans Parish, there 
would still have been no crime committed by the defendant". 

The complainant in this case was the mother of District 
Attornoy Jim Garrison. 

Judge Dixon severely criticized the fact that before tin 
judgmont in the lower Court became final Mr. Haik "was 
arrested and jailed" and it was only on tho order of tho 
Louisiana Supreme Court that he was reloased from custody 
of the Sheriff. 

Judgo Dixon in his opinion stated "When tho district 
attorney prosecutes a creditor of "his mother for acts requir: 
novel and strained interpretations to bring them within 
criminal statutes, the prosecution is reprehensible". 

The Young Men's Business Club has also read with con- 
siderable concern the Opinion of Judge Herbert Christenberry 
in the Clay Shaw versus Jim Garrison case. This decision 
was rendered on May 27, 1971. 
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• Chris tenberry characterij 3l the facts in tho Shaw 

case as ^Bique and bizarre". Tho ^kige pointed out that the 
arrest ofxlay Shaw was "based solely on (Perry) Russo's 
questionable, vague story". Tho Court held that there was " a 
fair inference" that there was implanted in tho mind of Russo 
a story implicating Shaw in an alleged conspiracy plot. The ‘ 
opinion refers to Garrison's "use of drugs and hypnosis on 
Russo", and to Russo as being an "unreliable" witness, which 
fact was readily determined from the very first interview that 
was t&jU*Uby a member of Garrison's staff. * 

Judge Christenberry stated that Shaw was arrested, charge 
prosecuted and found innocent based on Russo's statements 
and then Shaw was again charged with the crime of perjury 
stemming from Russo's story.

Following the May 27, 1971 decision of JucV'.o Chri*» te nbera | 
there followod a personal attack on Judge Christenberry by 
Jim Garrison. Judge Christenberry wa.s called a liar wno 
distorted the facts.

Another Highlight

It was a late autumn afternoon in 1963 when Ilya Ma- 
mantov’s telephone rang. 

•'Mr. Mamantov? This is the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment. We need you to do the translation in an interroga- 
tion. Can you be ready in three minutes?** 

Mamantov, somewhat flustered, muttered affirmation 
an) walked outside where a police car, lights flashing 
and sirens screaming, was already in sight. It skidded to 
a stop. 

t "Get in, please, " barked the driver. Mamantov, puz- 
f ried, got in and the squad car began bullying its way 
through heavy rush-hour traffic. At one intersection, as 
they sped through a red light. Mamantov saw his wife. 

He waved as she sat astonished. 

Downtown, Mamantov, then a Russian instructor at 
the old Dallas College, was hustled out of the car and 
down a corridor at Police Headquarters. At one point 
he passed i thin, wiry young man in sweater and open- 
necked shirt, standing in a doorway flanked by police. 

In another moment he sat down to question, through 
translation, that man's wife— Mrs. Lee Harvey Oswald. 

The day was Nov. 22, 1963, a day Dallas and the work) 
will never forget. 

Mamantov, now 52 years old and an assistant profes- 
sor of Russian at Southern Methodist University, sat back 
la his chair Wednesday and continued. 

•They brought m a rifle with a telescopic sight on It 
and told me to ask if it was her husband's. 1 did and she 
replied that it looked like one he had. She was very nerv- 
ous. 

"They questioned her closely for about an hour and a 
half, then told me 1 could go." 

He was escorted back to the police car and driven 
home to explain as best he could to his dumbfounded 
wife his brush with some of America's most Important 
and possibly most tragic history. 

*" - T was Republican precinct chairman In North 
_ Jtallas at the time and I'm sure they wondered Ji 1 
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had 'anyDung* to do with it,** 
he said, adjusting his glasses. 
•'After all, Mr. Kennedy wasn't 
our candidate in 1960." 

Ilya Manatov is a medium 
height, medium built man with a 
rich accent sense of humor and 
impeccable manners. 

When he reaches for a ciga- 
rette, be offers all around with a 
half-apologetic, "In Europe. It is 
the polite thing to do.’* 

At SMU he heads a Russian 
program that has blossomed un- 
der his direction frof a 14-student, 
one-year course in 1964 to a full 
four-year curriculum complete 
with brandies into the English 
department 

HtS LIFE has spanned from 
the tiny Russian town where he 
was bom, through German Nazi 
terrorisip, a long stay in a As- 
placed persons camp after World 
War H and jobs in New York and 
New Mexico, to his encounter 
with history here in Dallas and 
finally to his position at SMU. 

Mamantov and his family were 
refugees for some time during 
the war and after it, so fright- 
ened of their future that at one 
time each carried a poison cap- 
sule in case of capture. 

They spent several years in a 
DP camp in Germany following 
World War II and got out only ty 
being sponsored by U.S. citizens. 

MAMANTOV and His family 
came to the VS. in 1949. lived a 
short time tat New York, then 
moved to Roswell, N.M. He be- 
came a geologist for Sun Oil Co^ 
continuin^4kcj2|t)fes5don he wu 
forced to abandon'in hit hn roe 
country of Lativiau 


He moved to paSn.k in jys and 
taught Russian part-time before 
heading the program at SMU tat 
1969. The program is perhaps his 
most consuming project and In- 
deed one which he fervently be- 
lieves is needed in Dallas. 

"Russian culture has contrib- 
uted significantly to world cul- 
ture/’ he said, gesturing. "It’s 
very important that people leant 
about it 

"Many Associate Russia purely 
with communism and reject any- 
thing connected with ft solely on 
that basis and that’s not right** 
This past year his Russian cul- 
ture class, under the Department 
of Liberal Arts, commanded a 
higher student following than 
any oilier elective offered at the 
school. 

MA.MANTOV suggested the 
course with the idea that anyone 
who wished might enroll. It was

plans to indude even non-stu- 
dents and "anyone else who 
would be interested.”

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JEK Museum Slated for Depository

The infamous niche carved in hsitory 
for the old Texas Schoolbook Depository 
by accused Presidential assassin Lee 
Harvey Oswald apparently will be pre- 
served, The News has teamed 

Aiibrey Mayhew of Nashville, Tenn. t 
* the building*! owner since April of 1970, 
told The News recently be plans to turn 
the now-empty depository into a John F. 
Kenned}’ museum. 

Although Mayhew refused to disclose 
any details of his plan for the build isg at 
411 Elm, he did say that his Nashville 
museum of JFK memorabilia has been 
closed about a year and the contents will 
be transferred here. 

He also refused to say when the move 
will be or when the proposed museum 
will open. 

When he bought the building more than 
a' year ago for $650,000, the Nashville 
business executive had said he would not 
turn it into a museum. 

He. ga i t - i ib clue as to why his plans 
have changed Reports had circulated 


among those associated wi th Mayhew in 
Dallas that he planned to turn the 7-ftory 
structure into an office building. 

Since he bought the building from for- 
mer owner Col. D. Harold Byrd, a Dallas 
oilman-industrialist, Mayhew had dropped 
out of the public eye. Local sources report 
that he suffered a near-fatal auto accident 
during this time. 

But a series of virtually unnoticed Dal- 
las visits by Mayhew during the past few 
weeks, coupled with the schoolbook depo- 
sitory*! recent move to the new location 
in the city, prompted local speculation 
that the new owner was finally preparing 
to unveil his plans. 

The building, still locked and guarded, 
is ogled daily by hundreds of camera-tot- 
ing Dallas sightseers. Across Houston 
Street from the depository is another pri- 
vately owned museum that primarily con- 
tains pictures, film dips and newsstoriea 
of Kennedy*s life and sudden death. 

One source close to Msyhew told The 
News Maybew plans to structure his own 
museum around a chron oiugj- o f -^he late 
President** life. » 

Floors one through five would portray 
Weiuiwiyi life from infancy to the Presi- 
dency. But the sixth floor Wwmr6F“ieft 
dramatically vacant There, visitors could 
view the window from which the Warren 
Commission said $1.2S-an-hour handyman 
Oswald fired Nov. 22, 1963, to kill Kenne- 
dy and seriously wound then-governor of 
Texas, John Connaliy. 

Mayhew said in 1970 that the number 
of Kennedy-related letters, books and oth- 
er items in his now-defunct Nashville mu- 
seum “exceed 50,000" in number. Report- 
edly included in this inventory is a re pli- 
ca of the torpedo boat commanded by 
Kennedy during World War 11. 

Also at the time of purchase. Mayhew 
said he did not want the building, “turned 
into something gaudy.” Sources here say ^ 
he has indicated his intention to turn the 
depository into a first-rate, “historically 
significant" national museum, not a 
“tourist trap.” 

The building was vacated fay the 
schoolbook depository in early July, when * 
tt y textboo k storage facilt y was mg ved 
to new quarters on Ambassador Row.

"If all I cared about was money," Ao- 
brey Mayhew of Nashville, Tenn., told 
The Dallas News Monday, *Td have 
opened R up a long time ago.’ I could 
have just charged the people to walk m 
and look out the sixth Boor window 
where Lee Harvey Oswald was supposed 
to have shot Kennedy and I could have 
made a fortune. But this is not going to 
be a cheap tourist trap. The Smithsonian 
Institution has told me I have the most 
extensive Remedy collection in the world. 
Everything is authentic and will be placed 
in the museum because of its historical 
value." 

Mayhew noted that John F. Kennedy, 
was commander oC two FT boats during 
his Naval career.

JOHNSON AND I arrived at 
Dallas* Love Field aboard Air Force 
Two at 11:35 KM. We Joined the recep- 
tion line to welcome the First Family 
when Air Force One touched down 
five minutes later. 

There was a large. Joyful crowd be- 
hind the fence, and when the Kennedy* 
stepped out of the plane a great roar 
went up from thousands of throats. ! re- 
member thinking bow radiant Mr*. 
Kennedy looked. The skies had cleared, 
the air was warm and the sun bright. 
Her pink suit end pink hat added to the 
beauty of the day.

We took seats In the automobiles to 
begin the motorcade through town to 
the Trade Mart, where the President 
was scheduled to make a luncheon 
speech.

In the froofft at of w ear were the 


driver, a Texas highway patrolman 
named Hurcbel Jacks, and the Secret 
Service agent in charge of my detail, 
Rufus Youngblood. I was sitting in the 
right rear seat. Lady Bird was in (he 
center, and Sen. Ralph Yarborough of 
Texas was in the left rear seat, directly 
behind the driver. It was approximately 
11:55 a.m. 

As we drove through the less popu- 
lated areas, the crowds were thin. But I 
recall that even then the three of us 
commented on the visible enthusiasm 
of the people along the route and tbdr 
obvious good wishes. Dallas has never 
been exactly a citadel of Democratic 
politics. 

I HAD BEEN WORRIED about this 
visit— worried about the political cli- 
mate; worried about the problems wo 
might encounter. 

A great deal has been written about 
the purpose of that fateful trip to Texas. 
Much of what has been written is

' President Kennedy came to Texas to 
raise money for the Democratic cam- 
paign coffers and to pave the way for a 
Democratic victory in Texas in 1964. 
We were soon to be involved in a presi- 
dential election. We would need millioas 
of dollars for the campaign, and the 
Democratic National Committee was 
still painfully in debt The President 
hoped to raise several hundred (boo- 
sand dollars In Texas, i- - t > 

Shortly before 12:30 p.m. (he motor- 
cade turned right on Houston Street and 
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then a Hock later made a sharp left 
turn oa E lm - S treet, which would take 
us through the underpass and oa to 
Stemmoas Freeway, to the Trade Mart 
We wen traveling about ten or fif- 
teen miles per hour. Just after our car 
made the left turn at the lop of Elm, I 
was startled by an explosion. 

JIN' THE HEADING I have done 
stbpe (hat day of horror, it Is apparent 
that there were, many reactions to the 
first shot Some people thought it was a 
firecracker. Some thought it was a 
bomb. Some thought it was a truck 
backfiring. Some thought It might be a 
Shot Some were positive It was a shot 
’.I did not know what it was. 

'Agent -Youngblood spun around, 
shoved me on the shoulder to push me 
down, and shouted to all of us, “Get 
down!" Almost in the same movement, 
M vaulted over the seat, pushed me to 
Qe floor, and sat on my right shoulder 
to keep me down and to protect me. 
Agent Youngblood’s quick reaction was ' 
a* brave an act as I have ever seen 
anyone perform. When a man. without a 
mbmcnl’s thought or hesitation, places 
himself between you and a possible as- 
sassin’s bullet, you know you have seen 
courage.

There was some frantic conversation 
coming over Youngblood’s radio and I 
beard him speaking Into It several 
•times. I asked him what had happened.

When Lady Bird and I got out we 
were immediately surrounded by 
agents. Youngblood ordered us to follow 
them into the building, to stay dose to 
them, and not to stop under any cir- 
cumstances.

OUR FIRST specific information 
came from Emory Roberts, the agent 
In charge of the White House detail. He 
said that President Kennedy had been 
wounded by gunshot and that his condi- 
tion was quite serious. He added that 
Gov. Connally had also been injured. I 
was stunned. 

The Secret Service now decided that 
we should leave the hospital and make 
plans to return to Washington immedi- 
ately. 

Agent Youngblood concurred. He 
said that no one knew whether the 
shooting was the work of one manor 
several men, or was part of a conspira- 
cy to kill the top leadership of the coun- 
uy. 

What does a man think about at such 
a time? Looking back on It now, h Is 
impossible for me to re-create the 
thoughts and emotions that surged 
through me during the 45 terrible, inter- 
minable minutes that we spent in Park- 
land HospitaL 

THE REPORTS on the President’s 
condition became more discouraging by 
the minute. Agent Emory Roberts came 
in and said the President would not 
make It. Then Kenneth O’Donnell, the 
President's appointments secretary, 
came in and said (he President was in 
a "bad way.” 

About 1:30 p.m. Central Standard 
Time O’Donnell informed us of (be 
President’s death. "He’s gooe," was all 
besaM. 

I found it bard to believe that ibis-' 
nightmare bad actually happened. Tbe 
violence of the whole episode .wa* un- 
real, shocking, and incredible. - . . 

THE MOST URGENT MATTER, as 
far as the Secret Service was con- 
cerned, was getting me out of fhat hos- 
pital to a place where I could be better 
protected. 

I asked what Mrs. Kenn edy wante d 
to do. O'Donnell replied thafMK. Mu- 


nedy would not leave the hos pital with- v 
out the President’s body. He said that : 
they were waiting for a casket. I could ■*§ 
not desert Mrs. Kennedy in (hat sito®- 
tfon and emphatically said so. f ttM 
O'Donnell (hat I would not return ftp 
Washington until Mrs. Kennedy wa * ' fi 
ready to go. and that we would cany £f. ; ;

ABOUT 2:15 the moment arrived 
against which 1 had been steeling my- 
self — and dreading to the depths of my 
being.

Vh6e chamber spokesmen say. for 
the record, (hat foe board was merely 
responding to McKool's request U must 
be noted that McKool has been pleading 
for almost three years for help in pie- 
serving foe.pepository as a state mcno- 
ment but has gotten little local reac- 
tion. 

He was able lo persuade foe John F. 
Kennedy Memorial Commis sion in A% - 
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gUST ui petition the Legislat ure -U a w* 
tend its power to enable acquisition of 
foe site. 

The 9-member commission, estab- 
lished by the last legislative session and 
appointed by foe governor, has three 
Dallas members, including chairman 
Raymond D. Nasher. 

Nasher was appointed to the cham- 
ber's board of directors in September 
which likely bad some influence on foe 
passage of foe chamber resolution. He 
was named to draft it after McKool’s 
appearance. 

The commission chairman said only 
that he felt foe chamber approved the 
resolution because they felt it was

Instde sources agree, however, that 
there has been a change in attitude by 
foe city's business leadership on dispo- 
sition of the Depository.

The President's Commission on Ike Assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy* popularly known ns 
the "barren Comi ssfoa" , was nppointed by President 
Lyndon tt. Johnson on November 29, 1963. Less than 
o year later the barren Comission submitted Its 
report to President Johnson. 

Reliance on Othor Agencies for Investigation 

Although the barren Comission hnd a substantial 
staff of lawyers, it had no true investigative staff 
of its own. Consequently, the Comission relied 
upon other agencies — *the FBI. Central Intelligence 
Agency. Secret Service, etc. — for field Invest!* 
gallons and laboratory work. Of these agencies, 
the FBI acted as the principal Investigative am of 
the barren Comission. 

Theoretically, at least, the FBI was the agent 
ef the barren Comissloa and did what the Comission 
instructed it to do. In octool fact, the relation* 
ship between the two was not that staple. But what* 
ever the complexities of the relationship, the role 
played by the FBI was key to the Comission's work* 
iog processes aed its ultimate product — the barren 
Report . 

This article foenses upon soar aspects ef the 
FBI's role In the investigation into President 
Kennedy's assassination. It concludes that the FBI 
did not properly perform its dalles. The article 
charges, anong other things, that:

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A. The FBI Dominated the Investigation: 

Did H Do Its Job MM? * 

1. Assigned by President Johnson to conduct o 
"fall and thorough" investigation of the assassins* 
tion [l]. the FBI produced a Sumary beport [2]. 
complete with embossed cover and plastic binder, 
barely two weeks after the murder of President 
Kennedy and before the barren Comission could even 
organize Its staff or appoint its Chief Counsel 
[3j. That report, and n similarly glossy FBI Sop* 
plemenlarj beport [4] dale January 13. 1964, con* 
mined allegations of medical findings and other 
basic evidence which are in irreconcilable conflict 
with the Comission's own findings on the same 
evidence. 

Premature Commitment * 

Io oddition. these reports prematurely committed 
the FBI — end probably the Comnissioa ns well — ■ 
to the thesis that Oswald and Oswald alone was 
guilty of having assassinated President Kennedy. 

The FBI’s errors oo the evidence — If that Is what 
they were — were so embarrassing to the Commission 
that these FBI reports were suppressed in the Com- 
mission’s own beport and In its 26 volumes of Hear* 
logs and Exhibits as mell [5]. The contents ef 
these two FBI reports, which seriously conflicted 
with the barren Comission thesis, were not dis- 
closed until 1966 [6 ). 

♦ 

Bullet Fragments and Dm . 

2. The FBI withheld much pertinent information 
from the barren Comission. For example, the FBI 
did eet supply te the Comission the essential de- 
tails ef the spectrographic analyses of the bullet 
and ballet fragments. . 

Tet this was absolately crucial evidence, as It 
could have shown whether all the prejecliles and 
the bellet were Identifiable with e single batch ef 
•amenities. Instead, the FBI reported enly that 
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tbe composition of tliese ite*s mi "similar' (7), 
Parenthetically, it shoe Id f Is ta ted that tbe 
Warren Commission did oot KM the details of the 
spectrographic analyses, tit^Pit should have. 

On the other hand, when members of the Commission 
staff made inquiries about neutron activation analy- 
sis of the areas surrounding the alleged bullet hole 
In the President’s shirt collar and the nick on his 
necktie, FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover personally 
shunted aside any effort in this direction by throw- 
‘•9 cold water on the usefulness of such tests as 
aa aid ia understanding, the origin of the hole and 
the nick [8]. Yet neutron activation analysis is 
a test several times more refined than spectrographic 
analysis and might have resolved conclusively cer- 
tain questions about the origin of the hole in the 
President's shirt collar and the frayed area on his 
necktie. As a consequence, these tests conld have 
answered questions as to whether a single bullet did 
in fact inflict all seven wounds on both President 
Kennedy and Governor Connally, a claim which the 
Commission made and which was essential to its con- 
tention that the President was assassinated by a 
lone rifleman. 

Oswald's Records of FBI Agent Hotly 

3. In a different form of dereliction, the FBI 
sometimes procrastinated in reporting to the Com- 
mission the resnlts of Its investigations. Thns, 

In one instance the FBI delayed seven weeks in re- 
porting the contents of selected pages from Oswald's 
notebook. These are the pages which coatsiaed the 
name, address, phone number, and other data about 
FBI Agent James P. Hosty. and which suggested a 
possible informant-ageal relationship between the 
two men [9], 

Dental Charts of Jack Ruby's Motor 

4. Meanwhile, the FBI did not hesitate to swamp 
the Cowaission with time-consuming irrelevancies. 
These included the dental charts ef Jack Baby's 
mother [10] and the subtle distinctions between the 
Caucasion. Negroid, and Mongoloid hairs [ll]- Me- 
ceatly it has come to light that the FBI sent to 
the Commission two copies of a 48 page compilation 
it made of Marina Oswald's medical records for the 
period of her pregnancy [12]. 

5. The FBI also meddled with evidence on occa- 
sion. 

Thus, a camera said to have beea used by Oswald 
to have his picture takes holding the alleged as- 
sassination weapon was mended by the FBI prior to 
duplicating the photographs [13] . The ariginal 
Oswsld-wi th-rifle photographs themselves were be- 
latedly examined for fingerprints by the FBI ie 
1968, while in the possession of the National Ar- 
chives. and they are no longer in recognizable 
conditioned].

Bw Oswald Took to Rap: 8ut Was Ha am FBI "Subvert 
an FBI "Informant"? or Botfi? 

1. Texas Attorney General Waggoner Carr, based 

on Information supplied to him by Dallas District 
Attorney (and former FBI agent) Henry Made and 
others, informed the Varren Commission ia January, 
1964, that there was evidence that Oswald had been 
an FBI Informant [19]. ^ 

The Emergency Meeting of the Warren Conwvdsmom 
That Was Unreportnd ^ 

This information occasioned an emergency meeting 
of the Warren Commission on January 22, 1964. The s 
stenographic record of this meeting was confiscated 
and never written up [20]. Carr and Made were Among 
those then invited to Washington ta di scats thin 
allegation with the Commission. Tbe meeting waa 
held ia total secrecy oa January 24; even the steno- 
graphic reporters were excluded [21]. The proceed- 
ings have never beea published. 

The Commission resolved tbe dilemma which thin 
allegation posed by asking J. Edgar Hoover if Os- 
wald was an FBI informant. Tbe FBI Director respond- 
ed that Oswald was not aa FBI informant, after 
which the Commission dropped the matter. 

Oswald Sought am FBI I ntervi ew ^ 

When Jailed to New O rl ea n s 

2. On August 9. 1963 Oswald was arrested ia Nam 
Orleans for disturbing the peace. Ibis charge area# 
out ef aa altercation which occurred when Oswald 
distributed leaflets on behalf of a purported New 
Orleans chapter of the Fair Play For Cuba Committee 
(FPGC) . a national organisation suspected as subver- 
sive by the FBI. Strangely, Oswald asked far and

Seven FBI Agents Associated with Oswald 

3. At least seven different FBI agents are know* 

to kave been associated with Oswald daring the year 
and a half after bis return from tnssia end before - 
the sssassinatioa. several ef them through personal. 
Interview of Oswald [24]. i

One agent. Barren DeBmeys, prepared a report £ 
dated October 25, 1963, concerning the Tair Play | 
Far Cuba Committee — New Orleans Division" [25J. 
Published references te till report seem te indi- 
cate that It Is entirely er almost entirely about 
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Oswald [26], although by U^Ndatc Oswald had de- 
parted New Orleans at lesl^f month previously nn4 
the FBI later stated thatfjB investigations during 
the Sumner of 1963 "disclosed no existence of or- 
ganized FPCC activities in the New Orleans area" 
and. in fact, "the only activities ia behalf of the 
FPCC appeared to be those efforts made by Oswald" 

[27]. The DeBrueys report, while apparently made 
available to the Warren Commission, is not printed 
la the Commission volumes and has never been re- 
leased to the public by the FBI, 

' 4. FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, la a letter ta 
tie Commission on May 4. 1964, submitted aa item- 
ized list of "the contents of the FBI headquarters 
file concerning Lee Harvey Oswald up to the time 
of the assassination ..." [26]. The list contains 
no fewer than 69 items, but despite its length there 
are at least two knows FBI reports concerning Oswald, 
prepared prior to the assassination, which are mat 
included [29]. Hoover's letter offered ao explana- 
tion for such omissions. 

S. FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover submitted a let- 
ter and affidavit to the Commission in February, 

1964. in which he stated "categorically" that Oswald 
bad never been an informant for the FBI [30]. Takaa 
ia context. Hoover's statement is a response to the 
allegation that Oswald had been a paid informant far 
the FBI. Consequently, the refutation of this alle- 
gation overshadowed other ticklish questions about 
the nature of Oswald's contacts with the FBI. Tbe 
Commission itself published FBI reports of interviews 
af Oswald on June 26 and August 16, 1962 [3l], which 
state that Oswald had promised to cooperate with tbe 
FBI by reporting "any contacts, or attempted contacts, 
by the Soviets under suspicious circumstances or 
otherwise." On its face, it seems rather strange 
that an alleged Marxist who defected to Russia should 
agree to cooperate with the FBI to the detriment af 
the Soviet Onion. 

C. Unanswered Questions About the FBI's Knowledge 
of Oswald Prior to the President's Assassination 

Convincing evldence’exi sts that Oswald could not 
have been the lone assassin of President Kennedy. 
Close examination of the available evidence suggests 
extensive* fabrication and cover-up, and also suggests 
the clear possibility that Oswald was framed far a 
crime with which he bad no connection, particularly 
oot as a rifleman [32]. 

But assuming for the sa ke of argument that, al- 
though contrary to the evidence, the Varren Commis- 
sion thesis about Oswald is true, there remain em- 
barrassing but unanswered questions. 

1. Dallas FBI Agent James P. Hosty was assigned 
to investigate Oswald prior to the assassination #f 
President Kennedy. Hosty is reported to have asser- 
ted to a Dallas Police Detective oa the afternoon ef 
the assassination that tbe FBI was aware of Oswald 
and that they had Information that Oswald %as capa- 
ble of committing tbe assassination of Presideat 
Kennedy" [33]. Hosty later denied making any such 
statement, contrary to convincing evidence that be 
Tied [34]. 

v*2. FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover defended Hosty 
tin claimed that the FBI did not have "aay indict- * 
tfea that this man was a dangerous character ..." 
and that there had been no information to Justify 
referral to tbe Secret Service [35]. Tbe Commissiea 
disagreed, oad after recounting Oswald's history ef 
hostile ead erratic behavior, ell of which was well 
known to tbe FBI, observed: "All this does seen to 


amount to d r ~Njh to have Induced an alert ngtucj* 
such as tM|n, possessed of this iaftrwiuoi, to - 
list Osws^B/ a potential threat to the safety ef 
the President" [36]. - ' ' . * 

3. Marina Oswald lived at the residence ef Ruth - 

end Michael Paine in Irving, Texas, for some weeks 
prior to the assassination and Lee Oswald frequently 
stayed there. For reasons said to have been related 
to Oswald, the FBI Initiated e full field Invest!- . f 
gallon of the Paines in late October*, 1%3, octuall^ 
visiting the Paine residence on November 1 and S, 3? 
1963 [37]. FBI Agent Hosty claims that he learned - % 
of the Oswalds 9 living with the Paines only after ^ 
learning of a change of address filed by Oswald la —

FBI Interception of Oswakfr tifafi 

4. Numerous FBI reports, some only recently do- v 
classified, establish conclusively that Oswald 9 ! 
correspondence with certain organisations was being 
intercepted and supplied by confidential informers 

ta the FBI. One such report cites the contents of J 
na Oswald letter to the FPCC in April, 1963, tbe 
source being described as "Dallas confidential In- 
formant T-2" [39]. A New fork informer reported an 
Oswald letter to The Worker In June. 1963 [40]. 
Another FBI report shows awareness of Oswald's cor- . 
respondeaee with the Soviet Eifcassy in Vashlngten ^ 
In August, 1962 [41]. The FBI neither admitted nor - 
denied operating a mail cover on Oswald, although ■ 
this would have been a simple and logical extension 
of the FBI's investigation of him. The existence 
of n mail cover on Oswald Is, howevor, a legitimate * 
question, for if such a mall cover was placed on ' 
Oswald prior to March, 1963, then the FBI aay have 
known of Oswald's receipt by mail of the rifle 
which he allegedly used to assassinate. President 
Kennedy. Knowledge of Oswald's receipt of this 
weapon would clearly have signalled his ‘“capability' 0 , 
for violence which the FBI claimed was unknown. '

. Eight years ago this Nov. 22, a sick 
young self-styled Marxist named Lee 
Harvey Oswald sneaked up to the sixth 
floor of a drab, red brick building in 
downtown Dallas. There he waited until 
12:30 p.m. when he fired three rifle 
shots that rang ’round the world and 
took the life of President John F. 
Kennedy. 

In the years since that awful mo- 
ment, there have been countless contro- 
versies about the assassination. Most of 
them have by now faded away— all, 
that Is, except one. 

Now the city of Dallas is up in arms 
again — not about the tragedy itself— but 
about what should happen to the Texas 
School Book Depository, the building 
from which Oswald fired Ms shots. 

UNTIL LAST YEAR, there was no 
reason to assume that the building 
would ever again be the focus of any 
uproar. Granted, it had become one of 
the world’s most photographed struc- 
tures with 3.000 to 4,000 tourists a day 
snapping shots from every conceivable 
exterior angle. But the Depository’s 
principal owner, oilman D. Harold 
Byrd, kept it open and rao It quietly as 
H hadLal^gyjbeen run— as a storehouse 
for school books an office for sever- 
al bo ok publishers. 


Then in April of 1870 , - BjiJ p ut the 
building on the auction block and it was 
snapped up for the bargain price of 
$650,000— by a colorful Nashville, TeniL. 
record company executive and ardent 
Kennedy buff named Aubrey Mayhew. 

Maybew quickly shut the building 
down and barred all visitors. But even 
before he could utter a word about Ms 
own plans for the Depository, citizens* 
groups and state legislators suddenly 
became very concerned. 

Some wanted to tear it down; others 
envisioned a museum. But everyone 
was worried that Mayhew, who is 
known to have a collection of 20,000 
Items of Kennediana, would turn the 
building into a honky-tonk tourist trap. 

"What I want," he says, "Is a taste- 
ful, meaningful museum and library." 
Some sections would contain his items 
of memorabilia. Others would store mi- 
crofilms, books and newspapers about 
the assassination, providing facilities 
for what Mayhew calls "a continuing 
study of what happened here that day." 

But Mayhew’s plans do not impress 
State Sen. Mike McKool, who has been 
trying to get the state legislature to ap- 
propriate funds to reclaim the building 
from Mayhew. 

McKool's vision of thqj^seaumo- 
seum" doesn’t differ markedly from 
Maybews' except that be says "people 
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and flcgag latlons would be .willing t o 
make gifts to the State of Texas where- 
as they wouldn't to a private organiza- 
tion or one for profit The U S. govern- 
ment has many items, such as the 
death weapons, that they would proba- 
bly be willing to give to the state be- * V: 
cause this is the proper place for 
them." 

Still another approach has been sug- 
gested by Raymond D. Nasber, the re-, 
spected Dallas developer and cultural 
leader who heads the nine-member 
state commission set up to recommend 
how best the state could memorialize 
President Kennedy. At the moment,

WASHINGTON— The family of the 
te President John F. Kennedy, which 
previously had allowed only representa- 
tives of the government to inspect pic- 
tores and X rays of the assissinated 
leader's body, has now begun to let in- 
terested medical specialists see the 
Hems. 

Dr. John K. Lattimer, a New York 
physician who has written and lectured 
extensively about the assassination, be- 
came the first person outside of govern- 
ment auspices to see the items when he 
examined them Friday in the National 
archives here. 

In an Interview Friday night be said 
that they "eliminate any doubt com- 
ntetely" about the validity of the War- 
ren Commission's conclusion that Lee 
Harvey Oswald fired all of the shots 
Oat struck the President. 


The commission found that wbetw 
Kennedy was killed on Nov. 22, 19631 
while riding in a motorcade in DallasJ 
Oswald did all the shooting, firing fronr 
a building behind and above the Presi* 
dent. 

The 65 X rays, color transparencies 
and black-and-white negatives taken 
during the autopsy have been a focus of 
controversy because the Kennedy fami- 
ly bad previously guarded them ao 
closely that not even members and staff 
officials of the Warren Commission— 
which was appointed by President 
Johnson to investigate the assassination 
—were allowed to see them. 

Critics of the Warren Commission's 
conclusions have charged that die items!

Td bet, however, that the latest find- 
ings, conclusive as they may be, will 
not even slow down the conspiracy 
theories. Conspiracy theorists are not 
interested in evidence that fails to sup- 
port (heir own particular theory. 

THOUGH THERE have been as 
many versions as there are stars in the 
sky, the basic theory is that the 1963 
shooting was done by more than one 
man. 

The Warren Commission’s findings 
to the contrary did not lay this theory to 
. rest Far from it. By 1966 at the height 
of th^cnnspiaacy chase, a sizable shelf 
of anti-Commission books had hit the 
1 market Furthermore, these found a 
! ready audience among the public. A 


poll by Louis Harris In October. 1966. 
indicated that the American peopje re- 
jected the Commission's 1-assassin con- 
clusion by a margin of 3-2. 

In order to believe in the white- 
wash point of view with truly fierce 
dedication it was necessary to accept 
the assumption that the chief justice of 
the Supreme Court, leaders of both ma- 
jor panics, highly respected physicians, 
the FBI, the CIA and the White House 
all worked together in the most devious 
and intricate plot of all time to cover up 
the “real truth.- 

The conspiracy explanation that al- 
ways comes up when disaster or mis- 
fortune occurs seems to be popular be- 
cause of two reasons: The theory that 
evil plotting in high places causes 
things to go wrong is not only dramatic, 
but it’s a simple explanation, requiring 
little or no thought. 

CONSPIRACY stories are used by 
adults the way ghost stories are used by 
youngsters— we can scare ourselves 
without really having to do any bard 
thinking about causes and factors. 

The readiness to accept conspiracy 
as the explanation for any violent event 
is not limited to any century, any party 
or any income group. Geniuses can leap 
to unsupported conclusions with just as 
much agility and foolishness as any 
dunce. 

In their eagerness to believe the 
worst, conspiracy-chasers have man- 
aged to overlook the absence of evi- 
dence to support their theories. Some 
are just as likely to ignore or deny 
evidence that is directly contrary to 
their several theories. 

That being the case, Idoabr-srfious- 
ly that Dr. John Latimer’s report on the - 
Kennedy evidence is going to convince 
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many of (he people who have made a 
• ca reer p ot of conspiracy theories. 

There was a time, M 56~Tbog 
ago, when conservatives were said— 
chiefly by liberals— to be eternally ea> 
ger to believe in conspiracies as the ex* 
planation for all doleful events r 

In recent years, though, h has 
seemed to this not particularly objec- 
tive judge that progressives have taken 
all the prizes at finding a conspiracy 
under every headline. 

In addition to all of the feverish ac- 
tivity surrounding the allegations of as- 
sassination conspiracy, the more hyper* • 
thyroid liberals got a considerable 
amount of mileage out of “the mili- 
tary-industrial complex.** 

A very popular conspiracy-vfflaia 
during the latter half of the 1960$, die 
MIC (as conspiracy fans affectionately 
call it) was seen as the secret cause of 
everything from locusts in Ghana to 
Junior’s trauma in basic training.' 

Blamed, of course, for all wars, 
past, present and future, the villains 
conspiring in the military-industrial 
plotting rooms were often dramatized 
in film and novel as would-be traitors, 
assassins, world conquerors or worse. 

Though' the military-industrial con- 
spiracy fad took the prize for width and 
depth during the 1960s, I think the most 
remarkable conspiracy fashion was the 
alleged plot of the nation’s police to 
commit ’‘genocide” against the. Black 
Panthers. 

THE NEW YORK TIMES, the Wash- 
ington Post and other national publico* 
lions carried the story— stating it as an 
established fact— that 28 Black Panth- 
ers had been killed by police in 1968 
and 1969. This figure “tact” was in turn 
- picked up by many supposedly respon- 
sible liberal spokesmen and civil-rights 
leaders and the police conspiracy de- 
plored at great length. Speeches about 
“the series of gun battles,’* "the lethal, 
undeclared war,** "the o pen season on 
Pant hers’* abo unded. Columnist Carl 
Rowan decried "this nationally orches- 
trated police campaign to turn the guns 
on the Panthers and wipe them out** 




Finally, after more than a year of 
this sort of thing. New York er maga - 
cine sent writer Edward Jay Epsteio to 
track down the truth about the 28. It 
turned out that the number had come 
from the Panthers* lawyer, who had 
given It to newsmen because, as he 
told Epstein, it "seemed to be a safe 
number," adding that he believed "the 
actual number of Panthers murdered 
by the police Is many limes that 
figure.* 

There simply was nothing there to 
support the "genocide conspiracy" sto- 
ry. Yet It was trumpeted from coast to 
coast by the national media for more 
than a year. Those who used it without 
questioning it were apparently so eager 
to believe in the lawyer’s story of "» 
national scheme ... to destroy and 
commit genocide" that they shut off all 
doubts. 

Personally, f don’t think much of in- 
tricate, devilishly clever and hitherto- 
undisclosed plots in high places as ao 
all-purpose explanation. It isn’t that I 
doubt human capacity for evil and mis- 
chief, it’s just that I have never seal 
# any humans with the skill and effective- 
ness to puli off the Satanic conspiracies 
featured in most of these stories. 

WHAT THESE stories ask us to be- 
lieve is that (i) some evil genius has 
come up with a perfect plot, taking aO 
contingencies Into account, (2) that the 
organizers have then managed to re- 
cruit and train operatives who are able 
to understand the plot and execute it 
perfectly and (3) that everybody con- 
cerned has kept his mouth shut about it 
before, during and after. 

Requirement (1) is tough, (2) is 
tougher and (3) is humanly impossi- 
ble. 

It’s hard to believe that a species 
that is all thumbs at making its plans 
work is suddenly going to turn clever to 
carryi ng o u t -its plots and nTmJiiuarfbns.

Funeral services were con- 
ducted in Dallas Wednesday for 
Orville 0. Nix Sr., 60, one of 
three persons who photographed 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy Nov. 22, 1963. 

Mr. Nix, an air conditioning 
engineer for the General Serv- 
ices Administration, died In 
Dallas Monday. He had suf- 
fered a coronary thrombosis six 
weeks ago.

With respect to your inquiries, I can tell you 
the FBI, at the direction of President Johnson, conducted 
a prompt, intensive, objective and thorough investigation 
of the assassination of President Kennedy. The results of 
this investigation were accurately reported to the Warren 
Commission, and not one shred of evidence has been devel- 
oped to link any other person in a conspiracy with Lee Rarvey 
Oswald to assassinate President Kennedy. All available evi- 
dence and facts point to one conclusion— that Oswald acted 
alone in his crime. 


- The results of our inquiry into this matter were 
subsequently made available to the National Archives by the 
Warren Commission and the FBI has no authority to independ- 
ently release any information contained in these reports.

I looked into Dept, of Justice Order Ko. 3S1-67 after I got back to Washington 
and learned that it had been incorporated into Title 28 of the Cr R, specifically 
Part 16, "Production or Disclosure of Materiel or Information", vhich covers 
departmental procedures for compliance vith the Freedom of Information Act* Some 
of the natters that I had vanted to discuss vith ycu can be handled via that 
route, and so I have filled out and filed the necessary forms vith the Department 
of Justice here in Washington. I enclose copies for your general information so 
that you vill be better prepared in the event that my requests, or some part of 
them, are bucked on down to you. 

La you probably knov, there are a number of people (many vithin our CTIA 
group) vho take the viev that the government has concealed the truth about the 
JFK assassination. I personally do not subscribe to that view, principally 
because I am aware of hov much investigation vas actually done as exemplified 
in the many and voluminous reports vhich you yourself submitted* 

On the other hand, I do feel that there are a lot of unanswered questions 
about the case and that Oswald may have had some accoxplice(s) not yet discovered* 
I even have sema doubt that Oswald himself fired the rifle, and I find that the 
evidence for this ©articular link in the chain (i* e., that Oswald vas the guy vho 
pulled the trigger) tc be especially vulnerable, though I do not doubt that he 
played sor.e role in the events* 

Tour reports ere the ones that deal vith the real substance of the case, and 
so it vas inevitable that most of the matters about vhich I have questions would 
fall vithin the subject areas of one or another of your reports*

staff to determine his need for three specific documents relating to Bureau t 
sources and operations which the Congressman had requested from Archives ' 
along with a number of other documents^ from the Presidents Commission on 
the Assassination j)f President John F^^ennedy.^ ^ 

This matter was first discussed by Inspector Bowers with I ’ 

Donald Sanders, Chief Counsel of the House Committee on Internal Security of ^ 
which Congressman Ichord is Chairman, on 4-12-72. Sanders, a former \ 
Special Agent with whom we enjoy an excellent relationship, advised he was — 
aware of Congressman Ichord’s request for certain Warren Commission 
documents from the Archives, although he had not handled this matter. He 
stated the request had been handled by William Hecht, a new Assistant in the 
Congressman's office. Sanders said he understands the request was made for • • 
an individual whose name he believed to be Fensterwald. Sanders was asked 
if this might be Benard Fensterwald, former Chief Counsel of the Senate i , 
Subcommittee on Administrative Practices and Procedures when it was Chaired ' 
by Senator Edward Long (D-Mo.) and who is now head of an organization he 
founded known as the National Committee to Investigate Assassinations. 

Sanders stated he was not sure but added this would appear to be a reasonable 
assumption. Sanders was briefly advised of Fensterwald’s unsavory background 
and the fact that his National Committee to Investigate Assassinations includes 
other unscrupulous individuals such as Jim Garrison, New Orleans District 
Attorney; William Turner, former FBI Agent; and Fred J. Cook, notorious 
left wing writer and severe critic of the FBL Sanders expressed concern that 
Congressman Ichord might have inadvertently become involved with such a crowd.

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On 4-13-72 Bowers called at the office of Congressman Ichord 
to speak with his Assistant, William Hccht, concerning tills matter. Moments ; 
after Bowers arrived in the. office Bcnard Fensterwald entered and conversation 
with the receptionist indicated he had an appointment with Hecht and also hoped 
to see the Congressman. Fensterwald did not recognize Bowers although they 
had several contacts while Fensterwald was employed by the Senate Subcommittee. 

The matter of the Congressman’s request for the Warren re- 
commission documents was discussed with Hecht on 4-13-72 and he implied 
the Congressman wanted these documents in connection with his position as - 
Chairman of the House Committee on Internal Security. He asked if it might 
be possible for him to review the classified documents and furnish the . 
Congressman a summary to relieve the Congressman of the time-consuming 
task of having to personally review lengthy documents. Hecht was advised that 
under the circumstances it was felt the matter should be discussed personally 
with Congressman Ichord. Hecht stated that while the Congressman was then 
in the office he had a full schedule for the afternoon and indicated he would set an 
appointment for Bowers to discuss this matter with the Congressman in the near 
future. 


Since that time, Hecht has been contacted on several occasions - 
concerning the need for an appointment to resolve this matter with the Congressman, 
and Hecht has indicated he has been unable to arrange for an appointment. On 
4-26-72 Sanders advised he had discussed this matter briefly with Congressman . 
Ichord and told him of Bower^ desire to see him as soon as possible to get the - - ; 

matter resolved. Sanders stated the Congressman remarked that he also has j 

pending a request from CIA for an appointment on the same matter and indicated » 
he would discuss the matter with Hecht to arrange appointments in the near 
future. No further word has been heard from Hecht regarding an appointment. 

. Our relations with Congressman Ichord are excellent. It seems 

apparent he has been brought into tills matter by his Assistant, Hecht, and that 
the documents really are wanted for Fensterwald who has publicly stated that 
the purpose of his National Committee to Investigate Assassinations is *to 
.'embarrass or force the Government to make investigations they have been putting 
loff since November 22, 1963. " Undoubtedly, Congressman Ichord is not aw*; re 
\of Fensterwald's unsavory background or of the identities of others affiliated with 
{him in the National Committee to Investigate Assassinations. He will be briefed 
jin confidence concerning these individuals when an appointment is arranged with 
’him regarding this matter. . *

□ On 22 November 1963, President John 
F. Kennedy was fatally shot in Dallas, Texas 
at 12:31 p.m., towards the end of a pre- 
election motorcade. 

Probably the last coherent words he heard 
before his life was snuffed out were from a 
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relieved Mrs. Connally, the Texas fovernctfte j; - 
wife, who had turned to him from her seat .. 
ahead of Mrs. Kennedy in the automobile to 7 
say, “Mr. President, you can't say now that " 
Dallas doesn't love you." 1 Seconds later he 
was shot through the neck, and then through • 
the brain. 

The President was declared dead at 1:00 
p.m., after valiant, vigorous but hopeless at*

i WHY WAS DR. LATTLMER, A UROLOGIST, CIVEN THE FIRST NON-GOVERNMENT LOOK AT 


This question is asked so often that it seems 
worthy of comment The following factors may 
have influenced the decision by Mr. Burke Mar- 
shall whom Dr. Lattimcr has never met (Neither 
does he know the Kennedy family.)

The 
National Archives requested that no tracings be 
made, so it b not precise. Its purpose b to clarify 
the relative positions of the wounds in the neck, and 
the various findings which, taken together, indicated 
that all were consistent with the entry of a ballet 
into the upper back, which ranged downward and 
medially through the base of the neck and exited 
low oo the trachea in the midline. Just below the

The doth fibres of the shirt weft 
also bent inward in the same manner, Traces of cop- 
per from a bullet such as Oswald used, were found 
on the margins of this hole in the coat by the FBI,

C Halo Around Bullet Hole— It had aiouad

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broke, typical of a *Vouod of entry* from a high- 
speed bullet. 

D. Bullet Fragments in Neck— Two tiny 2 
and 4 mm divers of metal could be seen in the 
upper (rear) area of the bullet track, on the A-P 
x-ray film of the right shoulder and neck area. Since 
no lateral x-ray film was taken of this area, it was 
possible to determine only that they lay near the 
high (rear) end of the bullet track, but not the exact 
distance they lay from the surface. They were near 
the tip of the transverse process of the seventh cervi- 
cal vertebra which the bullet may have grazed. They 
are represented diagrammatkally only.

Ebersolc was also present and helped take the 
x-rays. The body had a bullet hole in the upper 
back at the base of the neck (Fig. 2), a recent 
tracheostomy wound, and a massive head 
wound, plus incisions for intravenous and chest 
tubes, which had been started as part of the 
resuscitative efforts. The doctors performing 
the autopsy in Bethesda at first had no way to 
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know that there had been a bullet hole io the 
front of the nock at the site of the tracheosto- 
my and that a tracheostomy tube had beca 
inserted through this opening at Dallas, after 
its transverse surgical enlargement by Dr. Mal- 
colm Perry, until they talked to Dr. Perry oo 
the telephone early the following morning.* 
Since the President's body had never been 
turned over during the desperate attempts to 
resuscitate him at Dallas and since the body 
tad been removed so quickly, the doctors at 
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Dallas, in turn, had not known that there was 
another bullet hole in the upper back. This had 
led people in Dallas to speculate that the 
wound in the front of the neck, because it was 
small, might have been a wound of entrance.

Whether this was from 
the sagittal suture or the one between the fron- 
tal and parietal bones, could not be deter- 
mined. The aggregate area of these fragments 
> accounted for a major part of the missing area 
of the skull and these appeared to be the frag- 
ments which could be seen going forward and 
upward away from President Kennedy’s bead 
in frame 313 of the Zapruder movie, at the 
moment the second bullet struck him. 1 * 

Lt Col. Pierre Finck, M.C n U.S. Army, 
who participated in the autopsy, has been 
quoted in 1968 in the newspapers* as saying 
under interrogation in New Orleans, that the 
autopsy would not qualify as a "complete” au- 
topsy by the standards of the American Board 
of Pathology because of certain restrictions 
which were imposed.* Here again was a simi- 
larity to President Lincoln's autopsy, wherein 
only the head was examined.** Col. Finck al- 
leged that one of these restrictions was a re- 
quest that the doctors should not dissect out the 
entire bullet track through the base of the neck 
on the right side. 

The adrenal glands were not mentioned ia 
the autopsy report* and no comment has ap- 
peared about them prior to this writing. 

Why the Pictures Were Not Shows 

The large 8 z 10 color prints, transparen- 
cies, and black and white prints of the photo- 
graphs taken of the President's head and 
shoulders from every reasonable angle, just be- 
fore the start of the autopsy, and of his brain 
and brain case, as the examination progressed, 
were recognized as being so potentially shock- 
ing to the family, and to persons not accus- 
tomed to viewing such things, that they were 
not even shown to the Warren Commission

While the Warren Commission itself did oat ’ i; 
view these exhibits, because of the above fao- : v 
tors, properly authorized government officials 
were to be permitted to see the photos and 
x-rays and did so on two occasions, once in 
1966, when the physicians who performed the 
autopsy authenticated the pictures, and once >■ 
again in 1968 when a panel of three of the 
country's top forensic pathologists. Dr. Russell 
S. Fisher, Dr. William H. Carnes and Dr. Alan 
Moritz, together with a top roentgenologist. Dr. 

Russell H. Morgan, reviewed them for the the# 
Attorney General Ramsey Clark and issued a 
technical report about them, couched in proper 
medical terms and widely reproduced in the 
newspapers.* The author wishes to fully ac- \ .

A. The Wound of Entky — T he ovoid “wound of 
entry** was fairly high up on the back of the 


skull, well above the hairline, where the skull was 
starting to curve forward, and about 10 cm above 
the occipital tuberosity. (Oswald came within a few 
centimeters of missing the President.) The bone 
at the lower margin of the hole was depressed slightly 
and the wound in the inner table was character- 
istically larger than the wound in the outer table 
(cone shaped), exactly as one would expect from 
a “wound of entrance* into the back of the skull 

B. Bullet Fragment Shaved Off by Skull 
Edge— A (6.5 mm diameter) fragment of the bullet 
had been sheared off by the sharp edge of the thick 
bone of the skull and was embedded in the margin 
of the wound of entrance. Similar to the shaved-off 
fragment in President Lincoln's head (although a bit 
smaller), this fragment was the largest one left la 
President Kennedy's head. 

C Large Wound of Exit in Top of Skull— A 
large, roughly pentangular area of the skull (about 
15 cm x 13 cm) had been carried away by the 
force of exiting fragments of the disrupted bullet 

D, E, F. Fragments of Skull— T hree fragments 
of skull picked up in the street at Dallas accounted 
for a majority of the area of bone that was missing, 
and were probably the fragments seen leaving the 
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head in a forward-upward direction in frame III of 
the Zapruder movie of the shooting (see Fig- 5). 

G. Everted Flaf of Skull and Scale — An ad- 
ditional flap of skull and scalp appeared to be everted 
and hanging down in front of and above the right 
ear but had not become detached. It had three tiny 
metallic fragments embedded in it, each about 
1-2 mm in size. 

H. Cluster of Fragments— An elongated (4 cm) 
duster of about 19 liny metallic fragments hi the 
front of the head was scattered along a line from 
the anterior edge of the large head wound of exit, 
back in the direction of the wound of entrance. Four 
or five similar tiny metallic fragments were embedded 
in the bone near the anterior edge of the wound of 
exit and a half-round 1 cm notch in the comer of 
the largest loose fragment of skull also had a cres- 
cent of tiny metallic particles arranged around it 

I. Bullet Fragment in Front of Brain— The 
second largest metallic fragment (7 mm x I mm but 
crescentic) had come to rest in the front margin 
of the brain just above the top of the frontal stuns 
on the right. 


Several other tiny fragments were scattered be- 
tween the wound of entry and the wound of exiL 
There were no metallic fragments in the left side 
of the brain case. 

All the metallic fragments on the right side were 
above a line between the wound of entry and the 
top of the frontal sinus, and the majority were in 
front and top of the brain case. 

J: Huge Skull Fracture Lines— Multiple huge 
fracture lines extended from the margins of the large 
wound of exit, and smaller ones from the wound of 
entrance as well. These were compatible with the 
great force exerted by a heavy (160 grain) high- 
speed (2200 feet per second) military bullet on a 
thick part of the skull, and to have not found them • 
would have raised doubts that he might have bees 
shot with some other (less powerful) type of weapon. 
These multiple, devastating fractures in the base of 
the skull were very much in keeping with the type 
of weapon used by Oswald.

No official mechanism for further investiga- 
tion of these questions now exists, and the re- 
strictions on viewing the autopsy evidence natu- 
rally added some impetus to the doubts of peo- 
ple who were impressed by the intensity of 
some of the criticism and the lack of rebuttal, 
plus the lack of information about some por- 
tions of the autopsy findings. 

Doubts About the Warren Commission 

Some of the criticisms and doubts about the 
Warren Commission allegations dealt with 
questions of fact, such as “Were the rifle and 
ammunition competent to do what was alleged, 
or not?” Such questions were still open to ex- 
perimentation by uninvolved investigators, al- 
though no governmental or other funds were 
available to re-check these or any other points. 

The author had been surprised to hear It 
stated so many times that it was an “impossible 
shot" for Oswald to have accomplished, where- 
as it did not seem that difficult to him, once the 
author had visited Dallas and sat in the actual 
window used by Oswald. The author and his 
two young sons thereafter undertook a series of 
lengthy, unhurried, careful experiments to de- 
termine whether the shooting was indeed feasi- 
ble, as alleged by the Warren Commission. 
These experiments have been reported in de- 
tail elsewhere, 1 ** 11 and indicated that it 
should have been quite easy to accomplish. 

While none of these experiments turned up 
any discrepancies on the particular points of 
fact which were investigated concerning the 
contentions of the Warren Commission Report, 
there were still certain questions in the mind of 
the author, such as, “Why the lack of sufficient 
downward angulation in tbe official Warren 
Commission diagram of the neck wounds?" (if 
Oswald bad been the shooter), “Exactly what 
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was their direction," and was there any evi- 
dcnce at all of another missile in the body, 1; 
which might have entered cither from the back _ 
or from any other direction? Furthermore, the 
magnitude of the head wound, as shown in the * 
diagram, did not match the expectations of the 
author as to the severity to be anticipated, if ; 
Oswald had been tbe shooter. Tbe differences 


between the diagrams in tbe Warren Commis- 
sion Report (Figs. 1 and 6) and the descrip- 
tions of the wounds in the testimony* before 
the Commission and in the 1968 “panel” re- 
port* seemed to require clarification. The au- 
thor therefore applied for permission to study 
the autopsy x-rays and photographs in 1966 
and again in 1968, this time under the mis- 
taken assumption that the five-year restriction 
ran from the date of President Kennedy's death 
in 1963, rather than from 1966, when they 
were turned over to the National Archives. 
He was instructed to re-apply in 1971, which 
he did, submitting as references, reprints of his 
ballistic and other experiments, as published 
in the scientific literature, relevant to President 
Kennedy’s assassination and also several of 
his publications on Lincoln’s death. 4 * *** ,u ** 
He received a letter from Dr. James B. 
Rhoads, Archivist of the United States, dated 4 
January 1972, stating that be had been granted 
permission to examine the autopsy photographs 
and x-rays, by Mr. Burke Marshall, Deputy 
Dean of the Yale Law School, who had been 
designated by the Kennedy family to decide 
which applicants would be granted permission 
to study the evidence. Dr. Rhoads invited him 
to make an appointment for the examination 
of these materials, and be conducted this ex- 
amination throughout the entire day of 7 Janu- 
ary 1972 under security conditions, at the Na- 
tional Archives. The only restriction imposed 
was that he should not trace or photograph any 
of the items. I. 
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Students of the Warren Commission Report 
have repeatedly raised certain questions, so 
that some of the queries in the author’s mind 
as he approached this material were: 

• Was the evidence actually persuasive, for 
or against the thesis that the wounds in the 
back and the front of the neck were indeed 
connected, as from a “through-and-through” 
bullet wound? 

• Was there indeed evidence visible on the 
photographs or x-rays, to indicate which 
wounds might be “wounds of entry” or “exit," 
and possibly which direction the bullet was 
traveling, in each case? 

• Was the downward angle of the alleged 
bullet track through the neck (which the War- 
ren Commission contended was from “back-to- 
front”) steep enough to be compatible with 
Oswald’s high perch, or was it more “parallel- 
with-the-ground," as shown in the official sche- 
matic diagram’ 1 in the Warren Commission 
Report? (Fig. I) 

• Was it- possible that the above neck 
wounds could have been inflicted from in 
front, or from either side? 

• Were the positions of the bullet holes in 
the back of the body and in the back of the 
coat (and shirt) so far apart as to be irrecon- 
cilable? 

• Was there any evidence, such as wounds, 
deformations or tracks of metal fragments run- 
ning in any direction other than “back to 
front” in President Kennedy’s head or body, 
such as from cither side, or from the front, to 
indicate that a third bullet might have struck 
him? If so, might it have come from the “gras- 
sy knoll” on his right, from the infield of 
Dcalcy Plaza on the left, or from the railroad 
overpass to his front? 

• Were the extent and character of the 
scalp and skull “wounds-of-cxit” severe enough 
to be compatible with those expected to be 


caused by a high-powered military rifle bullet, 
as described in the testimony of Dr. Humes? 

Or were they relatively moderate, as depicted >> 
in the official diagrams’* in the Warren Com- 
mission Report? (Fig. 6) 

• Were there any findings relevant to the 
question: “In what direction did President 
Kennedy’s head move after it was struck?" 

The Restricted Materials 

The restricted materials viewed at this ex- 
amination consisted of large color prints, plus 
black and white prints, and color transparen- 
cies thereof, as follows: 

(a) The head viewed from above (10 
prints). 

(b) The head viewed from the right and 
above to include part of the face, neck, 
shoulder and upper chest (9 prints). 

(c) The head and neck viewed from the 
left side (7 prints). 

(d) The head viewed from behind (4 
prints). 

(e) The crania] cavity with brain removed 
(4 prints). 

(f) The back of the body including neck (4 
prints). 

(g) The brain viewed from below after Its 
removal (4 transparencies). The brain 
from above, three views. Black and 
■white negatives of these same views of 
the brain were also present 

The quality of almost all of these photo- 
graphs was good, and in the very few instances 
where one photograph was slightly out of fo- \ ' 
cus, a similar view usually was in focus. The 4 
x 5 color transparencies were the sharpest of 
all, and provided the due as to the proper ^ 
orientation of the photos of the empty brain 
case, which were otherwise confusing. There 
was also a roll of “120” film which had been 
spoiled by unrolling it in the light and a nob-

tion (bat this had been done deliberately by 
one of the agents present There was no expla- 
nation of why the agent had done this, and 
one could only speculate that either the agent 
did not realize that photographs were being 
taken to assist in preparing an accurate autopsy 
report, or that he thought the photographer 
was not authorized to take such photo- 
graphs. 

There was also one 4x5 transparency 
which had been spoiled by overexposure, but 
with no clue as to what it was supposed to 
show. There was also one surplus film-pack of 
color film which appeared to be unexposed and 
unused. 

In addition to the color and black and white 
prints there were the following x-rays, all of 
which bore the number 21296 and the name of 
the U. S. Naval Hospital, Bethesda, Maryland 
and the date 11-22-63:

The Presidents Clothing ^ . 

The suit-coat, shirt, necktie and backbraoe 
with its associated paddings and bandages, 
which he was wearing at the time he was shot, 
were examined in detail, along with close-up 
macro-photographs of the relevant segments of 
some of these. 

The numbers of all of the materials inspect- 
ed were checked against the list signed by the - 
men who did the autopsy and also against the 
list signed by the members of the 1968 Foren- 
sic Panel and no omissions were detected, al- 
though there were some differences in labeling. 

The Forensic Panel had stated that their list 
conformed w ; th the list in the document of 
transmittal from the Kennedy family in 1966. 

It was noted, however, that in none of the lists 
were there any photographs of the bruise on 
the pleura and apex of the right lung, even 
though photographs of the bruise on the luqg 
and pleura were described by Commander 
Humes as having been taken. 1 * There was no 
way to know whether the spoiled roll of 120 
film, or the spoiled transparency, had had this 
photograph on it, or what had happened to IL 
Since it was the only picture attempted of an 
interior, superior portion of the body cavity. It 
may well have been a problem in exposure and 
thus have been spoiled. 

The bullets and bullet fragments, the 
Zapruder, Nix and Muchmore motion pictures, 
the rifle and other items had been carefully ' 
inspected many times previously, but were 
again examined in detafl. 

Relevant Facts Discernible In the Photographs ^ 

While exact measurements on a photograph 
or x-ray film could never be as accurate as 
measurements on the body itself, a few rcason- 
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able approximations were possible and are 
used hereinafter. A few of the photographs 
showed a ruler laid against the wound areas. 

By far the greatest benefit from the photo- 
graphs and x-rays was the fact that one could 
see the relationships of the various wounds and 
fragments to each other and to other land- 
marks on the body. 

On the upper back, just below the junction 
of neck and back, there was an ovoid pene- 
trating wound estimated to be approximately 
6 mm x 8 mm in size, with the longer axis 
transversely. It was compatible with a 6.5 mm 
bullet wound, and had a faint halo of dis- 
coloration around it, which was suggestive 
of a wound of entry from a high-speed bullet 
The wound is estimated to lie about 5 cm to 
the right of the midline and approximately 
the same distance below the transverse 
double fold in the skin at the junction of the 
neck and back. This fold in the skin of the 
neck was very prominent and may have' been 
related, to the thickening of the tissues of this 
area due to the cortisone derivative he is said 
to have taken. This bullet hole was recogniza- 
ble as the wound described in the autopsy re- 
port as lying 14 cm medial to the tip of the 
right acromion process and 14 cm below the 
tip of the right mastoid process' (Fig. 2). 

There was a transverse tracheostomy wound 
about 6.5 cm in length and gaping open at 
least 1.5 cm at its widest (mid) portion. The 
tracheostomy wound in the front of the neck 
was at a lower level than the author had ex- 
pected to see it It was almost at the supraster- 
nal notch, and its upper margin was seen to be 
far below the bottom of the transverse fold of 
skin of the neck, mentioned above, indicating 
that the (tracheostomy) wound of exit was 
substantially below the wound of entry on the 
back of the neck. The lower lip of the trache- 
ostomy incision bad a large crescentic indenta- 



tion near its center, as if from the pressure of 
the “cuffed” tracheostomy tube inserted 
through it during the attempts at resuscitation. ;#£• 
Dr. Malcolm Perry had indicated that he had = '■ 
created this wound by a transverse incision <6- » - , 

rectly through a bullet hole in the front of the 
lower neck 1 at this location. 

The 1968 panel of forensic pathologists 
stated in their report that they could detect, 
among the irregularities along the upper mar- 
gin of this gaping tracheostomy incision, the 
semi-circular upper half erf a “wound-of-exit” 
from a bullet These photographs were not 
sharp enough nor close enough for the author 
to presume to join in this diagnosis of this par- 
ticular point However, the relative heights of 
the two wounds did make it quite obvious in 
the photographs that any bullet that might 
have exited through this bole had had a mod- 
erately but definitely more downward course 
through President Kennedy’s neck than the 
course, relatively parallel with the ground, 
which had been depicted 1 ' in the official 
schematic diagram (Fig. 1), made by an artist 
fiom verbal descriptions of the wounds rather 
than actual measurements, photographs, or a 
viewing of the body. 1 * 

Still another factor which made it difficult to 
describe the height of the wound on the back 
of President Kennedy’s neck exactly, was tire 
fact that the tissues at the back of his neck 
were more prominent than those of most peo- 
ple. This was possibly due partly to his manner 
of holding his shoulders very high, so that a 
“roll” of tissue was produced across the back 
of his neck and also perhaps because he was 
taking the cortisone derivative which may have < ■ , 
caused a slightly grcatcr-than-normal thicken- 
ing of these tissues, as mentioned above. In 
any case, the actual photographs showed wry 
clearly that the course of the bullet downward 
through President Kennedy’s neck was a bit

steeper than had been indicated by the Warren 
Commission’s schematic drawing and that It 
was much more in accord with the possibility 
that the bullet was fired downward at Pres- 
ident Kennedy (as it would have been if the 
shooter had been Oswald) from the sixth floor 
cf the Book Depository Building. We realize 
that other references in the Warren Report in- 
dicate a steeper downward course than do the 
diagrams, but official “graphic” depictions 
have always commanded much attention. 

The x-rays taken specifically of the area be- 
tween these two bullet holes (which also in- 
cluded a hole in the trachea) showed tiny 
traces of air in the tissue planes (subcutaneous 


emphysema) along the line between the two 
holes in the skin and trachea and also showed 
two tiny slivers of metal about 4 mm and 2 
mm in length, along this same track, near its 
upper (rear) end. No gross fractures were visi- 
ble, although a “graze” of the tip of the trans- 
verse process of the seventh cervical vertebra 
could not be excluded. It should be noted that 
in the autopsy report the dome (or apex) off , 
the right parietal pleura was found to bc.eo- 
chymotic and bruised, even though it had not 
been penetrated, and while the upper tip of the 
right lung was also slightly bruised, there was 
no evidence of any tear or “sucking” wound of 
the chest The apex of the pleura would have* ; 
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been immediately below the course of a track 
between these two holes in the neck. The 
“strap” muscles of the right side of the neck 
were reported in the autopsy description to be 
ecchymotic, even though there had been no 
ecchymosis or circular bruise recorded near the 
bullet bole, through which the tracheostomy 
wound had been made, on the front of the 
neck (Fig. 2). 

Bullet Holes in Suit-Coat and Shirt 

After viewing the photographs and x-rays of 
the bullet holes in President Kennedy’s body, 
his suit-coat and shirt were examined. The 
coat was a light-weight, gray fabric which 
looked and felt like a “tropical worsted” in a 
“sack" weave. The collar, back and upper 
sleeves were stiff with a substance resembling 
dried blood. The sleeves had been slit open 
and the front panels had been cut across at 
the nipple line, 1 * as is common during emer- 
gency efforts at resuscitation. 

The coat showed a roundish “punched-in” 
8 mm hole in the back, compatible with the 
passage of a 6.5 mm bullet (Figs. 2 and 4) 
but with one-half of the circumference re- 
moved, along with an elongated area of the 
doth, for analysis of the doth fibres (which 
had shown traces of copper* 1 and also that 
these fibres had been bent inward, indicating 
that this was a wound of entry, according to 
the FBI laboratory tests).* 1 This hole was 13.3 
cm below the upper edge of the collar and 4.5 
cm to the right of the midline, in a position 
suggesting that it was somewhat lower than 
the wound of entry on the back of the neck. 
The jacket also had a second tiny penetrating 
hole just at the lower edge of the collar, 
through both jacket and lining, directly above 
the hole through which the bullet obviously 
entered. There was no such second hole in 
the back of the shirt at this higher location. 
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The back of the shirt had a angle hole, 
about 6 mm long and 6 mm wide, about 14.5 
cm below the upper edge of the collar and 
about 2.8 cm to the right of the midline. While 
the half of this hole that remained was stiff 
roundish and appeared indented in some parts 
of its circumference, the other half of the hole 
had also been removed, along with a 1 cm strip 
of adjacent cloth, for analysis (as for bending 
of the fibres or traces of metal, as described by 
the FBI laboratory expert, Robert Frazier.)* 1 

Having seen these holes in the back of the 
coat and shirt, at their low locations, the author 
returned to his file of Kennedy photographs 
and found several of the President, taken 
shortly before he was shot, with his right elbow 
resting up on the edge of the automobile where 
he could wave more easily. This position 
caused his suit-coat to “hump-up” on the back 
of his neck (Fig. 4) so that it was easy to see 
that the bullet hole in the coat or shirt might 
well be at a lower point on either garment 
when the garment was laid out flat, in compar- 
ison to its position at the actual moment of 
impact, when President Kennedy was indeed 
waving to the crowds, with his right elbow ele- 
vated, as seen in the Zapruder movie. . 

Whether the higher “second” hole at the 
lower margin of the coat collar was a tangen- 
tial wound of the cloth, due to a downward 
folding of this portion of the cloth, could not be 
determined, although this did at first seem pos- 
sible. Why the shirt did not have a correspon- 
ding second hole, was not clear, however. On 
further inspection, it seemed probable that the 
second hole in the jacket was the site from 
which a “control” sample of cloth had been 
removed by FBI laboratory man Frazier, when 
the margins of the bullet hole in the coat were 
analyzed.* 1 In any case, it did not seem nearly 
so mysterious as has been implied, that the 
bullet holes in the back of the coat and shirt 
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were at lower positions than the bullet hole in 
the President’s back, after seeing the actual 
photographs of the upward buckling of the 
doth during the motorcade (Fig. 4 ). - 

The shirt was white with a thin triple gray 
stripe alternating with a thin triple brown 
stripe. The back, collar and upper arms were 
soaked with a dark, stiff substance resembling 
dried blood.** . 

It showed two vertical, slit-like penetrating 
“wounds” in the bloody area immediately be- 
low the collar band, and touching its lowest 
margin. The reason the fabric tore more in a 
vertical direction may have been that the bul- 
let started to turn “nose-downward” as it left 
the skin of the neck at a downward angle, 
leaving “vertical” slits in the doth. These had 
occurred in the area of overlap just below the 
button joining the two sides of the collar. The 
shirt was in “new” condition with strong fabric 
and strong thread holding the button on. It was 
not clear as to whether the margins of the two 
holes in the front of the shirt had been cut 
away to a minor extent for analysis. Even so, it 
was quite clear at this examination that no 
portion of either hole in the front of the shirt 
resembled the round “punched-in” holes usual- 
ly seen with wounds of entry into clothing, 
whereas the remaining halves of the holes In 
the back of the coat and shirt still appeared 
“punched-in,” despite their partial excision. 

The Necktie 

The necktie had been “nicked” on its outer 
layer only (but not penetrated) in a manner 
compatible with the tangential passage of a 
spinning slender bullet (Fig. 2) near the lower 
edge of the left side of the knot, as seen in the 
original photographs of the necktie.** The 
necktie was in an “untied” configuration when 
examined by the author, and in this configura- 
tion it could be seen that there was a smear of 
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some dried foreign material (resembling dried ^ 
blood) extending at least 1 cm below this 
“nick,” which should be analyzed for blood, if 
it has not already been so analyzed. It is pos- 
sible that this stain was not readily viable 
when the necktie was in its original “tied” ~ 
con figuration. While it would not preclude the 
possibility that blood had merely dripped on 
the necktie from some other wound, the fact 
that it extended downward from the lower 
margin of the hole in the necktie was dear. 

After examining the front of the shirt, one 
could conjecture that the reason the skin 
around the “wound-of-cxit” in the front of the 
neck had not been more stretched out and eo- 
chymotic, as if from an exiting bullet, was be- 
cause the skin had been supported and kept 
from stretching, by the firm collar band, at that 
point If the collar band bad not been support- 
ing it, the loose skin of the neck might have 
been stretched severely, ahead of the exiting 
bullet, thus produdng more obvious tissue 
damage and ecchymosis, even though the actu- 
al wound of exit might still have appeared 
small, as the stretched skin snapped back into 
place. Thus, the confusion over the fact that 
the anterior neck wound was small enough to 
resemble a wound of entry to some extent, 
seemed more understandable. There was, 
moreover, no note of a “halo” or “bruise” ei- 
ther .above or below the tracheostomy wound, 
which might have been stiQ visible, despite the 
post-mortem tracheostomy, had such a bruise 
been present 

Question One : ^0’££v ; ' 

• Thus, to the question "Was there evi- 
dence of a bullet track demonstrable between 
the wounds of the back and front of the neck?" 

The answer was “Yes” but based on the cir- 
cumstantial evidence that the metal fragments, 
the air in the tissues, the lack of visible frac- 
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hires, the report of a bruise on the apex of the 
pleura, and the hole in the trachea, all “lined- 
up” or “fitted-together” to indicate that a bullet 
had passed betwen the two holes in the back 
end front of the skin of the neck, even though 
any single one of these factors might not have 
been conclusive by itself. Any other course 
would have struck some bones solidly, causing 
gross fractures, which would have been visible 
in the x-rays. It is possible that the bullet 
grazed the tip of the transverse process of the 
last cervical vertebra without causing a visible 
fracture but leaving two tiny metallic frag- 
ments behind, and without turning the bullet 

• To the question: "In which direction 
was the bullet going?" The indications were 
strong and all pointed to a “back-to-front” di- 
rection. For example, the halo of discoloration 
around the wound in the back of the neck 
strongly indicated that site as a portal of entry. 

The bullet hole in the anterior surface of the 
neck had been cut in two by the tracheostomy 
incision, so was not intact for study, but Dr. 
Malcolm Perry, who made that incision, had 
commented on the lack of distortion or discolo- 
ration around this wound, which might be ex- 
plained by the fact that it was supported and 
contained by the strong collar band, as dis- 
cussed above. Had it been a wound of entry, . 
however, it would have almost surely had a 
“halo” or bruise around it, which Dr. Perry 
might have been expected to notice. 

Previous analysis of the doth around the 
bullet holes in the back of the suit-coat and 
shirt by the FBI had indicated that the bullet 
had entered from the rear. 

More Questions 

• To the question: "Was the angle of the 
bullet track downward through the neck com- 
patible with the high perch of alleged shooter 
Oswald?" The answer was dearly "Yes" once 


the photographs were seen. : 

• To the question: "Was It possible tkat'^y 
such a Uhrough-and-through’ bullet wound fn 

the neck could have been inflicted from the 
front?" The photographs showed that to do this 
the shooter would have to have been squatting 
down very low inside the President’s automo- 
bile, as if on the floor, in front of Governor 
Connally’s position, in order to shoot upwards 
at the President’s neck. This was clearly not 
so. 

• To the question: "Were the locations of 
the bullet holes in the back of the body and in 
the back of the coat and shirt so far apart as to 
be irreconcilable?" The answer was that they 
were dose enough so that the difference was 
compatible with the “humping-up” of the jack- 
et and shirt on the back of the President’s 
neck, when he waved. Numerous photographs 
were found which showed bis jacket in this 
configuration in the period just before be was 
shot (Fig. 4 ). 

The “Wound of Entry” in the Head 

The head “wound-of -entry” could be dearly 
seen in four of the color photographs to consist 
of an ovoid penetrating wound of the back of 
the head about 7 x 15 mm in size, and about 2 
cm to the right of the midline, high up above 
the hairline and where the calvarium was start- 
ing to curve forward. This accounted for its 
ovoid shape, since it was slightly tangential to 
the surface of the skull. The long axis of this 
ovoid wound ran in the anterior-posterior di- 
rection. It conformed in position to the bole in 
the back of the skull seen in lateral x-ray film 
No. 2. This position, dearly shown in the pho- 
tographs, was considerably higher than that de- 
picted in the schematic drawings of the head 
wounds in the Warren Report, ,, • ** since it 
lay about 10 cm higher than the occipital tu- 
berosity of the skull, rather than “just above 
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It." It made it obvious that this bullet came 
within a few centimeters of missing the Pres* 
ident’s head altogether (Fig. 7). 

The "Wound of Exit" from the Head 

There was a very large, sanguineous, evert- 
ing wound of the front half of the right ride of 
the top of the head, with a very large segment 
of the top of the right half of the skull and 
scalp missing, from about the top margin of the 
frontal bone back for a distance of approx- 
imately 13 cm (5 inches). The defect extended 
roughly along the sagittal suture in the midline 
of the head, and must have taken away most 
of the right parietal bone. The area of this de- 
fect would have been mostly (but not entirely) 
matched by the area of the bone fragments 
retrieved later from the street, plus an everted 
skull flap which had not become detached, as 
nearly as one could tell from the photographs, 
and which appeared to be everted and hang- 
ing down immediately above and in front of 
the right ear. The anterior scalp appeared to 
have been greatly stretched by the force of the 
exiting bullet fragments and skull fragments, 
and then tore across the top of the front of the 
head in an irregular manner, with one long 
tear anterolaterally, about 2 cm above the 
frontal hairline and extending to the left of the 
midline. Another tear extended downward and 
outward to the right temple and then back 
above the right ear. Still other tears were de- 
scribed in the autopsy report, in more detail' 
The front edge of the scalp defect appeared to 
correspond approximately with the front edge 
of the large bdny defect in the top of the skull 
and probably reflected the explosive outward 
force of the three large skull fragments, as the 
disrupted, powerful bullet fragments drove the 
skull segments forward and upward for a dis- 
tance of 6 or 8 feet, as could be clearly seen in 
frame 313 of the "Zapruder" motion picture 
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(Fig. 5).** The eversion and then contraction , • 
of these flaps of expanded and everted scalp j; 
are visible for seven frames (frames 31S 
through 319) of the same movie. This Is a 
familiar phenomenon with high-speed bullets ; 
which strike the bead. The configuration and 
separation of these flaps of scalp could be 
caused only by skull fragments traveling up- 
ward, forward and slightly to the right, and in 
no other direction. Their magnitude was de- 
ck)c<^ly in keeping with the very powerful am- 
munition used in Oswald’s rifle.®* • . 

Confirmation From X-Rays 

Another question in the mind of the author 
was why the official sketch of President 
Kennedy’s head wound, placed in the Warren 
Commission Report," contained no suggestion 
of the severe skull fracture lines which such a 
heavy, high-speed military rifle bullet would 
have been expected to create, not only in the 
calvarium, but also in the base of the skull. 
Seeing the actual x-rays revealed that the 
configuration and magnitude of such cracks 
were indeed such as one would expect from 
this high energy bullet In .fairness to Dr. 
Humes and Dj. Boswell (whd did see die x- 
rays, but wrote up the autopsy under rushed, 
harassed and restricted conditions, without die 
help of the photographs they had ordered tak- 
en, for reference purposes), their written au- 
topsy description does mention these cracks.* 

In his later, more detailed testimony before the 
Commission, Dr. Humes stated that these 
cracks were so many and so severe that the 
fragments of the skull came apart in his 
hands, so that Gttle or no sawing of the calvari- 
um was needed to remove the brain." ■ 

* Thus, to the question: "Were the extent, 
severity and character of the scalp and skull 
wounds compatible (severe enough) with those 
to be expected from a high-speed military rifle

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bullet?" The answer was “Yes” (Fig. 7). 

The 1968 panel of forensic pathologists and 
a roentgenologist also had described the skull 
fractures in their report in even more detaiL* 
Here again, one might conjecture that perhaps 
the diagrams in the Warren Commission Re- 
port. while “official,” were purposely made 
less revealing in an effort to make them less 
shocking to the public, and especially to the 
family of the President. It was here again ap- 


parent and acknowledged 1 * that the artist 
drew them from hearsay instructions and with- 
out seeing the body, the photographs or the 
x-rays (Figs. 1 and 6). M 

While the back of the calvarium retained its 
rounded contour, the x-rays revealed multiple 
cracks and a slight depression of the lower 
margin of the wound of entry in the skutL The 
wound of entry in the bone was “bevelled” into 
a typical “cone" shape, clearly indicating that 
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j* (be bullet entered from the rear of the skull. A 
similar, rounded “nick” in the upper border of 
the frontal bone, on the right, was also “bev- 
elled” in a forward direction suggesting a 
wound of exit 

Radiating downward and outward from the 
margins of the large defect in the top portion 
of the skull there were several enormous 
cracks, some of which extended to the base of 
the skull, plus numerous others into the floor of 
the anterior and middle fossas on the right, 
plus another which extended outward into the 
left side of the calvarium from the margin of 
the major skull defect superiorly. It was un- 
doubtedly these very large fracture lines which 
gave the “abnormal mobility of the underlying 
bones” of the frontal region which Dr. Humes 
mentioned in his handwritten autopsy report 
on page 33 of Volume XVII of the Hearings 
Before the Warren Commission. The con- 
figuration of these fracture lines again sup- 
ported the thesis that the President was strtick 
by a very high-powered rifle bullet (rather than 
some other less powerful type of bullet such as 
from a pistol) and that the bullet entered the 
skull from the rear and exited from the top 
front. 

Bullet Fragments in the Head 

The x-rays of the head taken before the 
start of the autopsy, revealed at least 33 small 
metal fragments, mostly less than 1 mm in dia- 
meter, scattered throughout the right side of 
the top of the head. The largest was a 6.S mm 
rounded fragment stuck on the sharp margin of 
the bone at the wound of entry into the back 
of the skull. All of the metal fragments were 
confined to the right side of the brain area 
(Fig. 8) and all of the fragments were above 
an imaginary line drawn from the wound of 
entry through the top of the frontal sinus. This 
configuration was in keeping with the track of 




a bullet entering at the rear of the right side 
the back of the head, disrupting and exiting 
from the top front of the head on the rigjil^^^'jv. 
side. It was compatible with no other direction jv . ;

There was one cluster of about 19 tiny met- • 
al fragments, each about the size of a grain of 
sand, which, while confined to the front third 
of the head, were arranged roughly in a fine 
which, if extended posteriorly, would pass 
through the wound of entry in the one direc- * * . . 
tion and through the lower (anterior) margin 
of the large skull defect in the anterior direc- 
tion, if the line was extended forward. There 
were about six slightly larger metal fragments 
measuring 1-3 mm in diameter, in the region 
of the posterior margin of the large skull de- 
fect, and scattered through the tissues; there 
were three more tiny fragments about 1 mm in 
diameter which might have been embedded in 
the flap of skull which was hanging outward 
near the right ear. The second largest metal 
fragment of all, measuring about 7 mm in 
length by 3 mm in width and roughly crescen- 
tic in shape, had come to rest at the front 
margin of the brain, just above the superior 
margin of the right frontal sinus (Fig. 7). .*5T 
There was an additional cluster of about a doz- ,*i,. . . 
en very tiny (1-2 mm) fragments of metal 
embedded in one comer of the largest frag- 
ment of skull, which was picked up from the 
street There was a rounded “bevelled” defect 
in this same corner of this largest skull frag- 
ment, around which these dozen or so metal 
fragments were embedded. The margin of the 
frontal bone, at its right end, had a similar 
rounded, “bevelled notch” about 1 cm wide. 

While there was no immediate way to prove an 1 
association, these rounded “bevelled” defects 
or notches would have matched the approx- 
imate size of either the partial bullet jacket 
fragment. Exhibit No. 369,** (Fig. 9) found 




on the floor of the Presidential automobile 
along with some smaller particles,** or the 
partial bullet fragment. Exhibit No. 567, found 
on the front seat of the Presidential car. 

The brain, when removed, showed a rela- 
tively intact-appearing left hemisphere, except 
for some surface hematoma over the frontal 
gyri adjacent to die main wound. From the 
right side of the brain, however, h appeared 
that approximately 70 percent of the right 
cerebral hemisphere was missing, with only a 
•tom and flattened portion of the base of the 
right hemisphere remaining. This was compati- 
ble with the huge cavities which can be 
demonstrated to form in soft tissues such a$ the 
brain, in the high-speed photographs taken of 
bullets passing through soft tissues, by the 
Armed Forces Medical Research Teams. The 
cerebellum appeared to be intact despite 
rumors to the effect that cerebellar tissue was 
seen on the stretcher at the Parkland Hospital. 
There appeared to be lacerations of the base 'of 
the brain, .as confirmed by the testimony of Dr. 
Humes.” 

• Questions and doubts which had been in 
our mind prior to examining these x-ray films 
had been as follows: (1) " Were there any 
holes, deformations, bullets, or tracks of metal 
fragments coursing transversely through the 
head, to indicate that a third bullet might have 
struck the President, or that a bullet might 
have hit him from the side, as from the * grassy 
knotT on the right side of the car, or from the 
* infield" of Dealey Plaza, or from the railroad 
overpass to his front?” After the study of the 
x-ray films and photographs, the answer was 
clearly “NO.” No fragments, bullet holes or de- 
formities could be seen to suggest any course 
of a bullet other than from "back to front" in 
cither of the head wounds (Fig. 8). Certainly 
neither wound could have been made from the 
so called “grassy knoll” area on the right side 
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of the car. The flap of skull and scalp , which ? v 
had turned outward and downward, above the t" 
right ear, certainly could not have been caused 
by a bullet coming from the President’s right 
side. ■ 

X-rays of the Remainder of the Body 

• Still another question was: "Was there any 
sign of a bullet, a missile wound or missile 
track in any part of the body other than the 
head and neck?" The x-rays were again exam- 
ined after the photographs, with this in mind. 
Again, the answer was “NO." 

Examination of the x-rays which had been 
taken of the remainder of the body of Pres- 
ident Kennedy (with the exception of the low- 
er arms, lower legs, hands and feet) did not 
reveal any traces of other bullets or bullet frag- 
ments. No suggestive wounds or deformities of 
the hands or feet had been recorded by the 
expert civilian medical teams which had insert- 
ed intravenous needles for infusions and trans- 
fusions into three of the four extremities dur- 
ing the efforts at resuscitation, nor by the sur- 
geons who started to put in the two chest 
tubes, nor by the men who did the autopsy. The 
likelihood that an intact bullet or large bullet 
fragment would travel down one of the limbs 
into a band or foot, from the nearest point of 
entry, such as that in the neck, seemed unlikely, 
in view of the fact that there were no other 
signs such as ecchymoscs, fractures, deformi- 
ties, or any other evidences to suggest this. It 
appeared that this possibility was negligible. 
There was no fracture, bole or bullet track to 
suggest that a fragment of either bullet or bone 
had exited through the floor of the brain case, 
in the direction of the wound low on the front 
of the neck. : •*' 

The adrenal gland areas were well visual- 
ized on the x-rays of the mid-portion of the 
body and no abnormal calcifications could be

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seen in these areas to suggest tuberculosis or 
hemorrhage of the adrenals. It is the author's 
firm belief that the President suffered from 
bilateral adrenal atrophy. 

There were no calcifications in the lungs, 
kidneys, mesentery, spleen or prostate areas. 
The costal cartilages were calcified consider- 
ably more than usual. There was an irregular, 
slightly globular soft tissue density some 10 cm 
in diameter overlying the LUQ, near the mid- 
line. The nature of this was not clear, but it 
could have been gastric or intestinal in its loca- 
tion. The autopsy report described no patholo- 
gy in these areas, however. It did not resemble 
an adrenal tumor. There was no abnormal 
density of the detrusor, as from any vesical 
neck contracture. 

The AP x-ray of the lumbosacral area 
showed that in the bodies of the last lumbar 
vertebra and the first sacral segment there was 
some loss of bony detail, although the posterior 
spines and transverse processes of all the lum- • 
bar vertebrae were still visible. The joint space 
at L5-S1 was not visible in this projection and 
may have been fused. There was one tiny, 
elongated, crescentic 3 mm metallic density 
over the left side of the body of the first sacral 
segment, about 4 cm from the midline. This 
was denser and more sharply defined than the 
irregular metallic fragments in the bead. It 
seemed likely that this represented a tiny res- 
idue from the fixation devices for the type of 
vitallium Wilson plate which was said to have 
been used during bis operation for spinal fu- 
sion and removed at a later operation.*' There 
was a second round shadow of lower density, 
about 4 mm in diameter, which resembled a 
droplet of contrast medium more than it did a 
nylon insert, overlying the right side of the 
body of the first sacral segment, about 14 cm 
from the midline. While it was the correct dia- 
meter for a lead shot, it did not appear dense 
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enough for this. Neither of these items should ^ 

have caused any problems and could have 'vVfr _ 
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been from any one of the three operations he b ' 
said to have had through the same scar, the 
last for the removal of complex fixation devices 
from scarred or infected tissues. The author b 
indebted to orthopedist. Dr. Frank Stinchfield, 
for consultation on these points. The joint space 
between L5 and SI was not visible on the 
single (AP) x-ray of this area, and since there 
were no lateral, oblique or other x-ray views of 
this area, it was impossible to make any fur- - a 
ther observations. Certainly none of these 
findings suggested a rifle or pistol bullet wound. 

In addition to the x-ray findings, there were 
other evidences (midline lumbar scar and don- 
or site on the skin of the right thigh) of old 
operations for the stabilizing of L5 and SI. 

Also, the President was wearing a special can- 
vas brace with metal stays, to support his lum- 
bosacral area. The brace contained, in a 
pocket in its back, a thick, stiff, ovoid pad 
with laces over it, presumably to give the 
added pressure over the lumbosacral area 
which many sufferers from this condition 
find helpful. On this occasion, the President 
had bound this area of himself even more 
firmly, with a 6 inch “Ace"-typc bandage, 
and extra padding, in addition to the usual 
laces and straps. It might be conjectured that . 
this added rigidity kept his body from 
crumpling downward as did that of Gov- 
ernor Connally, after the first wound, where he 
might have been out of the view of Oswald's 
telescopic rifle sight Instead, the President's * 
torso remained upright while Oswald "zeroed- . / , 
in" on the back of his sagging head. 


Motion of the President's Body as it Was Hit 


Critics of the Warren Commission Report 
have brought up the fact that frames 313 to 
320 of the Zapruder movie* 1 show that a frac- 
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lion of a second after the second bullet 
bit him at frame 313 and destroyed the right 
side of his brain, the President's body, which 
had already tilted to his left, with his head 
hanging downward and forward, moved slight* 
ly forward at the moment of impact, but then 
stiffened and lurched completely over to his 
left, onto the rear seat of the automobile, from 
which Mrs. Kennedy then rose and pivoted, to 
allow him to lie down on the seat In falling to 
his left, the President's now practically "de- 
cerebrate'' body also fell slightly backwards 
against the rear seat cushion. This abrupt con- 
tinuation of his fall to the left, with its slight 
backward component, has been questioned as 
a possible sign that a bullet might also have 
hit him from the front or right front (as from 
the "grassy knoll” to the right of the auto- 
mobile). Because of this question, a particular 
search for any evidence of a wound or bullet 
residue indicating a bullet from the right side, 
the left side or from the front, was made, but 
none could be found. 

In fact, as stated previously, the flaps of 
scalp and bone which everted to the right 
(Figs. 7 & 8), could not have been caused by a 
bullet coming from the President's right side. 
The "forward” splash of hair, scalp and brain 
substance, clearly seen in frame 313 of the 
Zapruder movie (Fig. 3) at the moment of 
impact, could only have come from a bullet 
striking the President from the rear. 

In view of the lack of signs of any bullet 
wounds or fragments in the body from any 
other direction (Fig. 8) and in view of the 
mass of evidence that two very powerful rifle 
bullets struck the President from the rear, some 
other explanation seemed more likely for the 
President's major sideways lurch to the left, 
with its slight backward component. It seemed 
to the author, after consultation with neurosur- 
geon Kemp Clark, who had declared the Presi- 


dent dead, that the prime speculative posst-. 
bility would be the opisthotonos-like reaction , 
of the body, often seen immediately after acute,, v ^ 
severe cerebral injuries, because of the massive 
downward discharge of nerve impulses. We 
know that the base of the brain was severely 
lacerated at that moment, in addition to the 
loss of the right cerebral hemisphere. 1 * 
Whether the automobile also accelerated 
briefly at about that instant, (as the driver, 
agent Greer, estimated) 11 is not known, al- 
though agent Clinton Hill, who was reaching 
for the rear bumper-step and hand grip at 
about that time, said it did, causing him to lose 
his first foothold” and run a few more steps 
before he could climb up on the step oo the 
back of the automobile. This extra running by 
agent Hill can be dearly seen in the "Much- 
more” motion pictures of the shooting. 

A deliberate and spedfic search for any in- 
dication of a bullet wound or bullet residue 
which might indicate that the President was 
struck from any other angle than from the 
rear, revealed no such evidence. Frame 313 of 
the Zapruder movie left no doubt that the 
President's brain was destroyed at that mo- 
ment, by a missile which drove his skull frag- 
ments distinctly forward. In any case, it was 
only after this cerebral destruction that he con- 
tinued his slump to his left. 

‘Suggestions 

The author would like to propose: 

1 ) That the x-rays be made easily available 
to qualified researchers, since they arc imper- 
sonal in appearance. 

2) That, for the benefit of other sufferers 
from adrenal insufficiency. Dr. Boswell or Dr. 
Humes be authorized to describe the Pres- 
ident's adrenal glands, to demonstrate that 
even the pressures of the Presidency could be 
overcome by a man with this condition. The 
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question of whether any steroids being taken 
by the President would have interfered with 
the healing of bis tracheal wound, is a matter 
for conjecture. 

3) That we support the principle that more 
and still -better-funded medical examiners are 
needed, who could and should be called upon 
b connection with any and all problem autop- 
sies. (It is of interest that Dr. Boswell and Dr. 
Humes are b favor of this concept.) The au- 
thor in no way wishes to presume upon the 
area of expertise of the forensic pathologists so 
ably represented b the 1968 review, by Dr. 
William Carnes, Dr. Russell Fisher and Dr. 
Alan Moritz nor the area of roentgenologic 
competence so well represented by Dr. Russell 
Morgan, b their report, nor of the superb 
crime laboratories of the FBI. 

4) He would like to propose that a contbu- 
bg office or commission be established by the 
government, or by a foundation, or jointly, to 
investigate and still further catalogue and 
reconcile the huge mass of historical material 
about this event which is stored b the National 
Archives, and to look into any new questions 
which might arise, before any more of the par- 
ticipants pass from the scene. The world bter- 
est in this matter is so btense as to merit this 
move, as demonstrated by the wave of senti- 
ment and nostalgia which accompanies any 
new bulletin about the late President This ta- 
terest extends even behind the “iron-curtain," 
as our flood of newspaper clippings demon- 
strates. 

- It should be noted that the author’s findings 
did not disagree with the basic findings of ei- 
ther the pathologists who did the autopsy, nor 
of the 1968 panel, although the panel went 
further in its interpretation than did the author 
and differed as to the labeling of a few items 
and perspectives, including three of the photo- 
graphs, and upper margin of the tracheostomy 


scar. None of these items was of any great 
consequence, however The higher location of 
the wound-of-entry b the back of the head 
was apparent when the photographs and x-rays 
were finally made available to the pathologists. 

5) Replacement of the purely schematic di- 
agrams b the Warren Report (Figs. 1 and 6) 
by more accurate and detailed diagrams is 
suggested, using the same artist. 

6) An analysis of the stain on the necktie 
should be done, to see if it is indeed dried 
blood, since it is relevant to the question of 
which direction the bullet traveled. 

The fact that the x-rays were not available 
to the Warren Commission experimenters who 
did ballistic tests on simulated skulls, might 
have led to erroneous conclusions, since the 
point of aim on the simulated skulls was much 
too low. As it turned out, the results obtained 
were still not much different from the wounds 
of the President, except that they were lower 
and more lateral, as a consequence.** 

Summary 

As an “uninvolved” observer, the author has 
studied the autopsy photographs and x-rays, 
the clothing, the bullets and bullet fragments, 
the rifle and the motion pictures of President 
Kennedy's assassination, in detail. He has ob- 
served to his own satisfaction, that the wounds 
of President Kennedy were compatible with his 
being struck by two fully-jacketed, militaiy- 
type 6.S mm bullets (Figs. 3 & 9) from the 
Mannlicher-Carcano carbine of Lee Harvey 
Oswald. Multiple items were seen which indi- 
cated that the first bullet struck the President 
b the upper back (Fig. 2), near the right side 
of the base of his neck, while the President’s 
right arm was elevated waving- to the crowds, 
thus causing his coat and shirt to “hump-rap” 
on the back of his neck, as clearly shown b 
photographs taken at the time (Fig. 4 ). This 
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; bullet (Fig. 3) may have grazed the tip of the 

» transverse process of the seventh cervical ver- 
tebra. It then ranged downward, medially and 
forward, through the soft tissues of the right 
ride of his neck and emerged very low on his 
trachea, near the lower edge of bis necktie 
knot It made two boles in the overlapping 
strips of his shirt immediately below the collar 
button, at the lower margin of the collar band, 
near the midline, plus a “nick” or “crease” in 
the ride of his necktie knot The autopsy pho- 
tographs showed the angle of this bullet path to 
be slightly but definitely more downward than 
indicated in the schematic drawings in the 
Warren Commission Report (Fig. 1). The 
downward angle (Fig. 2) was enough so that it 
would have been impossible for anyone to 
shoot President Kennedy from the front, in this 
way, without being down inside the car, per- 
haps in front of Governor Connally, if the bul- 
let followed this track. The circumferential 
halo visible around the posterior end of this 
bullet track, the presence of the visible metal 
fragments and of air in the proposed bullet 
track, the bruise of the pleura (seen at the 
autopsy) and the ragged hole in the trachea 
(seen by the surgeons) all combined to indi- 
cate that it was a single bullet track connecting 
the holes in the back and front of the neck, 
with the direction of entry from the rear (Fig. 
2). The FBI laboratory (Mr. Frazier) had 
previously also found the doth fibres on the 
margin of the bullet hole in the back of the 
jacket bent inward, with traces of copper on 
them, indicating a wound of entry on the back 
of the jacket* 1 A stain, which could well be 
dried blood, extended downward below the 
hole in the necktie knot 
These observations, made possible by actu- 
ally seeing the autopsy photographs and the 
clothing, (and added to the previous laborato- 
ry and autopsy findings) have answered some 
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of the questions that were in the mind of the 
author and have revealed no incompatibilities! 
with the concept that two high-speed rifle htd-'; 
lets hit the President, both fired downward and 
from the rear, as from the sixth floor of the 
Book Depository Building. Also, that the 
severity of the skin, scalp and skull wounds 
were indeed compatible with the type of very 
powerful ammunition used by Oswald (Fig. 
7). There were no signs of bullets or bullet 
wounds or bullet fragment tracks through the 
President’s body running in any other location 
or direction, such as transversely, or from the 
front, to indicate bullet “hits” from any of 
these directions upon the President’s head, 
body or limbs. 

The arrangement of the metal fragments 
(Figs. 7 & 8) and wounds in the scalp and 
skull were all compatible with a powerful rifle 
bullet fired from the rear and above, and from 
no other direction. 

These facts, as seen in the photographs and 
x-rays, satisfied the author that the alleged . 
position of Oswald was certainly tenable. The 
photographs and x-rays of the head, plus the 
Zapruder movie film, all indicated that the 
President was struck in the back of the head 
by a second high-speed missile, while his bead 
was bowing forward and his torso already tilt- 
ing to the left, following the (first) bullet 
wound through his neck. This second bullet 
(Fig. 9) entered the back of his skull just to 
the right of the midlinc, through a thick area of 
the skull, and obviously disrupted upon entry, 
with the edge of the skull shaving off a frag- 
ment of the bullet, which remained in or near 
the margin of the M wound-of-cntry, N just as 
with President Lincoln. The bullet fragments 
separated and traversed the top of the brain 
and drove detached skull fragments forward 
and upward (clearly seen in Fig. S, from the 
Zapruder movie) ahead of them as they exited

In an "explosive” manner (to quote the 1968 
panel) through the top part of the right ride of 
the front of his head. These fragments of skull 
stretched and then tore the scalp along its front 
and right lateral margins as they traveled up- 
ward and forward. Sandlike fragments of this 
bullet were scattered throughout the right ride 
of the upper and forward parts of the brain 
case, on the right (and only on the right) ride. 
Another skull fragment appeared to be turned 
outward to the right but did not detach. The 
bones of the base of the skull were severely 
fractured, with huge, long fracture lines extend- 
ing deeply into the basilar portions of the 
skull, especially on the right, and causing the 
abnormal mobility of the bones of the skull 
commented upon by Drs. Boswell, Finck and 
Humes, who did the autopsy.* Only after, the 
fragments of his skull flew forward and up- 
ward, did the stricken President continue his 
fall to his left, with a spastic lurch. 

There was an unusual amount of calcifica-* 
tion of the costal cartilages. On these x-ray 
films, there were no abnormal calcifications or 
masses in the regions of the adrenal glands to 
suggest tuberculosis, hemorrhage or tumor. It is 
the author’s belief that the President had 
bilateral adrenal atrophy. 

The President was wearing a special lum- 
bosacral back brace, tightly laced over a semi- 
rigid pad, but in addition, tightly bound to him 
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with a wide, knitted elastic bandage, with 
much padding. Whether this extraordinary 
support helped to keep his torso upright, rather 
than permitting him to crumple down out of 
sight, as did Governor Connally, after the first 
bullet, can only be conjectured. In any case, he 
remained upright after being hit by the first 
bullet, while Oswald appears to have zeroed lo 
on the back of his head for the second and 
fatal wound. 
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Previous research by the author had shown 
that the technical details of the shooting, such 
as the ammunition, the rifle, and the capabil- 
ity of the shooter had all proved compatible 
with the version advanced by the Warren 
Commission, as demonstrated in actual experi- 
mentation by the author, and his two sons,'Jon 
and Gary. 1 ** ** 

The study of the autopsy photographs and 
x-rays has helped to answer most of the ques- 
tions of fact which had remained in the au- 


thor’s mind about the direction and effects of 


the two bullets which were known to have hit 


President Kennedy. 

This unhurried study of these materials 
made it possible for the author to take more 
measurements, and to add a few details and 
reconciliations, as did the 1968 panel, but ft 
has brought to light no basic discrepancies In 
the concepts put forth in the Warren Commis- 
sion Report □ □ 
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C ritics of ihc Warren Commission report on the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy in Dallas, Texas, in 1963 have claimed 
that the Italian military Carcano rifle, caliber 6.5 mm. model 91-38* used 
by Lee Harvey Oswald (sometimes referred to as a carbine because of 
its short barrel length of 20.5 inches) could not have been fired as rapidly 
and accurately as was proposed by the Warren Commission investi- 
gators. 1 

It appeared to us that this matter was susceptible to additional experi- 
mentation and that perhaps Oswald had enjoyed a longer period of

familiarization with the rifle than had been afforded those who later 
tested his rifle briefly. Government experts dared to fire only a limited 
number of shots for fear of damaging the rifle.* 

During our earlier investigations into the feasibility of whether a 
single bullet could have wounded both President Kennedy and Governor 
John B. Connally, Jr* (Figure i), as alleged by the Warren Commission 
report, we were finally able to accumulate several hundred rounds of the 
exact type of ammunition used by Oswald; it represented three of the 
four lots (6001, 6002, and 6003) manufactured by the Western Cartridge < ,■/ 

Company at the time his ammunition was made. The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) had previously tested more than 100 cartridges from 
lot 6000, and Robert Frazier, fire-arms expert, like us, had encountered 
no failures to fire. 4 This answered one statement of critics xvho had 
claimed that Oswald’s ammunition was undependable.* We therefore 
decided to expand our tests, out of curiosity, to see for ourselves whether 
it was at all possible for ordinary civilians, after lengthy “dry-firing" 
practice (like Oswald’s), to reproduce Oswald’s marksmanship by firing 
three shots in rapid succession at shifting targets, at ranges up to 263 
feet, using equipment and positioning as similar as we could arrange, to 
those used by Oswald. 
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Since it was not practical for us to fire shots from the sixth floor of 
the Texas Book Depository Building, as Oswald appears to have done, 
we arranged boxes of the same type and dimensions as used by Oswald 
(some on which to sit and some on which to rest his hand) on the roof 
of a building which would permit a reasonable (although of course not 
exact) simulation of Oswald’s firing position. One of us (JKL) had had 
an opportunity to sit on the boxes in the actual window used by Oswald 
in Dallas, and so was familiar with the general configuration and char- 
acteristics of his well-arranged firing position, with its low window sHL 
Photographs from the Warren Commission report, taken immediately 
after the shooting, made it possible for us to duplicate most of the 
conditions." 

The advantageous nature of the arrangements made by Oswald were 
not fully appreciated by us until we sat on the box in the actual window 
he used. 

Four rifles of exactly the same type as that used by Oswald were 
procured, and four 4-power telescopes made by the Ordnance Optical 
Company, of the exact type used by Oswald, were obtained (with some 
difficulty). A sling was made of materials similar to those used by him, 
in exactly the same configuration and dimensions as his. The telescope 
mount was assembled with the same number of screws (two) placed in 
the same positions as those used in Oswald’s rifle. 

Oswald’s rifle was examined at the National Archives in Washington, 
D.G, and our rifle, telescope, and assembly, which most closely resem- 
bled his in both condition and ease of operation, was selected from our 
four carefully chosen sample rifles for use in our firing tests. Several clips 
(cartridge holders) exactly like the type used by Oswald (labeled SMI), 
were obtained for our experiments, after much searching. 

The telescopic sight was first aligned by looking through the barrel 
at the target and then adjusting the telescope to point at the bull’s-eye 
(a technique known as “bore-sighting”). To align the sight perfectly, k 
was necessary to place thin metal wafers (shims) under the front ring of 
the mount of the telescope, just as had been found necessary with 
Oswald’s rifle, in order to correct the faulty alignment of his telescope,* * 
Test firings from a fixed (bench) rest were then done for the final 
adjustments of the telescope. . 

Various types of targets were positioned at distances at which Os- 
wald’s shots might have been fired.* 
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One hundred and eleven rounds of this fairly-high-velocity military 
ammunition (1,100 feet per second) were fired before it was necessary 
to retighten the. screws holding the telescope mount, even though the 
depth of the threaded holes was rather shallow. We watched this care- 
fully, in view of the reported loosening of the screws of Oswald’s tele- 
scope mount, either in the search for fingerprints or during the firing 
tests by the government authorities. We were thus able to verify the 
fact that after a large number of rounds (in) had been fired these 
screws did indeed tend to loosen, but that they did not loosen with the 
firing of only three or four shots, or even jo or 60 shots. 

A long period of “dry-firing” was undertaken, running “dummy® 
cartridges (from our previous experiments on the feasibility of the 
Kennedy-Gonnally single bullet theory)* through the magazine and 
through the action, in order to become dexterous at the procedure of 
pulling back the bolt, pushing it forward quickly, aiming, pulling the 
trigger, and then repeating the performance as rapidly as possible, so 
that three “simulated” shots were dry-fired, as Oswald seems to have 
done. It was found that with the sling binding the rifle tightly to the 
experimenter’s arm, and by resting both forearms flat against the legs, 
above the knees (as was possible from Oswald’s high perch), three cart- 
ridges could be worked through the action in six or seven seconds, still 
allowing a short period for aiming, before each simulated shot. If the 
interval between each shot was increased to five seconds (10 seconds 
total) aiming became quite easy, It was found necessary not only to push 
the bolt vigorously forward hut to pull it vigorously back, each time, 
with more force than is usually required with bolt-action rifles. Facility 
with these motions was acquired only after many, many workings of the 
action over a period of two weeks of both simulated and actual firing. 
It became obvious to us that the ability to fire this rifle rapidly and 
dexterously required a prolonged period of practice. 

We found that the clip was “ejected” from the magazine of two of 
our four Carcano rifles, but not from all of them. Two rifles would 
retain the clip in a half-ejected position, thus accounting for the report 
which had puzzled us,* that the (empty) clip was found “in” Oswald’s 
rifle, even though the last cartridge had been pushed into the rifle’s 
chamber, leaving the clip empty, (We had expected that all Carcano 
rifles would eject the clip when it was empty, after testing our fit* 
rifle.) It was only after trying all four that we found that the clip could

be retained by some (as with Oswald’s rifle, which we verified by trial 
of his actual rifle). 

It was also found that single rounds could not be inserted into our 
rifle by hand without a clip unless the bolt was dismounted and the single 
cartridge base inserted under the ejector. This made us think the ejector 
was faulty, but we soon found that all Carcano rifles of this type act this 
way, and that they will still accept cartridges normally if a clip is used. 
Thus our first impression that the ejector was defective mirrored similar 
hasty opinions that Oswald’s rifle’s firing mechanism was in some way 
defective. This proved to be due to our initial lack of familiarity with 
this foreign rifle. 

The rifle was then tested for accuracy by firing groups of three shots 
at a bull’s-eye mounted 263 feet from the muzzle of the rifle, using a 
rest for the front hand, as on the front box used by Oswald; the sitting 
position and the sling were similar to those used by him. Since none of 
us had fired this rifle before, we approached it with caution, but found 
that it had relatively little recoil, especially considering the weight and 
fairly high velocity of the military-type bullet. The sound of each shot

was very loud, and for firing a large number of rounds it was found 
more comfortable to cover the ears with ear protectors similar to ear- 
muffs. The intensity of the recoil and the noise of the shot were approx- 
imately similar to those of the popular 30-30 cartridge used extensively 
by American riflemen. If one stood even a little in front of the rifle 
muzzle, without ear coverings, however, the reports were so loud as to 
be nearly intolerable. We were impressed by the fact that if such a rifle 
had been discharged a few feet to the right rear of photographer 
Abraham Zapruder (as from the “grassy knoll,” as alleged by some), 
Mr. Zapruder would have been acutely aware of a deafening explosion 
with each shot. 

When slow, deliberate aiming was used three shots could repeatedly 
be clustered (Figure 2) in an area one to two inches in diameter, just to 
the right of the bull’s-eye, at 263 feet. 

When three shots were fired at five second intervals, it was repeatedly 
possible to place them in a group measuring 2 inches in diameter, at 
263 feet. When the rate of fire was increased so that the three shots were 

fired within 6.5 seconds, the spread of the bullets was greater, so that all

three shots landed within a circle six inches in diameter, again at 263 feet, 
which was the longer range of the two shots which hit President 
Kennedy, 

After two weeks of practice, it was found relatively easy to place 
three bullets in the central area of the head (or the torso) of a military- 
type silhouette target, if five seconds were used between shots (Figure 
3). As the speed of shooting was increased, the spread of the bullets was 
greater, but all three bullets almost always landed within the head or 
neck area until the telescope-mounting screws loosened, after 1 1 1 rounds 
had been fired. 

Oswald’s Marine Corps rifle scorebook (which we own) showed him

to be capable of placing almost every bullet in such a silhouette target, 
even at 600 feet, at “rapid fire,” without using a telescope. '* Our greatest 
difficulty with this Carcano rifle was in learning to pull the bolt back 
with unusual vigor. If this was not done briskly, time would be wasted 
with a second pulL 

The elongated, 160-grain, fully-jacketed, ball-type military bullets, 
of high cross-sectional density (Figure 4), proved very stable, and the 
holes in our targets never showed signs of the bullets turning sideways 
(“yawing” or “tumbling”) before hitting the target. 

Three silhouette targets were next arranged at three different points 
and distances, to simulate the slight lateral and upward shift of President 
Kennedy’s car within Oswald’s field of vision, so as to simulate the three 
points at which Oswald might have fired at President Kennedy (Figure 
j). These were at 1 jo, 190, and 263 feet from Oswald’s perch. The torso 
was tilted, as was President Kennedy’s, for the final target (hit) at 263 
feet.*’ * This arrangement required the shooter to change his point of aim 
between successive shots, and made it possible to study how much of • 
shift was required for Oswald again to “zero in” on the slowly moving 
car at the new r range. It was found that this shift, while real, was small 
and did not prove to be any great problem, since the automobile was 
going downhill and away from Oswald’s high perch, thus shifting rela- 
tively little in his field of vision. 

When three shots were fired within <.5 seconds at these silhouette 
targets it was still found possible to hit all three targets in the head or 
neck area with consistency, although the spread of the bullet holes 
increased as rapid fire was used, some of the bullets sometimes landing 
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|t|. (K three *hoU were fired very rapidly at the shifting targets (all within the 
9Jf seconds) the spread of the bullets was greater, but not excessively •* 
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in the neck area and others in the margins or occasionally just outside 
the head area (Figure 6). The bullets were generally clustered within an 
area six inches in diameter. 

In order to determine whether an even less-experienced civilian 
marksman could attain this same degree of accuracy with the same con- _ 
ditions, another of us, who < was at that time a 14-year-old high school 
student (G.L.), was able to duplicate the same degree of accuracy, al- 
though his rate of fire was slower. His 17-year-old brother (J.L.), a 
more experienced marksman, was easily able to do as well. There was no 
doubt, however, that the strength of forearm of an adult was an advan- 
tage in operating the bolt of this military-type firearm at the brisk rate 
required for rapid fire. 


Discussion 

It should be emphasized again that a leisurely period of repeated 
manipulation and dry-firing (as practiced by Oswald, according to his 
wife's testimony 11 ) was essential to acquiring the proficiency, It was 
immediately apparent to all three of us that restriction in practice with 
Oswald’s rifle, for fear of damaging it, would have interfered signifi- 
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candy with the familiarization and vigorous manipulation needed to 
achieve optimum proficiency in operaring this unfamiliar foreign military 
weapon. -y;.~ vv’’- 

In view of the delay and additional hard work involved in firing three 
quick shots at his victim (thus imperiling his chances of escape) we were 
puzzled as to why Oswald was not content to fire just one careful shot 
and then flee. We speculated, however, that his failure to hit General 
Edwin Walker with a single-shot attempt seven months earlier," plus 
his experience of escaping undetected on that occasion, might have per- 
suaded him to sharpen his skill at rapid fire (as he did all too well) by 
further practice, before November und, and to accept the risk caused 
by the delay in firing the three shots instead of just one. 

It should also be noted that the actual interval between the two docu- 
mented “hits” on President Kennedy was about five seconds, as seen 
in the Zapruder movie. We found no difficulty in hitring the shifting 
head targets twice in five seconds. The third shot fired by Oswald may 
well have gone either before or after the two that hit President Ken- 
nedy. 11ms the interval of five seconds between shots seemed entirely 
reasonable, and much easier to achieve than if three shots were required 
within the shorter interval of 6.5 seconds, even though this could be 
done.

Summary 


A rifle, telescope, and sling, identical to the types used by Oswald, 
were assembled from several such units, selecting the ones most like those 
used by him both as to condition and function, after carefully examin- 
ing, measuring, and manipulating his rifle at the National Archives in 
Washington. 

The telescope was aligned by “bore-sighting,” and “shims” (thin 
wedges of metal) were found to be necessary under the front mounting 
ring, just as with Oswald’s rifle. Only two screws were used to fix our 
telescope mount to the receiver of the rifle, just as on Oswald’s gun, 
even though there were additional holes available in the telescope mount 
for still more screws in both instances. 

Measurement of the number of shots required to cause loosening of 
the distal screw of the telescope assembly was made, and found to be 
1 1 1 rounds in our case. 

The accuracy of our Carcano rifle, when fired from exactly the type 
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of “rest” and with the same type of “slin:;” used by Oswald, was found 
to be excellent. The four-power tclcscoj* , just like Oswald's, was most 
helpful. After a two-week period of familiarization with “dry” and . 
actual bring, it was found possible to duster three bullets consistently. J « 
in an area 2 % inches in diameter at 263 feet when they were bred at 
■five-second intervals, which was the time between Oswald’s two doc®- -S 
mented “hits” on President Kennedy. Two additional male civilians 
aged 14 and 17 years, also unfamiliar with this rifle, were also able to 
achieve similar consistent accuracy after two weeks of dry -firing, actual 
firing, and familiarization, but their rates of fire had to be slower. 

When the rate of fire was speeded up to three shots in 6.5 seconds at 
the shifting target, the size of the “group" of bullets then spread out to 
an area six inches (or less) in diameter. It was still possible to group all 
three shots in a life-size silhouette target of the head and neck, however. 
The prolonged period of practice and familiarization was found to be 
essential for the achievement of any kind of accuracy during rapid firing 
of this rifle. In general, we were surprised and interested to observe how 
effectively proficiency with this rifle could be acquired, if plenty of time 
was allowed. We could then appreciate why this calibre ritie has become 
a favoiitc among Luropcan riflemen. 

In the process of these and other tests about 600 rounds of the same 
four lots of “Western” ammunition used by Oswald were fired, with no 
“failures-to-fire.” The ammunition, made by the Western Cartridge 
Company, a Division of the Winchester Company, was found to be 
highly reliable, even though it was more than 20 years old at the time of 
our experiments. These bullets had been shown by Dr. John Marshall 
Nichols of the Department of Pathology, University of Kansas Medical 
School, in March 1968, to have the capability of penetrating 47 inches 
of solid pine w-ood without deforming. 14 The American ammunition, of 
the type used by Oswald, is not to be confused with some foreign am- 
munition which is less dependable. 

While we remain open-minded as to the general picture of what 
happened during the Kennedy assassination and await with interest the 
eventual release of the x rays and the withheld autopsy data concerning 
President Kennedy, we have at least satisfied ourselves as to the feasibility 
of certain ballistic details about Oswald’s rifle and ammunition. 

Our tests have left us with no reason to doubt that the type of rifle 
used by Oswald was accurate enough, dependable enough, and adaptable . 
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enough to be fired accurately three times in cither ten or 6.5 seconds, at 
a slowly -moving target the size of President Kennedy’s head, even by 
ordinary marksmen who had been given sufficient opportunity to pr#C->'*.. 
tice, as contended by the Warren Commission. „ , 

Our previous forensic and ballistic experiments 1 * * * S. had satisfied us that 
the four fragments of metal seen in Governor Connally’s x rays were by 
no means too many to have been accounted for by the 2 grains of weight 
missing from the bullet which the Warren Commission suggests went 
through fiSth President Kennedy and Governor Connally (Figures 1 and 
4). In fact our test bullets also extruded 1 grains of metal, from which 
we were easily able to slice even more fragments similar to those found 
in Governor Connally. The ammunition was found to be highly reliable 
despite its age. 

We were thus able to satisfy ourselves that the contentions of the 
Warren Commission were certainly possible, at least in regard to these 
particular points of issue with which our experiments* dealt. 

In short, it proved to be entirely feasible for Oswald to have shot 
President Kennedy twice in a few seconds, using the rifle and aminuui- 
don attributed to him, as claimed by the Warren Commission*

The original of the coupon itself is in the National Archives at Washington, 

D.C. It is orlnted on new sprint paper (light-weight, non-glossy), which elim- 
inates most gun, hunting, and snorts magazines as possible olaces where the ad 
might have been published and suggests & weekly or bi-monthly publication such 
as Shotgun Nows or possibly a detective or humor type of magazine on pulp paper.

In the company address on the front of the coupon, there is a department : 

number, (boo copy). If this follows the usual advertising practice, the ’ 

eymbol n AM-3 n would signify that the name of the publication had the initials

Anderson ad- 
mitted, however, that Mayhew is sever- 
al months behind on his payments, and 
this is the purpose of the current fund 
drive. 

Mayhew, known for his elusiveness, 
could not be reached for comment 

The lobby of the building was opened 
as a public information center in April 
Various fund-raising activities take 
. place from the center, including sale of 
Kennedy ““Souvenirs and th e “buy j t 

pie*c-*f. Victory program.tL. Thft ta t t er 
allows visitor* to *T>uy” a symbolic 
square inch of the property on which 
the building stands, at the rate of $1 a 
square inch. 

A spokesman for Republic National 
Bank said that no public notice has 
been posted on the foreclosure. He add- 
ed that while bank officials have been 
in contact with Mayhew "off and on/* 
he was "not aware of any funding 
plans** outlined by Maybew to update 
the mortgage payments. 

Meanwhile, a third possible owner of 
the building, the State of Texas, is 
emerging again as it has several times 
during the years since the assassina- 
tion. 

Raymond Nasher, Dallas developer 
who is chairman of the John F. Kenne- 
dy Memorial Commission, said he ex- 
pects State Rep. Joe Golman to intro- 
duce at the State Legislature's next ses- 
sion s bill which would grant eminent 
domain to the commission.

*" ftesfmlle businessman Aubrey May* 
. hew, faced with foreclosure on his own- 
ership of the old Texas Schoolbook Dep- 
ository, said Sunday that if he loses the 
building, he will immediately begin at- 
tempting to raise funds to buy it back. 

And be plans to begin immediately 
his efforts to retain ownership of the 
building. He said in an interview with 
The News he is considering going be- 
fore the Dallas City Council Monday to 
plead his case publicly. 

Mayhew, reportedly several months 
behind in his $6,000-a-month payments 
on the building, said that “money is not 
the issue” as far as he is concerned. 


He said the building f rom which Lee 
Harvey Oswald shot President John F. 
Kennedy has ’historical significance 
which people have failed to realize. 

One reason for the apparent lack o( 
Interest in preserving the building, 
Mayhew said, is that the people of Dal- 
las have 4 *false guilt feelings” about the 
assassination. 

“If the people of Dallas fed that 
they killed Kennedy, a crime, then they 
are committing a much greater crime 
by not preserving this historical site," 
Mayhew said. 

Mayhew said* that D. Harold Byrd, 
the Dallas businessman from whom be 
purchased the building in 1970, and Re- 
public National Bank, which is handling 
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tfce-»*vrtgage, have been t &mrmn t in 
their dealings with him. “They've gone 
as far as they can without money ha 
said. 

The building will be back in BynTr 
hands in about a month if Mayhew does 
not take steps to retain tt 

He said there were steps he could 
take to “deter” foreclosure but declined 
to specify what these steps are. 

At present, the wily part of the build- 
ing open to the public is the small lob-* 
by. Mayhew said he could make a great 
deal of money by charging visitors to 
tour the sixth floor of the building from 
which Oswald allegedly fired the shots* 
But Mayhew said he feels that to 
make the site a commercial enterprise 
would “taint” his project. “I couldn't 
make enough money to offset the dam- 
age to the project I’m a collector,** be 
said. "That means you preserve.** 

He said he plans to use the building 
for a museum, which would house his 
collection of over 200,000 i^ms of me- 
morabilia pertaining to Kennedy and. 
the assassination. The collection is con- 
sidered the most extensive in existence, 
Mayhew said the “City of Dallas has 
neglected the greatest opportunity 
they’ve ever had” in making no efforts 
to preserve the building. 

He estimated that if the building and 
the land surrounding it were presetted 
and made into a cultural center mid 
museum, and promoted nationally. It 
would eventually draw 10 million tour- 
ists to Dallas ever year. 

“This is the site of the assassination 
of the most spirited, influential, youth- 
ful president in American history," 
Mayhew said. “He symbolized the 
youth nT A merica. And it is this genera- 
tion’s obligation to pj^rv^nraHsamo* 
ry.**

Copy #3 Is a photo of the Kannlicher-Carcano 91/38. Oswald allegedly brought 
this rifle from a mail-order Sporting Goods Store located in Chicago, Illinois, 
using the alias, A.J. Hidell. A strange item disclosed after The Commission 
dissolved, was that the advertisement in ihe magasine from which he clipped the 
'mail-order coupon, offered for sale, "Italian Carbines, 36 Inches long, weight • 
*>§ pounds." The rifle found in Dallas was l*Oj inches long, and weighed 8 lbs. , 
The discrepancy between the rifle described in the ad, and the one found in 
Dallas wa.i never resolved. 

, The Commission did disclose, that in I960 , the Italian Army sold the C2766, 

I along with a quantity of other rifles, to Adam Consolidated Industries. I nc.. 

’ Via Sirte 62, Roma. This particular rifle^was shipped from Genoa to Hoboken, 

New Jersey, “in' 155b, and then invoiced to Crescent Firearms, Ino., Yonkers, 

New York. In February, 1963, the C2766 was shipped to Klein's Sporting Goods, 
located in Chicago. 

Copy 0h is a picture of the spot from which Oswald allegedly fired the rifle. 

The rifle was located iri the rear-section of this same, sixth-floor. / 

Copies #5 and #6 are of particular significance, since The Commission con- 
cluded, that three shots were fired from the sixth-floor window. The unfired 
cartridge was foxyri in the chamber of the rifle. The police did not mark the 
cartridges prior to picking them up, so there was no way, later, to determine 

• which one of those cartridges pictured in Copy #1* had the dented-lip. Perhaps, 
in the past, you have had occasion to see a cartridge similar to •«.> pictured 
in Copy 8 6 . It certainly doesn't appear to be a "normal" cartridge. 

Copies #7 and #8 show comparison tests of CS 399* the bullet found on a hos- 
pital stretcher in Dallas, and various test-hullets. The section of CE 399, 
circled with red ink, was scraoed-off for spectographic-analysia tests with 
other bullet fragments found in the Presidential limousine, and some removed 
from Governor Connelly's wrist. The results of those testa have yet to be 
revealed. 

. The Commission concluded, that President Kennedy and Governor Connally were 
both wounded by CF. 399 after analysis of an amateur movie taken at the time 
of the Assassination revealed, that the bolt of the Hannlicher-Carcano could 
not have been operated fast enough for two ahots to have been fired, in the 
allotted time. Otherwise, there would have had to have been, at least, one 
more gun Involved in the shooting. • 

jfou will note that the bullet, CB 399» is almost in perfect condition, after 
supposedly passing through President Kennedy's neck, then entering Governor 
Connally' a back, smashing his fifth-rib, then exiting from the front of ilia 
chest, and then passing thru hia wrist - breaking the bone pictured in the

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X-ruy, and then entering hio thigh. There io still a sea 11 bullot fragment 
embedded in the femur of Governor Connally'a thigh.

Critics of the Commie slon's conclusions have questioned whether a bullet*, which *p 
allegedly caused so much damage, especiolly after the passage thru two bony 
areas, would remain in almost perfect condition. CE 399 weighs 158.6 grains’ 
(troy/j three unfired test bullets chosen at random for conparioon by the 
Commission weighed 160.8, 161.5, and 161.1 grains, respectively.

. AubreyAfayhew, owner of the old 
Texas School Book Depository in Dal- 
las, has been arrested and released on 
bond in Nashville, Tenn., following a 
grand jury indictment, on a felony 
charge. 

Thomas Shriver, Davidson County 
district attorney, told the News that 
Mayhew was indicted on charges erf ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. 
Mayhew allegedly made a fraudulent 
sale of a piano advertised in newspa- 
pers as a Steinway. . 

A Franklin, Tenn., man told investi- 
gators he contacted Mayhew last Feb- 
ruary in response to a classified adver- 
tisement The man claimed he gave 
Mayhew a check for $1,200 before dis- 
covering the piano was not manufac- 
tured by Steinway. 

An October trial date is expected for 
the Nashville record store owner, Shriv- 
er said, with a possible three to 10-year 
sentence. Mayhew was indicted by the

A 25-year-old caretaker at the for- 
mer Texas Sott toSEto oIc Depository was 
arrested Wednesday afternoon and 
jailed on charges of setting fire to the 
historic building last Thursday. 

Chief Ernest Emerson of the fire de- 
partment investigation division said 
charges of yson were filed against 
Winfred Jacfr\nderson, an employe of 
Aubrey Maybe*, a Nashville, Tenn.^ 
businessman who purchased the deposi- 
tory in 1970 RpfWJX. 7 7 

Anderson*was arrested atliis apart- 
ment at 8145 Southwestern Blvd. and 
brought before Justice of the Peace 
Robert R. Cole. Charges of arson were 
filed in Cole’s court and Anderson, after 
arraignment, was placed in the county 
jail in lieu of $10,000 bond. 

Fire inv estigato rs declined to reveal 
evidence on which they based their 
charge against Anderson. 


The depository was hit by a 2-alarm 
fire last Thursday mprning y hich 
caused damage preliminary estimates 
placed at $5,000. Emerson said, howev- 
er, that much of the damage was from 
water and a final estimate will be made 
later after the walls and floors of the 
©-year-old building are checked for 
warping. 

The sixth floor window of the build- 
ing was the spot from which Lee Harv- 
ey Oswald is accused of firing shots 
Nov. 22, 1963, that killed President John 
F. Kennedy. 

Emerson said 20 gasoline cans were 
found throughout the building after fire- 
men, aided by overhead sprinklers, 
doused the blaze. Gasoline had been 
poured throughout the building. 

Anderson met firemen as they ar- 
rived at the building and said be bad 
opened the small lobby at Houston and 
Elm and smelled smoke. 

Anderson was quoted in a July 21 
Dallas News report of the depository 
fire as saying he was met by a ’’sheet 
of flames" on the first floor when he 
opened the building. 

Pete Nunez, of the fire department 
public affairs division, said there was 
"next to no fire on the first floor" and 
that the fire had been al most exdn sivc- 
ly on the top floors of the building. 

Asked if further arrests were pend- 
ing ip the cas e, Emerson would only re- 
ply: "We are not in a position to say. 
The inves tigation js continuing, and if 

anyintfy-Bfce Is Involve* we 'want t» 
know."

1970 from Dallas businessman CoL D. 
Harold Byrd for $650,000. 
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Arson charges filed 
over depository fire 


Arson charges have been filed against 
a 25-year-old Dallas man in connection 
with a two-alarm fire last Thursday at 
the old Texas School Book Depository 
building. 

The man, Identified as Winfred Jack 
Anderson of 8145 Southwestern BfoL, 
was arraigned before Peace Justice 
Robert Cole Wednesday. Bond was set 
at 810.000. 

Police said Anderson allegedly was 
responsible for the blaze, which engulfed 
three floors of the old building at 413 
Elm St 

The building, currently being turned 
Into a museum, is the hiding place ac- 
cused assassin Lee Harvey Oswald 
chose In November, 1963 to fire three 
fatal shots at President John F. Kenne- 
dy- 

Anderson, who worked in the build- 
ing, \vas interviewed by a Times Her-

aid reporter minutes after the fire was 
reported. 

Anderson told The Times Herald he 
had gone to the building’s front door to 
open up about 9:40 ajn.

Mayhew to File Fire Suit; 

Fdke^Arrest of Employe , Trespassing to Be Charges 
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By TONY CASTRO 

An attorney for Texas School Book 
Depository owner Aubrey Mayhew said 
Saturday that Mayhew would file suit in 
federal court against a Dallas fire offi- 
cial and three other persons in connec- 
tion with the recent fire that caused mi- 
nor damage to the building. 

The suit, expected to be filed Meat- 
day, reportedly will charge false arrest 
of a Mayhew employe and trespassing. 

“The constitutional, property and 
civil rights of both Mr Mayhew and bis 
employe have been violated/* said John 
J. Solon, a Dallas attorney representing 
Mayhew. 

Solon accused the Dallas Fire De- 
partment of illegally taking possession 
of the depository after the building was 
set ablaze by arsonists 10 days ago. 

Fire officials have ordered the depo- 
sitory locked and have placed round- 
the-clock guards at the building while 
they press their investigation of the 
fire. 

Winfred Jack Anderson, 25, May- 
hew’s building manager of the deposito- 
ry, last week was charged with setting 
fire to the building. He remained in the 
Dallas County Jail late Saturday, with 
bond set at $10,000. 

Solon said the defendants in the suit 
will be t fe? fir? de partment’s Investiga- 


tive chief, Ernest -Emerson , three 
guards stationed at the depository and 
"possibly others." 

Solon said the decision to file suit 
was made after failure to get satisfacto- 
ry answers from fire officials. He said 
be has been allowed into the building 
only once since the fire. 

Mayhew, a record company execu- 
tive from Nashville, Tenn., bought the 
depository for $650,000 in April of 1970. 
He has announced intentions of turning 
the building into a museum, but recent 
financial troubles have left bis future 
ownership of the depository in doubt 

In its investigation of the 1963 assas- 
sination of President John F. Kennedy, 
the Warren Commission ruled that the 
depository was the site from which Lee 
Harvey Oswald allegedly fired the shots 
that killed Kennedy and wounded then 
Texas Gov. John B. Connally. 

Mayhew, known for his elusiveness, 
could not be reached for comment Sat- 
urday. 

Fire officials have estimated the 
damage caused to the depository by the 
arson attempt at $5,000, most ctf it re- 
sulting from water and smoke. 

The brief fire in the 66-year-old 
building poignantly dramatized tbe 
troublesome fate of whjlh»s. become 
the city's biggest tourist attraction. 
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It has been the latest Incident in a 
c ontinuing, controversy over t he depo si- 
tory's future role as « historical land- 
mark. 

At the heart of the matter is whether 
the depository will remain tinder pri- 
vate ownership or be taken over by ei- 
ther the State of Texas or the City of 
Dallas tor use as a public historical 
site. 

It is an issue which, though often 
raised, bad been generally ignored by 
the city's business, civic and political 
leadership until a little more than two 
years ago when the depository was 
bought at auction by Mayhew, a Kenne- 
dy buff who announced be would turn It 
into a museum. 

Fearing a privately-owned deposito- 
ry would be turned into a tourist trap, 
Dallas leaders took notice. 

Last October, the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce quietly passed a resolution 
urging state acquisition of the deposito- 
ry, a move for which Dallas State Sen. 
Mike McKool bad been pleading unsuc- 
cessfully for three years. 

“It would have been a tragedy in 
history if the depository bad been de- 
stroyed," said McKool. “This will has- 
ten action by the Legislature. It will 
make ii finj&rative It/riLe Legislature 
to act."

An attorney for Aubrey Mayhew 
planned to file a revised federal court 
plea Tuesday morning to try to stop 
foreclosure on Mayhew’s former Texas 
Schoolbook Depository by Republic Na- 
tional Bank later in the day.

Despite Aubrey Mayhew’s attempts

Wasn't possible for Oswald 
to act a lone, says coroner 


PITTSBURGH. Pa. (AP) - 
A forensic pathologist who ex- 
amined the records and mate- 
rials of the autopsy performed 
on President John F Kennedy 
said Saturday that accused as- 
sassin Lee Harvey Oswald 
could not have acted alone. 

Dr. Cyril Wecht, Allegheny 
County Coroner, said at a 
news conference a two-day ex- 
amination of the autopsy mate- 
rials at the National Archives 
In Washington. D.C. convinced 
him that It was ’‘physically 
Impossible” for only one gun- 
man to have slain Kennedy. 

Wecht's findings were in di- 
rect contradiction not only 
with the Warren Report con- 
clusion that a single assassin 
was responsible for Kennedy** 
death, but also with a report by 
Dr. George K. Lai timer, the 
first private physician to ex- 
amine the X-rays. 

Wecht said: ’The fact Is 
that the physical evidence 
shows that not any one person 
could have been a shooter. 
There had to have been at 
least two people shooting. 9 * 

Wecht charged that the sin- 
gle-assassin finding of the 
lengthy Warren Report hinges 
on the theory that one bullet 
fired ^fiuTu* A"*ing!e gun wound- 


ed President Kennedy In the 
back seat of his limousine, and 
also wounded and passed 

through Texas Gov. John Con- 
nally. who was riding in the 

front seat 

Lattimer made his report 
last January, about two 

months after the expiration of 
the Kennedy family five-year 
ban on making public the ma- 
teriaL 

At that time, Lattimer. 

chairman of the department of 
urology at Columbia University 
College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, said there was no doubt 
In his mind that Kennedy was 
gunned down by a single as- 
sailant. He said the X-rays 
proved that the front and rear 
wounds In the slain president 
were caused by the same bul- 
let which passed through Ken- 
nedy** body and then struck 
Connally. 

Wecht disagreed. ‘The mag- 
ic bullet theory k the sine qua 
non of the Warren Report/’ he 
said. “It is absolutely untena- 
ble from a scientific stand- 
point 

“I was quite amazed at the 
pristine shape of the bullet,” 
Wecht said. "When one exam- 
ines the bullet and the various 
films, there can be little or no 
question that that bullet did 


not traverse the body of two 
men.” 

He declined to say bow 
many gunmen he thought were 
Involved. i 

Wecht, a long-time critic of 
the Warren Report, said hs 
based his findings on an exam- 
ination last week of X-rays, j 
photographs, films, bullets and 
bullet fragments. 

Wecht said several "ex - 1 
tremely relevant” items — In- 
cluding microscopic slides and 
Kennedy** brain, which he 
said was to have been pre- 
served— were not made avail- 
able to him. 

"Looking at the X-rays,” be 
said. "I discovered a dark, 
brownish-black object Inside 
the brain.. .nobody ever men- 
tioned this previously. Nobody 
ever described It” 

He did not say If he thought 
the object was a bullet 

Wecht said he will submit to 
Burke Marshall, executor of 
the Kennedy estate, a proposal 
for a full review of the autop- 
sy materials by a team of ex- 
perts. 

Wecht, who Is also Director 
of the Institute of Forensic Sci- 
ences at Duquesne University, 
was granted permission by 
Marshall to study the autop sy ;

Morgan, dean of the medical 
school at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, is the only radiologist

ling. Critics said the film 
showed the president's head in

Morgan said the Warm* 
Commission, which named Os- 
wald as the assassin, made no 
effort to explain the contradic- 
tion, allowing it to provide 
controversy for several years. 

When he was given two days 
to examine the X-ray photo- 
graphs, Morgan found them of 
poor quality, severely over-ex- 
’ posed. Of the 14, he said, only 
three were of the head wound. 
He said one bad pencil marks

'bullet had gone.**

O N THE DAY that President Ken- 
nedy was shot, Dallas plunged 
deeply into the sorrow of the world. 
But the sorrow of Dallas went perhaps 
deeper than the rest of the world; and 
perhaps that sorrow lingers more 
poignantly here. 

The people of the city were dealt a 
blow, the likes of which few dties in 
the wx>rld hare had to bear: their 
home was called "the city of hate," 
"the city without a heart.” The im- 
pression given the world was that this 
was a city of one-minded right wing 
extremists, dedicated to a reactionary 
philosophy of riolence. 

This impression was false then. It is 
false today. But it is also the impres- 
sion that remains in the minds of too 
many people of the world. 

WE ARE NOT going to forget the 
tragedy of Nov. 22, 1963. We are not 
going to forget that it happened here. 
That’s why local tax funds were used 
to construct the block-square Kennedy 
Memorial in downtown Dallas, 
i But last Tuesday, the Dallas City 
Council voted 9-2 to freeze any con- 
struction or demolition permits for the 
Texas Schoolbook Depository Building: 


to take steps tow ard haring that build- 
ing placed on the National Registry of 
historic monuments, and to seek a fed- 
eral grant for the preservation and 
maintenance of the building as a 
memorial. 

A crumbling, condemned, ugly, 
eight-story memorial to what? To the 
fanatic foul deed cf a sfck little man? 
To the fact that for about three sec- 
onds of its entire history, one comer of 
one floor may have provided a sniper's 
perch tor Lee Harvey Oswald? 

SURELY, THIS building can never 
be a memorial to John Kennedy, who 
never set foot in it, who never knew it 
existed. And a dilapidated architec- 
tural monstrosity is hardly an appro- 
priate memorial to the youthful, zest- 
ful ideals of John Kennedy.

The dedication of 
the theater as printed in the National 
Park Service brochure reads "In com- 
memoration of Abraham Lincoln, de- 
voted patron of the theater, conceits 
and opera, demonstrated in his 1 love 
for the performing arts.** Ford’s thea- 
ter today is only incidentally the loca- 
tion of the assassination of a President. 

Visitors to the Anne Frank apart- 
ment in Amsterdam will find it a testi- 
monial to a brave and gallant spirit, 
and not as an exploitation of the tragic 
murder of 6.000,000 Jews. 

The Texas Schoolbook Depository 
bore no relevance to (be life of John 
Kennedy. It happened to provide a 
vantage point over the motorcade route

On November 10, 1972, Mrs. Jenny Moses, Apartment 
812. Villa Marquis Apartments, 7107 Jewella Road, Shreveport, 
Louisiana, telephonically contacted the Shreveport, Louisiana 
Resident Agency of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), 
and requested to speak with a Special Agent of the FBI. She 
said it was important for her to speak with an Agent, for 
she had vital information and that she would speak with an 
Agent only if a meeting could be arranged at a public 
restaurant. She said she had important information concerning 
the events of November, 1963. 

Arrangements were made for a meeting at Sambo's 
Restaurant, 1107 West 70th Street, Shreveport, Louisiana, 
between Mrs. Moses and a Special Agent of the FBI, at which 
time Mrs. Moses voluntarily furnished the. following 
information: 

Mrs. Moses stated that during February, 1963, 
she resided with her family at Devine, Texas, a suburb 
of San Antonio, Texas, at which time she was employed as a 
private secretary to RobertT^Mc Daniel, the President of 
H. E. Butt Construction Company at San Antonio, Texas. In 
February, 1963, she had been employed there for about nine t f 

l } . 

Moses advised that shortly after beginning her 
employment for Robert Me Daniel, she learned that he was a . 
personal friend and business associate of then Vice 
President Lyndon Johnson. Vice President Johnson called 
Me Daniel frequently at which time she took the calls and

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transferred them to Me Daniel. While doing this, she ■'■ 0 £ 
personally spoke with Vice President Johnson numerous -'K 
times. 

During one day in February, 1963, she took a 
call from the Vice President and tranferred it to Me Daniel, 
who was in his office which adjoined hers. The door was 
left open and she overheard part of the conversation between 
Me Daniel and Johnson. Moses said she heard both Me Daniel 
and Johnson speaking in loud angry voices. She said she 
was able to overhear Johnson, who was yelling, say "Get 
rid of the *son of a bitch,* I don*t care how, how much 
it costs, but get rid of the *son of a bitch* by the end 
of the year.” After this telephone call. Me Daniel came 
into her office and she said, "What was that all about?**, ' 
and Me Daniel said. “I just got orders to assassinate 
President Kennedy." Me Daniel told her that Vice President' 
Johnson told him that he had talked to President Kennedy 
regarding the high bid on a $2,000,000 grain storage deal 
that somehow involved Billy Sol Estes. Johnson was refused 
by Kennedy and became furious. 

Moses stated her conversation about this 
particular telephone call lasted about fifteen minutes with 
Me Daniel and it was never discussed since. She said she 
did not believe it at the time, but since the occurrence 
of other events, she is convinced that Me Daniel was 
involved in the assassination of President Kennedy on the 
behalf of Lyndon Johnson. She recalled Me Daniel telling 
her during this conversation that Kennedy would be dead in 
six months. Me Daniel added that he would assassinate his 
mother for $2,000,000. 

Moses further advised that Me Daniel, acting for 
the H. D. Butt Construction Company, fronted for Lyndon 
Johnson in many business deals where Me Daniel was 
financially backed by Johnson. She could not furnish 
specific information concerning deals made, but is 
certain this is true from telephone calls between Johnson 
and Me Daniel during her employment with Me Daniel. 
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' Moses also stated that the San Antonio firm of 
Jaffie and Martin was also involved in business deals for 
Johnson. ... 

She recalled that Me Daniel made several trips to ;>, v 
Pecos, Texas, after receiving the above described telephone 
call from Johnson. Me. Daniel in 1963, was about 55 years ; ’ 
of age. ,' ,'>%Y •/>>?. 

Moses said she has had no contact with Me Daniel 
since that time. She moved with her family to Many, 

Louisiana, in December, 1963, and lived there for a little 
over a year and subsequently moved to Shreveport, Louisiana, ; 
in May, 1965. She has not come forward with the above . 
information until now as she believes former President 
Johnson has been and is in a position to learn of any 'v-^ 
developments in the Kennedy assassination investigation ■ y : 'Y' ' 
and that she would be in a position of serious harm, if 
the above information became known. She added that she did 
not feel she had enough information and could support same. 

Moses made several comments concerning her personal feeling 
that Johnson had Kennedy killed as he was the one to have the 
most to gain from the death of President Kennedy. She said • 
she was advised not to say anything by her husband and other 
members of her family. However, since the attempt on 
Governor Wallace's live, she felt she had to come forward ’ 

as she has. • *• ’• .. 


Mrs. Moses said in recent months she has . 
received psychiatric care from Dr. David Kimbell, at 
Shreveport, Louisiana. She said Dr. Kimbell had told her 
not to say anything concerning the matter. She subsequently 
went to Louisiana State Senator J. Bennett Johnston who was 
just elected to the United States Senate, and was told to 
report her information to the FBI. 

Mrs. Moses stated she would be willing to take a 
lie-detector test concerning the above information.

And if the advisory board 
approves, the request goes to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior.

Martens stated he believes this because as 
far as he knows the old perjury charge against him is still 
outstanding and he believes that District Attorney Garrison 
may be considering prosecuting him and several others 
previously indicted for perjury as a **smoke screen** to take 
some of the heat off of Garrison as Garrison is under Federal 
indictment for allegedly accepting kickbacks from local pinball 
operators and is scheduled for trial in Federal court in New 
Orleans in the near future. 

- Martens stated that after the ill-fated Bay of Pigs 
invasion in 1961 he was personally working on plans for a 
second invasion. He claimed he was personally working for the 
late Attorney General Robert F. Kennedy and that subsequently 
the plans for this second invasion were dropped. 

Martens claimed that during the Garrison investigation 
into the shooting of President Kennedy and subsequent Grand 
Jury hearings held in New Orleans, he had been requested by the 
then Attorney General Ramsey Clark to leave Louisiana and come 
to Washington, D. C., so that Martens would not be subpoenaed 
and, therefore, would not have to testify as to his knowledge 
of Cuban invasion plans. 

Martens stated he declined Clark’s offer. 
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ASSASSINATION OF 

PRESIDENT JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY,

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Martens stated that his purpose in contacting the vf-Vf 
FBI at this time was that he wanted the United States 
Departmeit of Justice to be aware of his suspicion of possible : 
prosecution for perjury by Garrison, lie stated that he knew 
the FBI could not offer him any guidance as to his possible 
testimony but that he wanted to seek guidance of the Department 
of Justice in the event he should be prosecuted. This 
guidance would be as to what he should or should not testify 
to in regards to his dealings with the late Attorney General 
Kennedy and subsequent discontinuing of plans for a second 
invasion of Cuba. He said such testimony would lend credence 
to District Attorney Garrison’s contention that anti-Castro 
elements were responsible for the assassination of President 
Kennedy. 

Martens was advised that the information he had 
supplied would be provided to the Department of Justice, 
and that the FBI had no comment to make.

By way of background, tho plaintiff, Robert P. Smith, 
made a request under the Freedom of Information Act on April 11, 1972, 
for copies of certain material contained in the file on thd'assassinatlca 
of President Kennedy. Cne item sought by Fmith was an advertisement 
described cn page 40 of Warren Commission Document, No. £03, which 
is the report of EA Robert P. Gorcberling dated January 7, 1904, at 
Balias. Page 40 of the report states that among Csv/alds personal effects 
examined after his arrest M . . .Jthore was noted an advertisement out 
of an unidentified publication in which Uerciion Company, 1200 South 
Grand Avenue, Dept. GA-10, Los Angeles. California, advertised 
Mershoa Custom Walnut Grips for hand guns. Tho advertisement 
contained the date October, 1059' in longhand at the bottom." There 
is no indication that this advertisement was ever in the possession of 
the Bureau. 


The Kennedy files both in Dallas and at Headquarters have 
been searched in an attempt to locate t Ids advertisement with negative 
results. 


The Department was advised by letter dated 8/31/72 of the 
results of our search for the Mershen advertisement. Now that Cm 1th 
has filed suit to obtain access to cur files, the Department in defense 
of the suit requests Hint the information concerning our negative search 


be put in a form of an affidavit.

When questioned further about his medical history, HALL said 
he suffered his first mental collapse while a midshipman 
in the U.S* Naval Academy in 1937 and was given a medical 
discharge at that time.

Hall began by stating that he should have talked to 
the FBI a long time ago about captioned matter as he thought he 
had planned the assassination of President Kennedy. He 
explained that during 1950, he had occasion to be treated for 
a broken collar bone by one Dr. Otto Pleuger of San Francisco, 
California and in a casual conversation, the two were discussing 
politics. In this conversation. Hall mentioned he would like 
to see a Southerner as President of the United States. When 
Dr. Pleuger asked how this could be accomplished. Hall said 
he explained that if a Vice-President were selected from the 
South, the then President could be done away with and the assassin 
then killed. 

When questioned as to what connection this 1950 
conversation could have with Kennedy.’ s death. Hall said he 
thought maybe Dr. Pleuger told someone else about the 
conversation in question. When questioned further as to any 
possible motive on Dr. Pleuger’ s part in this matter. Hall 
said he knew of no motive that Dr. Pleuger would have in 
connection with captioned matter and stated that as a matter of 
fact, he had not seen Pleuger since the 1950 conversation. 

At this point in the conversation. Hall expressed 
great guilt fellings regarding the Kennedy assassination and 
said he had suffered a mental breakdown after the 1963 assassination. 
When questioned further about his medical history. Hall said 
he suffered his first mental collapse while a midshipman in 
the U. S. Naval Academy in 1937 and was given a medical discharge 
at that time. After leaving the Naval Academy, Hall enrolled 
in the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and was graduated 
there as a Marine Engineer. He is presently employed in this v: 
capacity with the Ship Building Division of Bethlehem Steel, 
Baltimore, Maryland . Hall advised he does not hold any \ : 0 . 
security clearance in connection with this employment.

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Rail advised further that he suffered another 
mental breakdown in 1954 and in 1956 and was treated at VA

He was treated again in 1963 at VA Hospital, 
Boston. Massachusetts and in 1966 at VA Hospital, St. Petersburg, 
Florida. Hall advised he is presently an outpatient at the 
Psychiatric Unit of the VA Hospital. Baltimore, Maryland, 
under the care of Dr. Bacher. 

Hall concluded by saying that he felt better having 
discussed the matter with the FBI as he had great guilt feelings 
regarding his conversation with Dr. Pleuger and the subsequent 
assassination of President Kennedy* '

Thank you for your lotter of April 9* concerning my requests under the 
Freedom of Information Act for certain FBI records relating to tho Assassination 
of President Kennedy. I do not approve of the continued delay. In particular, 

I do not agree that the petition for a rehearing of hbisber g v. Department of 
.Justico makes it “necessary" to hold open the previous denial in my case. , 

I would like to request access to a certain post-assassination FBI record* 
the cover letter and part (a) of Mirren Commission Document 10S4. The cover 
letter, from Kr. Hoover, is dated June 10, 1964. Part (a) is described in the 
Commission 's list of basic source material as an undated memorandum, classified 
Secret, entitled “Assassination of President John Fitzgerald Xennedy, Dallas, . 
Texas, November 22, 1963.“ * 

The other parts of CD 1084 were released in 1970. Part (b) is an undated 
memorandum, originally classified Secret (but for no apparont good reason), 
concerning the Ruby case. It was apparently written on or shortly after 
November 25 , 1963i to summarize the evidence availablo at that time. I expect, 
therefore, that part (a) is an early sur.cnary of tho evidence in the assassination 
case. 

As you know, I am particularly interested in the pre-assassination FBI 
files on Oswald, and the extent to which thoy were given to the Commission. If 
CD 1034 relates to that material, it would ba of special importance. That # 

possibility is indicated by the description of the cover letter in tho Commission r 
list* "rc dossier on Leo Harvey Oswald." However, from the lack of any obvious 
connection botween tho available parts of CD 1084, and from their dates and 
contents, it also appears possible that thoy were sent to tho Comission in 
response to a request for any post- assassination reports in the FBI dossier 
on Oswald which had not previously been submitted. 

I hope that you can at least clear up this question about the nature of 
this CD, either in your response ox* by releasing the cover letter.

Byrd’s renewed effort to sell or lease 
the building comes while the City of 
Dallas awaits the decision of a state 
committee that has been asked to nomi- 
nate the building for the National His- 
torical Register. 

George Schrader said 
Wednesday the city will not take any 
other steps until it hears from the state 
committee, which reportedly is worried 
that the building might become the vic- 
tim of gaudy commercialization. 

Meanwhile, the ad, particularly if it 
should result ln serious negotiations for 
sale, could re-ignite the local controvert 
sy over whether the building should be 
taken over by the city or state either to 
be converted into a memorial or torn 
down. 

Efforts on both sides intensified last 
year when Aubrey Mayh&j&LALNash- 


vgleJTenn., a Kennedy buff who bought 
the^fllltilng in 1970, ran into T" 
trouble and Byrd foreclosed on the 
mortgage. 

Both Byrd and Dallas developer 
Raymond Nasher, chairman of a state 
committee studying how President Ken- 
nedy should be memorialized, were out 
of the city Wednesday and unavailable 
for comment.

In this memorandum it was recommended and approved that the. 
Kansas City Office be advised to be most circumspect in future 
dealings with Dr. Nichols. Kansas City advised in a communication 
dated 9/25/68, that Dr. Nichols had been critical of the FBI in 
an address before a local bar association and medical society. 

Dr. Nichols filed an unsuccessful suit against the United States and 
the Archivist in which he sought certain FBI Laboratory data. 

Even though our relations with Nichols have been strained, there 
is no logical basis to deny his request for prints from our negatives, 
because these materials were published as Warren Commission 
Exhibits. (62-109060). Further, there is no basis for referring - 
him back to Archives because they cannot provide him with the 
first generation prints he seeks. The negatives of the photos 
taken through the rifle scope are located in a bulky exhibit behind 
the file at 62-10960-4182. The negative of item 12 listed in his 
letter is labeled C-148 by the Laboratory and is in their possession. 
This matter was coordinated with SAs Lyndal L. Shaneyfelt and 
Cortlandt Cunningham of the Laboratory and SA Darwin M. Gregory 
of the Administrative Division, who advised 50 cents per print 
would cover the cost of developing a negative.

On 8/21/73, Mr. Joseph Gloystein, of the General Government -. 
Group, General Accounting Office, (telephone 129-4933) requested the cost of 
FBI investigations arising out of the assassination of President John F. Kennedy, 
as well as the cost of any work performed for the Warren Commission. 

Mr. Gloystein said this information was being requested in connection with tome 
research his group is doing to respond to an inquiry from several Congressmen 
as to the security afforded to past Presidents. I advised Mr. Gloystein t woula\ 
determine what data could be made available to him and let him know. 

We did not cost either the investigations arising out of the assassina- 
tion or the work for the Warren Commission. No record was made of the number 
of agent days expended on these matters and without the number of agent days, 
it is impossible to prepare an estimate of FBI costs. 

Back in 1964, the Commission requested the FBI to furnish some 
data indicating the extent of our excellent investigative effort so that this could 
be included in the Commission's final report. 

The Honorable J. Lee Rankin, General Counsel to the Commission, 
by letter of 8/12/64, was advised that as of 7/31/64, the FBI had submitted over 
1,750 investigative reports, comprising over 17,200 pages. In addition, almost 
3,700 items of physical evidence were examined by the Laboratory and exhibit 
experts constructed detailed scale models of the assassination site and the garage 
at the Dallas, Texas, City Jail. 

In a letter dated 9/3/64, Mr. Rankin was advised that FBI personnel 
had conducted some 25,000 interviews in connection with investigations arising 
out of the assassination. We also pointed out that these interviews were conducted 
by personnel in the 56 continental field offices being operated at that time, as

assassin had not violated any federal law and therefore had not committed 
a crime against the people of America; he had violated Texas State law and 
committed a common law crime against the people of Texas. Therefore, all 
subsequent proceedings would have to be pursuant to Texas law, except 
any assistance requested by Texas authorities froto federal agencies such as 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI).

The ensuing furore and criticism of the Warren Commission Report by 
the public prompted Attorney General Ramsey Gark to convene, in Febru- - V 
aty 1968, an expert panel of three eminent forensic pathologists and a 
radiologist to review the gross photographs and x-ray films taken at necropsy 
but not seen by the pathologists before submission of the necropsy protocol.

CONCLUSION 


I have been engaged in efforts to study artifacts of the assassination since 
January 1964 and in litigation since 1969 for permission to submit the 
President’s coat, CE 399, and CE 842 to harmless neutron activation analysis 
in the nuclear reactor of the University of Kansas, and to examine the x-ray , 
films and photographs taken at necropsy. The trial judge, on a motion by the 
defendants to dismiss or for summary judgment, observed, among other 
things, that there were "no facts in controversy* and granted summary 
judgment. ’Hie appeal court upheld the trial court and the Supreme Court 
denied certiorari without comment. : 

I believe there is reasonable doubt that the President’s neck wound was 
inflicted from Oswald’s alleged firing position (as displayed in frames 2t8 
to 224), and reasonable doubt that bullet CE 399 inflicted ConnallyV 
wrist injury. If harmless neutron activation analysis should reveal the trace 
metal content and ratios of the margin of the bullet hole in the coat, CE 
399, and CE 842 to be identical the conclusions of the Warren Commission 
would be supported. If, however, the trace metal content and ratios are

Conna!ly rt Governor of Texas, and his wife, was being photographed at 
18*3 frames per second by Abraham Zaprudcr with a hand-held 8 -mm. ' 
movie camera.

Governor Connally was seated directly in front of the President when, 
allegedly, three shots were fired by Lee Haney Oswald, located above, 
behind, and to the right in a sixth-floor window of the Texas School Book " 
Depository Building. The President was looking slightly to the right, with 
his right hand raised in a gesture to the crowd, when he was temporarily . 
obscured from Zapruder’s camera at frame 218. When he reappeared at 
frame 224 the President showed pain and was reaching for his throat. (Olson 
and Turner, 1971, have adducted evidence that the first shot was fired much 
earlier). Thus the first shot at a depressed angle of 20° 23' and a distance of 
188 feet (57*3 m.) is alleged to have entered from the rear, traversed hb 
neck without striking bone, and emerged from the front in the midlinc 
between tracheal rings three and four. By the conclusions of the Warrei^* 
Commission^the bullet continued without deflection, fractured Connally’s i 
fifth rib lateral to the scapula, emerged beneath his right nipple, and 
fractured his distal right radius to become entangled in his clothing, only 
later to fall out at Parkland Hospital.

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* THE WARREN COMMISSION 

On November 29, 1963, seven day? after the assassination, and five day* 
after the murder of the alleged assassin, the new President, Lyndon Johnson, 
created the ‘President's Commission on the Assassination of President 
Kennedy , popularly known as the \\ arren Commission from its chairman, 
Earl \V arren. Chief Justice of the United States. *Fhe main conclusion of 
the Warren Commission was that Oswald acted alone and fired, within 5-6 
seconds, three shots, the first bullet passing through Kennedy’s neck

EXPERT PANEL ^ . 

The ensuing furore and criticism of the Warren Commission Report bj 
the public prompted Attorney General Ramsey Clark to convene, in Febni-* 
ary 1968, an expert panel of three eminent forensic pathologists and a 
radiologist to review the gross photographs and x-ray films taken at necropsy 
hut not seen by the pathologists before submission of the necropsy protocol* 
This expert panel reported several important new findings, only three of 
which will be considered:

Receipts were 
not given and records were not made. This is the only piece of evidence 
connecting Oswald with the crime, and today the person who found CE 
399 refuses to identify it. (learned counsel opine that CE 399 is not ad- 
missible as evidence in an American [Texas] Court.) 

The mutilated nature of the base of CE 399 (fig. 2a) i; shown here fort 
the first time. This bullet could not have been fired in any gun in this con- 
dition. The base of CE 399 therefore became mutilated after firing; I have 
placed my entire weight (200 pounds [907 kg.]) on the base of such pristine 
bullets without producing deformity. It can also be seen that metal has - 
been shaved from the nose for spectrographic analysis (the results of which . 
the FBI refuse to divulge). ...... 

The mutilation of the lead core at the base must account for the loss of 
2-5 grains (162 mg.). CE 399 weighs 158-6 grains (10,277 nig.) whereas all 
bullets removed from identical ammunition by the author before firing 
weighed 161 grains + 0-07 grain (standard error of the mean). 

After reseating and firing directly into mattresses the bullets lose about 
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J grain (16 mg.) due to friction in the gun barrel and in the mattresses. 

• Apart from this, such bullets are always recovered pristine. 

Figure 3 shows that such bullets, with a speed of 1,960 feet per second 
* and 1,373 foot-pound6 # of energy, will penetrate 47 inches of laminated 
l_ pine (Pinus ponieroxa) before the energy Is spent. This, of course, is 
equivalent to several necks, several ribs, and several wrists. Yet CE 399 is 
V presumed to have become entangled in Connally’s clothing. The upholstered 
partition between the passenger and driver compartments, next in line of 
fire, was not even scratched. - — 

Figure 4 shows three fragments (CE 842} of metal surgically removed 
from ConnaIly f s wrist. An unfired bullet identical with CE 399 weighs

Therefore the metal unaccounted for is approximately 1*5 grains. If 
CE 399 inflicted both the neck wound of the late President and Connally***

Even highly refined metal contains contaminants characteristic of a particular lot. 
Lead especially contains traces of arsenic, antimony, and bismuth in quantities too 
amal) for detection hr destructive chemical analysis and destructive spectrographic , 
analysis. Fortunately harmless neutron activation is the most sensitive and moat 
reliable method known for detection of these trace metal contaminants. The specs* 
men returns entirely to its normal condition shortly after removal from the nuclear 
reactor. Such results have been admitted in several trial courts of the wockL r 

If the trace metal content and ratios of CE 399 are different from those 
of CE 842 then a fourth shot must have been fired and another person * 
must have participated in the murder because all agree that it is impossible 
for any person to fire four shots from Oswald’s gun in the allotted 5*6 
seconds. 

Figure 5 shows a bullet which I shot through a rib and a radius of a * 
recently amputated arm and collected in mattresses. The nose of the bullet 
is grossly deformed and the base remains pristine. Similar results were . 
obtained in all such bullets fired through ribs and wrists.

I have been engaged in efforts to study artifacts of the assassination since P r i 
January 1964 and in litigation since 1969 for permission to submit the P 
President’s coat, CE 399, and CE 842 to harmless neutron activation analysis y 
in the nuclear reactor of the University of Kansas, and to examine the x-ray 
films and photographs taken at necropsy. The trial judge, on a motion by the 
defendants to dismiss or for summary judgment, observed, among other 
things, that there were 'no facts in controversy* and granted summary vr 
judgment. The appeal court upheld the trial court and the Supreme Court 
denied certiorari without comment. - . - - : - « . - 

I believe there is reasonable doubt that the President’s neck wound was 
inflicted from Oswald's alleged firing position (as displayed in frames 218 
to 224), and reasonable doubt that bullet CE 399 inflicted Connally 9 * 
wrist injury.

Appellant has argued on hriof that the FBI materials, 
could not have been compiled for law enforcement pur- 
poses since, in 1963 the Siate of Texas but not United 
States “had jurisdiction over the crime.*' * He thus con- 
tended that he was “entitled to the sought material as a 
matter of law and not as a matter of grace.** 
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Clearly, in the day and time of it all, the President 
contemplated collaboration with Texas authorities by 
agents of the Secret Service and of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation looking to the early apprehension and 
ultimately the conviction of whoever murdered President 
Kennedy. It was speedily developed that the rifle from 
which the assassin’s bullets had been fired had been 
shipped to one Lee Harvey Oswald. The latter was placed 
under arrest and chaiged with the perpetration of the 
crime. Two days later, as an investigation of massive 
proportions got under way, Oswald, then in the custody 
cf PaPas Police, was fatally shot by one Jack Ruby.

Donahue 
was told also that we are aware that Canfield has approached Reuters News Service. 
He was told that we have talked with Canfield on several occasions and while 
Canfield has promised to furnish us the photographs in question he has never done .

At the request of the Special Prosecutor* s Office, 
Interviews of Hunt and Sturgis were held in abeyance until 
after the Watergate jury was sequestered. 

Hunt was interviewed by Agents of the Baltimore 
Office on 10/17/74. He recalled originally hearing of the 
assassination on his car radio while in Washington, D. C. , 
with his wife (now deceased). He said he must have been on 
leave from work at Central Intelligence Agency at the time. 

He could recall no conversations on that date with anyone 
with the possible exception of a neighbor who now lives in 
Florida. Hunt further advised that he has filed a libel suit 
against the "National Tattler" newspaper regarding an article 
of 3/31/74, which stated he was in Dallas, Texas, on 11/22/63. 

By memorandum of 10/29/74, the Central Intelligence 
Agency advised that Hunt conducted no official travel during 
November, 1963. During the four-week pay period ending 
11/23/63, he took 11 hours sick leave and no annual leave. 
Specific dates of the leave could not be determined since Time 
and Attendance Records are destroyed after three years in 
accordance with established procedures. The only records 
maintained after three years are total, number of Jiours taken 
during particular pay periods. 

On 10/17/74, ASAC Frederick F. Fox of the Miami 
Office was contacted regarding interviewing Sturgis. He 
suggested that an interview of Sturgis might be inadvisable 
for the following reasons: (1) Sturgis is a known source of 

columnist Jack Anderson, (2) Sturgis may claim harassment if 
interviewed, and (3) Sturgis, who is on bond in the Watergate 
case, might try to use any involvement with the FBI to attempt 
to mitigate his sentence.

Incoming correspondence was addressed to the Deputy Attorney 
General dated 11-27-74, and was received by the FOIA Unit on 
12-6-74. 

It will be recalled Weisberg' s initial lav^uit, 
referred to in his letter, concerned spectrographic analyses 
made by the FBI for the Warren Commission in connection with 
the Kennedy assassination. This suit culminated in an appeal 
to the Supreme Court, which on 5-13-74 denied certiorari, 
leaving the District of Columbia Circuit Court decision which . 
upheld our withholding the documents under the exemption pro- 
visions of Section (b)(7), FOIA ( investigatory files). 

Weisberg now re institutes his request under the 
amended FOIA which limits the former investigatory files 
exemption to certain enumerated categories and types of 
information, none of which initially appear applicable to 
the material Weisberg requests. He additionally requests 
results of neutron activation testing, but specifies he is 
interested only in final reports, not raw materials or 
Laboratory work. .•

In general terms they were advised 
that the FBI had looked into this matter and determined that the three individual 
were not identical with Hunt, Sturgis and Vallee based on an examination of 
the photograph with known photographs of Hunt, Sturgis and Valine, in addition 
to other independent investigation conducted by the FBI. Liedtke'and Wickman 
apparently are still trying to develop a story showing some CIA involvement 
with the Kennedy assassination but appeared to be satisfied with the explanation. 1 
furnished them as to the result of our investigation.

Miss ELIZABETH COLE was Interviewed at her residence 
6B0 Berdan Avenue, Wayne, New Jersey. Miss COLE was advised of 
the identity of the interviewing agent and the purpose of the 
interview, afterwhich she furnished the following information: 

Miss COLE advised that during the first week of .... 
November, 1963, she attended a Foreign Students Convention 
which was hosted by Rutgers University, New Brunswick, New 
Jersey. Miss COLE represented the International Students 
Club of Hunter College in New York City, where she was an 
undergraduate student. Miss COLT was the president of the 
International Students Club of Hunter College at the time. 


Miss COLE advised that after arriving at the 
conference and registering, the female delegates wet's 
assigned to various residences at Douglas College, which 
is adjacent to Rutgers University. The conference was 
held over a weekend, commencing on Friday afternoon and 
terminating on the following Sunday evening. The delegates 
were divided into various groups which met at the Douglas 
College residences. The meetings were attended by both 
male and female student delegates. 



Miss COLE advised that she attended a meeting at 
her assigned residence at Douglas College which was also 
attended by a male Cuban student from Fairleigh. Dickinson 
University; Hiss COLE could not recall the student *o name; 
however, she recalled lie wore a name tag which reflected 
that he was of Cuban extraction and a student at Fairleigh 
Dickinson. Miss COLE further stated that at the precent 
time she could no longer recall the name or address of the 
residence to which she was assigned while attending the 
conference at Douglas College.

University.' The student vras speaking in Spanish to an 
Unknown individual.

time expired and she hung up because she did not have enough 
change to pay the overtime charges. Miss COLE advised that 
she placed this call sometime between 11:00 p.m. and 1:00 a.m. 

Miss COLE advised that after returning to New York on Sunday, 
she called the FBI the following Monday from her parents home 
on Park Avenue in New York City. Miss COLE advised that on 
Monday she spoke to an employee of the FBI in New York, whose 
name and title she no longer recalls, and she related to the 
FBI employee exactly what she had heard, including the date, 
place, and names which were mentioned, as well as the identity 
of the Cuban student from Fairleigh Dickinson University.

Hiss COLE advised that in spite of the successful assassination 
attempt with regard to President KENNEDY, she never recontacted ' ’ 
any investigative or law enforcement agency with regard to the **-'

Hiss COLE was acked to attempt to recall any additional 
details which night assist the FBI in identifying thb Cuban 
student whom she had previously mentioned, or the people with 
whom he was allegedly involved in the plot to assassinate 
President KENNEDY. Hiss COLE advised that the student spoke 
for ten to fifteen minutes on the telephone and that he was in 
the middle jpf the conversation when she approached the telephone 
which he was . using.

Some ^ :v \ ' 
of this explanatory information could be obtained by an 
inquirer from outside experts in emission spectroscopy 
and neutron activation analysis, but in the absence of 
detailed procedural data, tbe rav information is not subject 
to interpretation by non-technical individuals. 

Rotes vere made at the time tbe examinations vere 
conducted vhicb contain the actual analyses including percentage 
of some elements present, relative concentrations of other 
elements and absence of detectable concentrations of elements* 
Some of these notes are physically in the Laboratory and 
others are assumed to be interspersed in tbe case file. The 
search for this material vill be extensive and time-consuming. 

It is estimated that approximately 50 pages of technical notes 
may be involved. The costs of reproduction vill vary according 
to the physical dimensions and nature of the material to be 
furnished. 


If ve are requested to produce copies of the actual 
spectrographic plates and neutron activation data, costs vill 
be substantial because of the various formats involved. In 
the case of the spectrographic plates, tbe Special Photographic 
Unit of the Laboratory is investigating the possibility of 
accurately reproducing the plates so that the recorded infor- 
mation can accurately be assessed from the "duplication.** 
Estimates of the costs involved in such reproduction; if 
they can be made, are not presently available. In the case 
of the neutron activation data, the total reproduction of this 
material vill involve the equivalent of approximately 1,000 
pages. Much more clerical time than that normally required 
to reproduce 1,000 pages vill be involved due to the nature 
and size of the pages to be copied. It is not unreasonable 
to assume that the time involved vould be approximately 
ten times greater than the time needed to reproduce 1,000 
normal pages. 


Accordingly, it vill be necessary to evaluate each 
request in terms of the material to be furnished, and the 
overall costs vill depend on vhat- materials are to be 
reproduced in response to a specific request*.

Reference is made to the Legal Counsel memo/andura 
of 2/13/75 to Mr. J. B. Adams pertaining to the 2/5/75 written > 
request of the Commission On CIA Activities Within the United 
States for information pertaining to the relationship, if any, 
of E. Howard Hunt and Frank Sturgis to the events surrounding 
the assassination of President John F. Kennedy. 

This possible connection has come to the attention of 
the FBI from several different sources and centers around a 
series of photographs taken in Dallas, Texas, on the day of the 
assassination. These photographs show three Caucasian males 
in the custody of Dallas Police Officers in the vicinity of the 
Texas School Book Depository (TSBD) . The allegations have 
been that the three individuals are E. Howard Hunt, Frank 
Sturgis, and Thomas Arthur Vallee of Chicago, Illinois.

Additionally, upon viewing knov/n photographs of Hunt and 
Sturgis, he advised he had no recollection of ever seeing 
or talking to either of them. Vallee's name was not familiar 
to hitn. 

The records of the Dallas FBI Office contain no 
information identifiable with the three individuals. 

E. Howar<nHunt on 10/17/74 advised that he recalls 
hearing about the assassination on his car radio immediately 
after leaving a Chinese grocery store in the area of 9th and 
H Streets, N. W. , Washington, D. C.., on 11/22/63. He was 
with his wife, Dorothy, who is now deceased. Before returning 
home, they picked up their daughter, Kevan, at Sidv/ell Friends 
School, Wisconsin Avenue, N. W. , Washington, D. C. 

He could recall no contact on that date with anyone, other 
than possibly a former neighbor. He advised that any personal 
records he may have had pertaining to 11/22/63 were destroyed 
several years ago. 

Hunt stated he was not involved in any way with the 
Kennedy Assassination, and in this regard, had filed a suit 
against the "National Tattler" claiming he was libeled in an 
article by that paper on 3/31/74 which stated Huht was at Dallas, 
Texas, on 11/22/63. 

Leave and travel records of Hunt have been checked 
at the CIA. They reveal that for the four week pay period 
ending 11/23/63 Mr. Hunt took 11 hours sick leave and no 
.annual leave. For the following four week pay period he took 
3 hours sick leave and 27 hours annual leave. CIA is unable 
to further identify the times and dates of leave as specific 
Time and Attendance records were routinely destroyed three 
years after they were audited. Travel records reflected that 
Mr. Hunt conducted no official travel during November, 1963. 

In 1963, ^Frr.nk\,Sturgis was living in Miami, Florida, 
using the name FrankiFiorini. By his own admission, at that 
time he had been involved in Cuban revolutionary matters since 
1958 and was at that tine heading an anti-Castro organization 
called the A»-;i- Communist international Brigade. . 
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On 1^6/63, an article appear ea&Hn the Pompan© 

Beach, Florida, "Sun Sentinel" which stated that 
Frank Fiorini had said that Lee Harvey Oswald had telephone 
conversations with the Cuban government G-2 Intelligence 
during November, 1962. Fiorini was also quoted 
as saying that Oswald had contacted Miami -based - 

supporters of Fidel Castro, had handed out pro-Castro k, 

literature in Miami in November 1962, and had tried to 
infiltrate Cuban anti-Castro organizations in Miami. Fiorini 
(Sturgis) advised FBI Aqents on 11/27/63 that he had no such 
information. He said he had been misquoted regarding some off-hand 
comments he had made. He said his comments were guesses, 
speculation and rumor based on information about Oswald 
carried in the press. 

Other investigation was negative regarding any 
activity or presence of Oswald in Miami. 

Sturgis was not interviewed regarding the Dallas 
photographs as he was on bond pending appeal of his sentence 
in the Watergate case and it was felt he might try to use 
any involvement with the FBI to attempt to mitigate that 
sentence •

Regarding Thomas Arthur^vallee, about three days 
prior to 11/2/63 the U. S. Secret Service (USSS) in Chicago, 
Illinois, received information that Vallee was in possession 
of large amounts of rifle ammunition, along with a collection 
of guns. In view of the fact that President Kennedy was due 
in Chicago for the Army - Air Force game on 11/2/63, USSS Agents 
conducted additional investigation and determined that he possessed 
two M-l rifles, a .22 caliber revolver and an assortment of 
ammunition. On 11/2/63, Vallee was stopped by -Chicago Police 
Officers for a traffic offense. A knife was found in his 
possession and he was charged with Assault With a Deadly Weapon. 

300 rounds of ammunition were found in the trunk of his vehicle. 
Chicago Police Officers subsequently searched Vallee 's home, 

4614 North Paulina, Chicago, and found additional ammunition. 

Subsequent investigation by USSS verified that on 
11/22/63 Vallee was at work at IPP Printing Company, 625 Jackson, 
Chicago, during the entire day. At that time and prior thereto, 
he had been working both days and nights rather diligently. 
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On 2/18/75# Supervisor Leon P. Schwartz, Liaison, 
Intelligence Division, obtained permission from CIA Director 
of Security to disseminate information set forth in this 
memorandum pertaining to E. Howard Hunt's leave and travel 
records. Permission was obtained to paraphrase the information 
and to disseminate, if necessary, the CIA memorandum of 
10/29/74, which contains the information.

Both Mr. Weisberg and Mr. Lesar indicated this f 
would be completely satisfactory to them and would cover 
the scope of the current FOIA request with regard to labo- 
ratory data in the Kennedy assassination case. 

With regard to the above request, the documents 
proposed for release are not considered to be material that 
would be subject to withholding under the current FOIA. It 
is estimated it will contain approximately 20-30 copied pages, 
and a preliminary estimate of a full-work day to search and 
compile. We would be authorized to charge ten cents per copy 
for reproduction, and. $2 per quarter hour for search and pro- 
duction of the documents, this being the fee specified in 
regulations for a non-clerical type search. 

Discussion thereafter continued with SA Dresson 
regarding FOIA matters generally and specifically the pending 
civil suit. Mr. Lesar stated that receipt of the requested 
documents would moot the civil litigation with regard to labo- 
ratory documents. 

Mr. Weisberg then attempted to formulate pome addi- 
tional FOIA requests regarding the Kennedy assassination 
investigative file regarding events in Dallas and investigation 
of Lee Harvey Oswald. He also indicated he plans to pursue 
further thg Martin Luther King assassination case, including 
laboratory findings, and some general data of historical 
interest to him that he claims he furnished the FBI many 
years ago.

on thousands of U.S. citizens, whereas the real job of the CIA is to work in 
territories outside of the United States proper.

^rs- Os wald had words to say absul~ia» 
teoih ofAristoUc Onassis and his widow, the 
foimer Jacqueline Kennedy:

On the same day you have this woman in 
the news, the richest woman in the world. 
In the news, always one is high on the totem 
pole and one is low on It" 

Other recent news stories have provided 
more openings for her views, reinforcing her 
passionate demand to be "i mother in 
history.** 

She was pleased to point out former CIA 
official George OToole claimed that tape 
recordings of Lee showed him to he inruK^nt 
because bis voice betrayed no stress. 

**THE OTHER day a machine said he was 
Innocent. Some people didn't believe Lee 
Harvey Oswald or h:s mother. Maybe they'll 
believe this machine.** 

Mrs. Oswald, waiting cn the inside, has 
a keen sense of the irony of events outside. 

Her memory goes back to 1959 when the 
news indicated that Lee was a defector to 

Russia. 

“Russia was a bad word, but now history 
has proven itself. Presidents visit Russia." 

Through the years she has insisted as much 
on Lee s innocence as her belief that he was 
an American secret agent At least, as one 
columnist put it recently, Lee, with his un- 
'b rirable record in Russia, got back into the 
• railed States easily enough. 

She appeared before tfie Warren Commisslcn 
in early 1954. It was reported that she said: 
"Who can prove he is not a CIA agent? 
He isn't going to say he’s a CIA agent, and 
the government isn't going to say he is. 1 
have as much circumstantial evidence that 
he was as the Dallas police have that he 
w a ft, the ass assin.** — . 


WH ATEV ER information Mrs. Otw ald thin ks 
she has, the public will not know until her 
book is published. She has been irakmg notes 
for it since 1959, she says. 

On Dec. 4, 1963, less than a month after 
Dallas, she said, 4 Tm not answering any 
questions. It will all come out in my book.** 

So far. no book. 

In recent years, faced with the prospect 
of her poverty, ired by telephone calls from 
news reporters, she has refused to give kv 
Interviews unless she was paid. She extended 
this condition to include taking of h?r picture 
and no taping of her voice which she said 
always sounded "hystericaL** 

This interview was an exception to her rule. 

Now, there are voices on the outside asking 
for a re-opening of the assassination in- 
vestigation, expressing doubts about the "lone 
assassin** theory. But Mrs. Oswald herself 
has revealed no evidence strong enough I# 
open old, dosed doors. 

Her remark linking Lee with the CIA 1* 
more pertinent in the light of new events. 

Remembering it, she says now, "When I 
said CIA, I meant government intelligence, 
like the Internal Revenue or FBL**

EXPLAINING she was “Just a mother and 
housewife." she couldn't be expected to use 
purely accurate terms. 

She likens her use oC the phrase “CIA 
to catling any refrigerator a Frigidaire. 

Why did she think Lee was a secret agent? 

*i thought it because of extenuating cir- 
cumstances that caused me. to, believe Lee 
bad gone to Russia in service of his country. 

“In 1961, when I went to Washington to 
locate Lee. I told those big muckity muck* 
that I believed my son was a CIA agent 
They toughed. Six weeks later they gave me 
his address. They knew where be was aU 
the time, but for 29 monthto I didn't know 
if be was alive or dead." 

Pushed for a definition, she says, "Ex- 
tenuating circumstances means things are not 
the way they seem. All this to documented 
to the 26 volumes." (The Warren Commtosioa 
report.) 

MRS. OSWALD spent money to buy the 
26 volumes. She has read and re-r ead them 
and takes pleasure In pointing out insrroracw* 
she says they contain. 


penciled notes in margjat-aL-tbe 

books. 

Now, she wants to sell them, along with 
her sizable library on the assassination. 

She has lo seD her personal belongings to 
exist, she says. 

Who would argue with that? 

Her library consists of 500 hardbacks she 
keeps carefully wrapped in plastic and lined 
up neatly on the shelves in the small back 
sitting room o I her home. 

A male German police dbg guards what's 
Inside from the outside. 

The library also contains paperbacks, 
magazines, periodicals, letters and 
"documents." 

Mrs. Oswald says she has no further need 
of the library, because she's made notes from 
the books to use in her book. 

“1 want to sell to a philanthropist if they’ll 
pay me what I paid and promise to give the 
library to a college or university for the 
students." 

She says, "Publicly, Pm not putting a price 
on it. The complete library would run into 
money. There are thousands and thousands 
V documents." I 

Ilf she gets any takers on her offer to s<ff, 

p big part of her son, Lee, will go out of her 
life. 

Lee. from his grave in Rose Hill Cemetery, 
helped build tbosd rows of books. 

DURING FIVE years or more following his 
death, Lee’s letters were auctioned off by 
a New York gallery for Mrs. Oswald. One 
letter reportedly drew $3500 from the highest 
bidder, or more money than one letter of 
President Kennedy’s, Mrs. Oswald has said. 

She took part of the money to buy books, 
the rest to pay on the loan on her home and 
to eat 

"It was a heartbreak lo sell Lee’s letters. 
I have something left, a letter from Russia, 
and I need to sell that. But for the past year, 
no, I haven’t sold anything," she says. 

The library contains volumes she relates 
to the lives of the Oswalds, books on Russia, 
Cuba and New Orleans — "our background.” 
It has books on religion, “Great True Spy 
Stories" by former CIA chief Allen Dulles, 
FBI books and the two-volume "The Glory 
and the Dream" by William Manchester. 

She opens the latest Manchester writing sod 
points to one allusion to her as "a strong* 
minded widow." 

"I didn’t expect to find myself in that book. 


That’s the thing. I worry everybody. I worry 
’William Manchester. Don't kid yourfi. I do." 
she says. 

MANCHESTER IS not accurate, she says, 
and is one of the writers she has 'ited suit 
on for calling Lee an assassin. 

Framed pictures are displayed on the 
library shelves. One is of President Gerald 
Ford, who was a member ol the Warreo 
Commission. 

Two identical pictures are of Marina Oswald 
Pcr'er, whom Lee left a wide*. One 
photograph is of Lee’s tombstone. 

Lee’s face, from babyhood to final biuised 
countenance the day he died, peer' from an 
assortment of handsome frames. 

Ilis mother traded her autograf t’ for the 
frames. 

She regrets people saying that fi<*al lecture 
r-.vealed a smirk that said, in ei f * •- * . an ob- 
scure nobody changed history. And h : s mouth 
— that's just the way it was. 

Has she seen Marina and her t *o grand- 
children since the funeral at Rose Hill? Has 
she seen sons, John Pic and Robert Oswald? 

Her answer is "I have not seen a seal since 
Nov. 28. 1963.” 

FORMERLY A Lutheran, she could not get 
a Lutheran minister or any othr r mmister 
of a church to ofifeiate for Lee's,funeral. Does 
she attend church now? ♦ / 

She tried, she says. "In a congregation el 
yKl people, I wasn't accepted.” 

While it was reported Marina received 
fcO.OOO or more from sympathizers. 
Marguerite Oswald received $M0. she says. 

That money has Jong since been spent 

When asked if she could work. Mrs. Oswald 
says. "How can 1 work? Out of four people, 
two are against me. Since f am a public 
figure, no one would employ me. Customers 
might object" 

She still recalls the times she had to move 
in Fort Worth because landlords thought her 
the mother of a Russian defector. 

Mrs. Oswald, with pride in her appearance, 
says she has had nothing new to a car in 
th ree years . It strained her budgh’ w J>l*fnd 
$3 on gasoline last month.

To save on her electricity bill, she turns 
oil the lights at night and watches TV to 
the dark. She uses commeal and grease to 
stretch the food (or two dogs whose coats 
show them to be in good condition. 

The time passes when she gets the 
newspaper and the mail, answers telephone 
calls, some of them long distance from per- 
sons interested in the mother of Lee Harvey 
Oswald. 

Every year she gets less mail. She averages 
two or three letters a week after more than 

II years. Some are simply addressed to her 
name and Fort Worth, Tex. 

She is proud she’s been invited to speak 
at TCU and before Arlington Sertoma Club. 

SHE’S AN EXPERT, she believes, to 
making the best of a bad situation. For seven 
years after 1963, she had no income. At age

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Days long and hungry 
for Marguerite Oswald

The * days ire long and tear* 
provoking lor Mrs. Marguerite C 
Oswald, mother of the man who, on 
one deadly Friday in Dallas, changed 
the course of world history. 

It was November 22, 1363, the day 
that President Kennedy . was assassi- 
nated. Two days later, Lee Harvey 
Oswald was killed by Jack Ruby in the 
basement of the Dallas police station. 

Tlte Warren Commission found that 
Oswald lulled the President alone and 
on h*s own, and that no conspiracy was 
Involved. Yet, through the years as 
then, Marguerite Oswald has stead- 
fastly claimed — to all who would 
lir-tcn— that her only son was innocent. 
Evert today, her strong voice proclaims 
iiU innocence from her home on Byers 
Street, bn Fort Worth's west side. 

The telephone rang only once before 
a quiet, yet sturdy voice answered. 

“Yes, this is Mrs. Oswald. My 
telephone has been ringing off the wall, 
and If you’re a "newspaperman you 
wight to know I’m the, * right Mrs.

An official who investigated the 
John F Kennedy assassination admits 
there still are many unanswered 
questions concerning the crime but he 
denies allegations of a coverup by 
Dallas police.

George O'Toole, who claims to have 
made an exhaustive study of the 1963 
assassination, said leading polygraph 
authorities used a Psychological Stress 
Evaluator (PSE) and determined Os-

OToole called for a reopening of 
the murder investigation. He said he 
wai determined a number of police 
Bed under oath to the Warren Commis- 
sion Investigating the assassination.

WASHINGTON - An elec-

" Building. 

Hunt, in testimony before 
the Rockefeller Commission, 
reportedly denied that he 
was in Dallas at the time of 
the assassination or that be 
knew Sturgis then. 

Sturgis reportedly was 
employed by the CIA as an 
operative in the Miami area 
around the time of the 
Agency-inspired Bay of Pigs 
invasion of Cuba in 1961.

COOPERATION IN FILM DISCUSSED WITH OTHERS AT FBIHQ ? *' — V* 

In view of the intense international interest that con- 
tinues to be shown the Kennedy Assassination, as well as the im- 
portant and unique considerations involved in this request, 
yesterday the External Affairs Division discussed Quinn Martin's 

f overture with representatives of other interested Headquarters 
Divisions. In these discussions, the feeling was unanimous that 
the FBI should not a cce de t o Martin, s^xequeatT T he fo 1 1 owTng~S r e 
among the reasons cited* for taking this positions 

(1) The Warren Commission was established by President 
Johnson as the premier authority in the Kennedy Assassination. The 
FBI was among the agencies that cooperated closely with the Warren 
Commission, furnishing copies of our reports to the Commission and 
conducting investigation, as well as examinations , which the 
Commission requested. (Secret Service, the Dallas Police Department 
and CIA were among others prominently involved.) In view of 
the fact that our role, though highly important, was essentially 
a supportive one, unilateral action on our part in cooperating in 
a filmed dramatization of the Kennedy Assassination could evoke 
protests and criticisms. 

(2) Invasion of privacy is an unavoidable consideration 
in such a film. Members of the families of two former Presidents 
(Johnson and Kennedy), as well as Mr. and Mrs. John Connally and th 
family of Lee Harvey Oswald, are among the many persons whose priva 
. is involved. Oswald's mother, in particular, is known to be prone 
If to file law suits and can be expected to do so’ against any major 
1 1 network that telecasts a dramatization of her* son's involvement in 
this crime. 

(3) An avalanche of requests under the Freedom of 
Information Act for data regarding our investigation of the 
Kennedy Assassination could be expected if we cooperated in the 
production of such a film. Up to this point, such FOIA requests 
(such as one received from well-known FBI antagonist Mark Lane) 
have been declined on the basis of privacy— which basis for 
declination would be considerably weakened by our participation 
in a filmed dramatization of the Assassination investigation.

' — * (4) The Rockefeller Commission currently is conducting 

hearings regarding the CIA — which proceedings include CIA's in- 
volvement in the Kennedy Assassination case. There is a 
possibility that this aspect of the Commissioh's hearings may 
ultimately result in the FBI's being drawn into the hearings— 
thereby raising questions regarding our agreeing to participate 
in the production of a film regarding the Assassination case. 

(The Senate Select Committee bn Intelligence Operations also plans 
to inquire into allegations of CIA involvement in the assassination- 
according to a report published in "The Washington Post" last month.) 

(5) Last month, "TV Guide" featured an article by 
Mr. Kelley in which he stated, "Extensive publicity regarding a 
crime, particularly a spectacular crime, can trigger more of the 
same. .. .many persons in our society are, for one reason or another, 
psychologically primed to explode into criminal action.” These 
words certainly apply to the unknown number of potential political 
assassins who are at large in the United States. Since 1976 is a 
Presidential election year — and since CBS undoubtedly would telecast 
this film in the Fall of 1975 and probably would rerun it in 1976— 
the danger that it might plant the seed of an idea in the mind of 

an unstable person, or otherwise be a contributing factor in an 
act of violence against a major candidate, is undeniable. 

(6) The Kennedy Assassination has been a focal point of 
rumor, conjecture, and controversy since November, 1963. The pro- 
posed film — particularly if the FBI cooperates in its production— 
undoubtedly will be used by critics of the Warren Commission and 
other self-appointed Kennedy Assassination "experts" to launch new 
barrages of criticism and controversy. 

RECOMMENDATION ? 

-JEhat Mr. Murphy return Quinn Martin's telephone call and 
tell hin£we are unable' to cooperate in this film for the reasons 
cited above /^lartlh. should be told that we will be. glad to discuss 
cooperating in the production of a TV-movie concerning another case 
(such as the Rudolph Abel or the Kurt Ludwig espionage cases) ; how- 
ever, that we cannot participate— nor permit the use of the FBI

This completes my story, andlrealizewhen it is all added up/there is 
no concrete evidence* 'Hit if it will help to reopen the Case I will 

f ladly swear an affidavit to it and take a lie detector test to veri- 
ty I realize that it seems I am seeing Nazis and homos behind ever; 
bush, but if you see something a certain way, tell it the way you se< 
or don't tell it at all is the way I look at it. 


I would appreciate it if its legally possible for ycur office to in- 
form me if Doyle Higgins has been cleared all ready or is cleared in 
future. If so I would like to 1 o >k him up, if yov can tell me wher^i 
is at, buy him a drink, apologize, and get the hell off his back. 
Also I would like to know as soon as possible whether you can use anj 
this 8 tuff . If you don't use it, I would like to send it to the Conf 
ional Committee Investag&ting the CIA Involvement in Kennedy's Kurdei 

In closing- Mr *• Kelley, I hope that the way I have / told my story has i 
insulted you or you intelligence. I repeat, I've tried to tell it tt 
bent I could in my own way.

At the 
request of President Johnson, the FBI conducted investigation 
regarding the assassination and furnished the results of our 
inquiries to the President's Commission on the Assassination 
of President Kennedy. The Commission published its findings, 
together with information concerning Lee Harvey Ostvld, and 
included FBI data in its report. All available evidence and 
facts pointed to one conclusion-- that Oswald acted alone in 
this crime. 


The Warren Commission furnished all data in its 
possession to the National Archives and I suggest you com- 
municate with the Archivist, National Archives an£ Records 
Service, Eighth Street and Pennsylvania. Avenue, Hw W . , 
Washington; *0.

Little Rock, Arkansas, advised that at the time of 
President KENNEDY’S assassination in 1963 he was working 
as a photographer for ”The Dallas Times Herald.” 

During the morning of November 22, 1903, he 
was in Fort Worth, Texas, taking photographs and had 
returnedvto Dallas during the afternoon. When. information 
developed that KENNEDY was assassinated, he proceeded to 
the vicihity of the Texas School Book Depository and 
began taking photographs. > 
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He did not recall the particular camera he was ' /• • 
using but felt that it was a 35mm camera loaded with 
Tri-X Pan film since this was the standard film being used 
by the newspaper at that time. UPI at that time had 
furnished the newspaper photographers with Yashika 
2 Vi x 2Vc negative cameras since they were cheap and could 
be disposed of when they broke. He may also have used 
his personal camera, a Nikon S-3, which he still has and 
will make available to the FBI as soon as he can obtain 
it from a friend to whom he loaned it. If he had used 
one of the Yashika cameras, it would have been turned 
in to the newspaper. All his negatives were turned over 
to either "The Dallas Sun Times" or UPI, and they would 
be at the newspaper or with UPI in New York. He did not • 
recall how many rolls of film he took on November 22,^1963, 
but felt that it was a number of 36 exposure rolls which 
he turned in to be processed and printed. He viewed 
photographs 2, 4, and 5 but did not recall taking them. 

He believes he could have taken them. He recalled taking 
photographs from the corner opposite the front entrance 
to the Texas School Book Depository and he displayed several 
photographs from his personal collection of photographs 
showing the front entrance to the depository. The photographs 
he displayed did not appear to contain vehicles or individuals 
identical to those in photos 2, 4, or 5 and did^ not appear 
to be ta^eri from the same spot as photos 2, 4', and 5. 

. He viewed the other four photographs and advised 
they were not familiar to him. 

He advised that if he could see the strips of 
original negatives containing the negatives of the questioned 
photographs, he could identify them.

After viewing photographs 4 and 5, he felt ^ that 
4 was taken with a vide angle lens and 5 was taken with 
a normal lens. He felt both photographs appeared to have 
been taken from relatively the same location, and he did 
not recall taking photographs from this location.

He did recall photographing some "black guys" 
who had been arrested on Houston Street near the j 

depository and were being walked along Houston Street 
toward the county jail. He took photographs of these 
individuals near the jail but did not enter the jail. 

He advised he was by himself but recalled other 
photographers being in the same relative area. He did 
not know the identities of these other photographers. 

He noted that many of the photographers from the national 
publications had gone to the hospital, and he was one 
of the first photographers at the crime scene. He . 
initially entered the depository and took some photos 
before he was forced to leave by the police. He displayed 
a book entitled 4 Da-^s with the subcaption "Historical 
Record of Death ofTresident Kennedy Compiled by UPI 
and American Heritage Magazine" which was copyrighted in 
1964 by American Heritage Publishing Company. On the 
left side of page 28 was a photograph of the front entrance 
to the Texas School Book Depository which he advised he 
took on November 22, 1963. The photo did not appear to 
have been taken from the same location as photographs 
2, 4 , and 5.

There is no indication Oswald was in California in the 1960s. 

He left Russia in May, 1962, and tnbk up residence in Fort Worth, Texas, 
in June, 1962. He lived at several residences there and in Dallas, Texas, 
until April, 1963, when he left for New Orleans, Louisiana. He lived at 
various addresses there until September, 1963, when he vent to Mexico 
for several days and then returned to Texas. ~ 

Coverage of his movements at any time was not necessarily 
complete.

NOTE: Richard Monroe Margeson of Rochester, New York, alleges to 
have met Lee Harvey Oswald (who was using name Harvey Lee, aka "Tex”) 
in Los Angeles in late 1962 or early 1963 through Lawrence Howard, Rudy 
Hernandez, and a person known as "Slim," who were associated with 
training anti -Castro forces in Florida for an invasion of Cuba. He says 
he recently became concerned that there might have been a conspiracy to 
kill President Kennedy after viewing a TV program which depicted 
Oswald as being in Russia when he was actually in California. The 
basis for his assumption is incorrect in that Oswald returned to the U. S. 
in June, 1962. Howard's name did figure in the Kennedy assassination 
in relation to a woman in Dallas, Texas, claiming that Oswald visited 
her in September, 1963, with two Cuban companions. Investigation 
determined the persons who actually visited her were possibly Howard 
and two other individuals.

Agitation for reopening of the Warren Commission 
investigation into the assassination of John F. Kennedy 
continues to be strong. 

~*T' recently asked the Attorney General's office if 
there is anyone in the Deoartment specifically designated 
to receive inquiries or alleged "evidence" in the case. 
The response from John C. Keeney is enclosed. 

Perhaps some of the agitation for reopening the 
case stems from a belief that there is in reality no 
one in the federal government who routinely reviews 
purported evidence developed ty private individuals and 
organizations continuing to look into the assassination. 
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Mr, Keeney says the FBI "had reviewed a 1,1 the evidence 
which is being currently discussed .and has no/intention 
of reopening the investigation." I am not aware of such 
a statement by the FBI. It was reported in February that 
Mr. Keeney, in a Dallas press conference, said the 
Bureau carefully examined a widely-circulated photo and 
found it was not K. Howard Hunt.

On 6/3/75, Robert Saloschln of the Department's Office 
of Legal Counsel contacted Deputy Assistant Director Herington and 
said he had been requested by Mr. Mariop^Johnson of Archives to r,/j 
determine whether a document relating 4o the assassination matter %— 
could be released to the public. Mr. Saloschln and Mr. Johnson 
subsequently came to our office and exhibited the document to 
Herington. It was a one and one -half page' letter written by former ■ 
Department of Defense General John Tii McNaughton (dec.) to Attorney 
General Katzenbach.^ Katzenbach had apparently made available to 
McNaughton an FBI report for his informal review and had requested his 
advice. The letter contains a number of criticisms with regard to style 
and content based mainly on McNaughton's view that some details shouldbe 
pinned 1 1 down more specifically with regard to the number of shots fired 
and which bullets struck which individuals. He also objected to some 
"conclusions” such as statements relating to the "window from where the 
shots were fired" which he felt indicated that the investigators had already 
made up their minds as to the facts.

neither written by nor directed to the FBI, it did not appear that we had 
any basis to object.

The author predicates his claim of Oswald's truthfulness 
on two statements made by hitn in the presence of television 
cameras on 11/22/63 while in the custody of Dallas police. To e 
reporter's question "Did you kill the President?” he allegedly 
responded "No, I have not been charged with that." To a similar 
question "Did you shoot the President?" he allegedly replied "No 
I didn't shoot anybody, no 6ir." O'Toole, who apparently did not 
himself interpret the charts on these statements , states that 
while Oswald's voice showed stress at other times during this 
brief exchange with reporters it showed no stress indicative of 
deception during utterance of the above two replies. 

PSE's underlying theory i6 sound and is, in fact, the 
rationale behind the conventional polygraph. We have followed 
PSE's development and found nothing to indicate it6 superiority 
to the polygraph. Its only advantage is that it can be used 
surreptitiously or, as here, after the declarer is no longer 
available for live testing. PSE'6 claimed potential held great 
possibilities for military applicaticn as an expedient method of 
determining Vietnam villagers bona fides and the Defense Department 
commissioned extensive research projects to validate the instrument. 
In a report by Dr. Joseph Kubis, Fordham University, conducted for 
the U. S. Army Land Warfare Laboratory, it was concluded that PSE's 
claims were considerably exaggerated and that PSE was markedly 
inferior to the conventional polygraph as a deception detection 
device. Other studies confirmed these findings and the Defense 
Department has discontinued its study of and interest in this 
device. 

I Conclusions reached through PSE's use are, like the 
polygraph's, dependent upon interpretation. We do not have these 
graphs and do not know what statements made by Oswald showed what 
specific reactions. The most important point to remember is that 
any such device measures only physiological reactions. Such 
reactions may be caused not only by truthfulness or deception, 

I . but by many other factors, direct or indirect, and specifically 
the psychological make-up of the subject. Given the chaotic 
circumstances of the interview scene, the obvious psychological 
instability of Oswald, and the dubious accuracy of PSE itself it is 
* our opinion that this latest claim rests upon a poor foundation.

NOTE: Richard Monroe Margeson of Rochester, New York, alleges 
to have met Lee Harvey Oswald (who was using name Harvey Lee, 
aka "Tex”) in Los Angeles in late 1962 or early 1963 through 
Lawrence Howard, Rudy Hernandez, and a person known as ,f Slim,” 
who were associated with training anti -Castro forces in Florida for 
an invasion of Cuba. He says he recently became concerned that 
there might have been a conspiracy to kiU President Kennedy after 
viewing a TV program which depicted Oswald as being in Russia when 
he was actually in California. The basis for his assumption is 
incorrect in that Oswald returned to the U.8. in June, 1962. Howard's 
name did figure in the Kennedy assassination in relation to a woman 
in Dallas, Texas, claiming that Oswald visited her in September, 

1963, with two Cuban companions. Investigation determined the 
persons who actually visited her were possibly Howard and two 
other individuals. The Warren Commission concluded she had 
never actually met Oswald. Bureau files reflect that the exact 
location of Oswald was not absolutely known for all given periods 
of time after returning to the U.S. 

Margeson’s information, which was received from the 
Sheriff of Wyoming County, New York, has been reviewed by the 
Dallas, Los Angeles, and New Orleans Offices. No known connection 
between Howard and Oswald is known, nor is there any indication 
Oswald was in California following his return from Russia. Since 
the above -mentioned Sheriff stated he had no reason to believe 
Margeson is not stable, this communication instructs Buffalo to 
interview Margeson and submit results to Bureau, Dallas, 

Los Angeles, and New Orleans for evaluation.

MARGESON and his wife resided in the Los Angeles*

During most of 1960, the employees of Recold Corp. 
who were members of the United Auto Workers union local, were 
on strike. HOWARD was the leader of the Education Committee 
of this union, and MARGESON was a member of the committee. 

The striking employees were replaced by Recold Corp. with 
out-of-state employees in order to maintain Recold Corp.'s 
operations^ * Although HOWARD and MARGESON devoted' some of 
their time to union activities, both had ample time to pursue 
their hobbies of camping, hunting, guns and fast draw contests. 
Because of their common employment and since they were both 
avid gun and hunting buffs, HOWARD and MARGESON spent a con- 
siderable amount of time together. 

There was a lot of publicity regarding CASTRO and 
Cuba at that time and it soon became common knowledge in the 
area where MARGESON resided that recruiting efforts were being 
made, particularly among Spanish speaking people, for volun- 
teers to organize into an anti-CASTRO group. HOWARD'became 
interested in this anti-CASTRO movement and decided to become 
involved in recruiting volunteers.

HOWARD in his recruiting efforts. HOWARD and MARGESON would 
drive around at night in the areas where Cuban refugees were 
living in the Los Angeles area and would attempt to recruit 
volunteers for an anti-CASTRO group at gas stations, parking 
lots and other places where Cuban refugees would congregate. 
MARGESON was unable to understand Jhese conversations because 
HOWARD spoke to the Cuban refugees in Spanish and MARGESON 
docs not understand that language. The purpose of these 
efforts was to recruit a volunteer guerilla army and to raise 
funds to train and support this army for an invasion into 
Cuba. MARGESON commented that he observed the volatile Latin 
temperament displayed by HOWARD, other Mexican Americans and 
the Cuban refugees and that this temperament possibly 
explains their extreme emotions in connection with the anti- 
CASTRO movement. 

Sometime during 1961, HOWARD went to Florida for 
the purpose of training volunteers for the guerilla army which 
was to invade Cuba. HOWARD seemed particularly suited for 
this activity in view of his expertise in handling firearms 
and knives. HOWARD told MARGESON he had served in the U. S. 
Army and had received a medical discharge because of an injury 
to nis foot. MARGESON had noticed that HOWARD limped after he 
had been walking for a prolonged period of time. MARGESON 
received a postcard from HOWARD and the postcard was from 
Marathon Key, Florida in the Florida Keys. HOWARD mentioned 
Big Pine and Little Pine as being nearby Marathon Key, and 
MARGESON assumed that the guerilla warfare training was taking 
place in tjiat area.

bis wife in their home near' MARGESON' s residence and HERNANDEZ 
and "SLIM" resided in the Olive Hotel, Olive Street, Los 
Angeles. HERNANDEZ, "SLIM" and MARGESON obtained employment 
painting and refurbishing the Old Union Temple Building ^ > 

located behind the Los Angeles Greyhound Bus Station, which 
was supervised by a man named J/»CK CASEY. This building , 
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reportedly housed the Marquade (ph) Printing Shop in the ^ 9 

basement which at that time was engaged in printing the 
original draft of RICHARD M. NIXON v s book after he lost the 
Presidential election. HOWARD, HERNANDEZ and "SUM” began *• - 
talking about a man called "TEX" who was coming to Los 
Angeles from New Orleans. From their comments, WARGESON 
learned tliat "TEX" was not involved in the guerilla training 
in Florida but that "TEX" was apparently considered to be a 
very important person by MARGESON 's friends. They indicated 
that "TEX" was one of their people and implied that he had 
something to dc with the Cuban invasion. HOWARD had mentioned 
that on his way back to Los Angeles from Florida, he had 
driven a car from Nev; Orleans to Los Angeles for a company 
Involved in "dead-heading," or relocating cars. In late 1962 
or early 1963, "TEX" arrived in Los Angeles and roomed with 
HERNANDEZ and "SLIM" in the Olive Hotel. MARGESON described 
"TEX" as a white male, age in his late 20's or early 30's, 

5*8" to 5'9" in height, 150-160 lbs., slender build, brown 
hair and medium complexion. MARGESON was curious about "TEX" 
because of the fuss made over him by his friends and, prior 
to "TEX"'s arrival, MARGESON approached HOWARD with the 
suggestion of MAP.GESOH having "TEX" to his home for^dinner. . 
HOWARD'S first reaction was one of reluctance but eventually 
he conceded. When "TEX" arrived, MARGESON drove to the Olive 
Hotel in order to take '"TEX" back to MARGESON* s tome for dinner. 
MARGESON found that it was very difficult to make conversation 
with "TEX." Many times "TEX" would not reply to a question 
and generally had a very dull personality. "TEX?* told MARGESON 
he had never. been in the Los Angeles area beforfe.' . In anticipa- 
tion of introducing "TEX" to his wife, MARGESON asked "TEX" 
his name. At first, "1EX" hesitated but then told MARGESON - 

his name. * Although MARGESON is jTioJ^positive, he believes 
that "TEX" gave the name of LEE-TllARVEY or HARVE^-EE. , ,> ' 

MARGESON said he recalls these ‘names through word association^ i 
based on the fact he has a relative by the name of LEE and 
another relative by the name of HARVEY. After eating a r . ^ 

delicious home cooked meal, "TEX" did not even bother to thanl4/0juf~ 
MARGESON or MARGESON’s wife. 


"TEX" began working in the Old Union Temple Building 
with HERNANDEZ, "SLJ.M" and MARGESON. The supervisor of this 
work, JACK CASEY, was aldom on the job and therefore, MARGESON 
and the others spent only a small amount of their time 
actually working with most of their time being devoted to 
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"bull sessions." "TEX" gave the impression that he was a * 
rough and tumble type person who liked the idea of guerilla 
type warfare, however, MARGESON was told by the others that 
"TEX" had received an undesirable or a bad conduct discharge 
from the military. MARGESON did not hold this against "TEX" 
since MARGESON received a bad condpct discharge from the 
military. "TEX" frequently talked about making "big money" 
and his schemes usually involved violence. As an example, 
MARGESON recalled "TEX*' talking about a guerilla type raid 
on a diamond mine in Peru in which everyone in the mine 
would be killed and a fortune in diamonds would be seized. 

"TEX" mentioned something about a $50,000 reward for CASTRO s 
head. One of "TEX"'s peculiarities was determining how 
quickly he could get from the top of the building in which 
they were working to the lobby and he would frequently 
challenge someone to a race. MARGESON said he did not know 
how "TEX" got from the top of the building to the lobby 
because they took different routes in their races but he 
thought that 'TEX" might be sliding down the elevator cables. 

In one of their bull sessions, MARGESON asked "TEX" if he and 
his group had any contact with the CIA. In response, "TEX" 
took a scrap of paper out of his wallet and showed .it to 
MARGESON. This scrap of paper had a name and telephone number 
on it. MARGESON cannot recall the name but remembers that it 
was the name of a prominent family in the South. "TEX s 
- * purpose in showing MARGESON this name was to show MARGESON 

that he had connections with important people. "TEX" stayed 
for about bne month and then left the Los Angeles area, not 
indicating' where he was going, and MARGESON never heard from 
"TEX" again. HERNANDEZ and rt SLIM" left at the same time, but 
MARGESON does not know if they left together. During the time 
that MARGESON and the others were working in the Old Union 
’ Temple Buildine, HOWARD never came to that building, and 

MARGESON got the impression that HOWARD intentionally avoided 
being seen with that group at that building but MARGESON did 
not know the reason. 

After the Boy of Pigs incident, MARGESON asked HOVIARD 
what he intended to do since the Cuban invasion had failed. 
Although HOWARD never made any statements, MARGESON felt HOWARD 
implied that he or someone associated with the anti-CASTP.O 
movement intended to do something very spectacular and to blame 
It on CASTRO. This incident was to be so horrendous as to put 
the United States Government in such a position that they 
would be forced to openly invade Cuba.

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Around October 1963, MARGESON moved from Trigg V : 
Street to East 53rd Street, Maywood, California, and he lost 
contact with HOWARD. At that time, HOWARD was working for • 
trailer manufacturer on Whittier Blvd. in Los Angeles. " 

MARGESON saw HOWARD'S name and address in the Los Angeles 
Times in connection with HOWARD bej.ng subpoenaed by former 
District Attorney GARRISON, New Orleans. Louisiana, during 
the course of GARRISON'S investigation of the assassination 
of President KENNEDY. MARGESON and his wife drove to this 
address which he believes was in San Gabriel or South San 
Gabriel in order to see HOWARD and talk over old times. 
MARGESON recalled that HOWARD resided near Rose Mead Blvd. 
When MARGESON and his wife arrived at HOWARD'S residence, 
there was a truck camper parked in the driveway with a 
Cadillac parked behind it. MARGESON rang tte doorbell and 
could hear voices inside through the partially opened front 
door. HOWARD came to the door with on automatic pistol in 
his hand looking out of the door cautiously to see who was 
there. When HOWARD recognized MARGESON, he told MARGESON he 
was busy at the moment and asked MARGESON to return in about 
an hour. When MARGESON returned in an hour, HOWARD again 
came to the door with the pistol in his hand. HOWARD then 
put the pistol in his belt snd invited the MARGESONs inside. 
During the time they were talking, MARGESON noticed that 
there was another automatic pistol on the telephone stand 
" * near the sofa and HOWARD indicated during their discussion 
that he had seven loaded guns in his house. HOWARD told 
MARGESON that things were a little tough since he had been 
subpoenaed to testify in New Orleans.* He showed' MARGESON an 
envelope and said that it contained his airplane tickets to 
New Orleans and a letter from DA GARRISON. MARGESON asked 
HOWARD if he were going to go to New Orleans to testify. 

* HOWARD answered that the man who had just been at his home 
who was driving the Cadillac was HOWARD'S attorney and that 
he had been taking HOWARD’S deposition so that HOWARD would 
not have to go testify. HOWARD said that if he were to go to 
New Orleans that they might bek him up and lose the key. • 

HOWARD told MARGESON that his wife and two 
daughters were with his mother and that he was staying in 
his home alone. HOWARD commented that he did not know who 
could be an enemy and that he had to be very cautious. 
MARGESON commented that HOWARD was not the kind of person who 
ever seemed to be afraid of anything but that he appeared 
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very frightened at that time. MARGESON believes that thia . 
visit took place in 1968. T 

After this visit, MARGESON lost contact with HOWARD. 
MARGESON stated that he subsequently observed a great deal 
of national publicity in the various media concerning the 
arrest of HOWARD and five other individuals in a 38 foot boat* 
off the Florida coast for a violation of the Neutrality Act. 

The names of the other five individuals were Cuban names. 

HOWARD was in possession of a 7 mm or .32 caliber Browning 
automatic pistol that MARGESON had previously sold to HOWARD. 

MARGESON' s curiosity concerning the activities of 
HOWARD, HERNANDEZ, "SLIM" and "TEX" was aroused when the 
Watergate incident vas receiving so much publicity. MARGESON 
speculated that HOWARD, who always described linself as a 
soldier of fortune, must have been involved in President 
KENNEDY'S assassination and that this was the incident HOWARD 
meant when he referred to something that would force the 
United States to invade Cuba. MARGESON also soeculated that 
HOWARD must have known E. HOWARD HUNT because E. HOWARD HUNT 
spent time in Florida when he was with the CIA and that HUNT 
would have known anyone such os HOWARD who was involved in 
training guerillas for a possible invasion of Cuba. 

MARGESON began thinking about "TEX" when he \ 

reviewed photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. MARGESON stated 1 
that "TEX" ^looked very much like LEE HARVEY OSWALD but that 1 
he is certain that "TEX" is not OSWALD because 'their mouths 1 

were considerably different and OSWALD had a "weaker" chin. \ 

MARGESON said that the November 1971 edition of True magazine 1 
contains an article concerning Alpha 66, a Miami based 
militant jCtjbrfn exile group. The author of this article was 
UEANEJE^BoSTXQKe This same magazine contains a photograph of 
BOSTICK which seems to MARGESON to be identical to HOWARD. 

The magazine also contains some information concerning BOSTICK, 
describing BOSTICK as a free lance writer and a soldier of 
fortune who had been involved in the seizure of a 38 foot 
boat by the U. S. Coast Guard in the straits between Florida 
and Cuba in early September of that year and that this boat 
contained ammunition and parts of a .50 caliber machine gun. 
The magazine indicated that BOSTICK was released on a $2,500 
bond on his own recognizance and that charges against him were 
later dropped. 
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MARGESON stated that he does not actually have any |*t 
information which would connect HOWARD or any of HOWARD'S 
friends with the assassination of President KENNEDY* He 
explained that he had a lot of free time since he lost his 
job in October 1974 and that he had started thinking about 
these matters and formulating his pwn theories. He said * 

that his memory has become somewhat hazy and that he is 
uncertain as to names and dates and much of the other informa- 
tion. 

It was pointed out to MARGESON that some of the 
information he had furnished was contradictory to that fur- 
nished by Sheriff ALLEN L. CAPWELL, Wyoming County', Warsaw, 

New York, as related by CAPWELL as having been told to him 
by MARGESON. MARGESON stated that his only explanation is 
that Sheriff CAPWELL must have misunderstood him. 

• 

It is noted that MARGESON* s home has the appearance 
of a one room shack and was in a disorderly condition. 

MARGESON was contacted at approximately 8:15 AM and still had * 
not arisen. Although MAP.GESON speaks relatively well, he 
appears to confuse fact with his own theories. 

Dallas, Los Angeles and New Orleans evaluate results 
of the above interview and advise the Bureau.

A stocky, iron-jawed man 
who looks much younger than 
his SO yean, he was bom 
Frank Angelo Fkrini in Nor- 
folk, Va. He joined (be V £. 
Karine Corps at the start of 
World War II and fought 
through the Pacific with the 
famed First JUlder Battalion. 
Alter the war, he served hi the 
Air Force, Army and Navy 
Reserve, 

He had the perfect training 1 
for a secret agent The Marine 
Corps taught him judo, knife- 
fighting and jungle warfare, 
technique*. The Air Forte 
taught him to By a plane and 
the Navy Reserve trained him 
to handle small, fast sh ( p*. 

The Army completed this 
education. During a hitch in 
Germany, be was assigned to 
a security unit that handled, 
top-eecret reports from Allied 
intelligence agents all over 
Europe. This was his Introduc- 
tion to the dark world of es- 
pionage and intrigue. 

In Berlin during the chilliest 
part of the cold war, he met 
Ms first real spy. She was a 
beautiful actress who ako was 
an agent of Haganah, the 
secret army formed to defend 
the new state of Israel 
When he returned to civilian 
life, Frank became a Hagmah 
courier — perhaps the only 1 
Roman Catholic in this giwjp. 

In the 1900s, he went to Miami 
to visit an uncle who had 
married a Cuban exile. Jlrr 
family was dose to Carlos 
Frio, the Cuban president who 
was ousted in 1952 by a 
military coup led by Fulgrtic io 
Batista. Frank met Prio and 
other wealthy Cubans whose 1

"Later, when thb revolution 
was over, I received orders to 
go to Havana.

His new 
contacts, Frank said, were CIA 
agents, one of whom was the 
embassy’s military attache, 
Castrol immediately placed 
his most trusted officers to 
command of the Cuban mili- 
tary services.

Special congressional committee urged * 


Congress should set up a special 
committee to oversee the activities of 
the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
and Federal Bureau of unvestigmtion 
(FBI), former U.S. Sen Sam Ervin, D- 
K C, said in Dallas Wednesday. 

Speaking in the art forum aeries at 
Temple Shalom, Ervin said the con- 
gressional committees which presently 
oversee the highly sensitive agencies 
' have not performed their duties in a 
proper fashion. 9 * 

He said the CIA is presently under 
the Jurisdiction of the senior members 
of the House and Senate armed 
services committees, while the FBI Is 
under the senior members of the House 
and Senate judiciary committees. 

Ervin said It was obvious to Urn, 
through his experience as chairman of 
the special Senate Watergate investiga- 
tion committee that the CIA and the 
FBI have not been properly monitored. 


He said pending legislation would 
specify the obligations of both agencies 
to a new special committee. 

Ervin ranged ovrr a aide variety of 
subjects in Ms talk before a capacity 
audience at the temple. 

He quoted from poets, historians, 
playwrights and the Bible fat making 
points an the Watergate "tragedy” and 
the present economic plight of the 
United States, and in explaining his 
Stands on various controversial meas- 
ures during his long tenure in the 
Senate. 

He was asW why he thought 
former President Kixoo did not burn 
the Watergate tapes.

He 
said he believed Nixon "had the moat

He was also asked why he opposed 
parage of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment which a number of women's 
groups have been seeking.

He went on to say the last five 
decisions of the U.S. Supreme Court 
dealing with laws on woman's rights 
indicated the court would hold unconsti- 
tutional the statues of any state which 
drew on Inequitable dlstittctkA between 
men and women. 

Ervin aho explained why he op- 
posed consumer protection legislation 
to set up a federal consumer affairs 
bur tier acy.

Ford ? pardon of Nixon. 

He Mid Ford explained he pardoned 
Nixon from spy and all future 
Watergate allegations because he could- 
n't get a lair trial, because he had 
already stiff * red enough and because It 
was Fold s personal Inclination to do 
ao. 

Ervtn said fhe fair trial and 
suffering matters were for courts to 
deckle, not tlie White House.

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I am 25 years old, married, and have one daughter. I am currently 
in the process of transf erring from Eastfleld College to the Univer- 
sity of Texas at Dallas, and my major field of study Is Philosophy. 

My grade point average at Eastfleld as of May, 1975 * as 3*82 from a 
possible *1.00. I am a member of the Naval Reserve, in Inactive 
status, and during my two year tour of duty was assigned to the Naval 
Security Group, where I was granted five different types of security 
clearance, two of which were Top Secret (Codeword). I am a lifetime 
resident of Dallas. 

I recently viewed the Abraham Zapruder film of the assassination of 
President Kennedy. The film raised some doubts In my mind as to the 
accuracy of the conclusions drawn by the Warren Commission, so I began 
some research on my own. I have read substantial portions of the 
Beoort of the President’s Commission on the Assassination of President 


John F. Kennedy (commonly known as the Warren Report ) and the 26 
volumes of Hearings Before the President’s Commission on the Assassins 
tlon of President Kennedy (referred to herein as Hearings' ). It is my 
opinion that the Warren Commission could have been mistaken In some 
vital asDects of their conclusions. I think that It would be worth 
your time to consider the points which follow. 

The dlstemce from the sixth floor window to President Kennedy 
at the head phot (the only 6hot which can be accurately placed) was 
265.3 feet. (Report, p. 110) 

The 6peed of the limousine, while traveling an average speed of 
il.2 m.p.h., actually slowed abruptly and then accelerated while the 
shots were being fired (Hearings, Vol. Ill, 220-221, 266; VI, 233* 

VII, 440, 487). Note, this Is not after the shots were fired, but 
during the period of time between the first and last shots. 

The rifle allegedly used by Oswald was a 6.5 millimeter Mannllcher 
Cercano Italian military rifle Model 91/38. As to this weapon, J. Edg 
Hoover wrote to J. Lee Hankln, General Counsel to the Commission "...t 
accuracy of the rifle would depend upon the quality of ammunition usee 
the condition of the weapon at the time of firing and the expertness 0 
the shooter..." (XXVI, 103). 

R. W. Botts, the District Manager of the Winchester-Western 
Division of Olln Mathleson, the company the Commission determined 
manufactured the cartridges, (Report, 646), said that his company 
made 6.5 ammunition "during World War II" (XXVI, 62), and an FBI 
firearms expert told the Commission that the 6.5 ammunition was 
"re-imported into this country and placed on sale" (III, 400). It 
would seem, then, from the testimony, that the ammunition used was 
20 years old.

safety design fault". In addition, according to J. Edgar Boo Ter*# 
testimony referring to FBI tests, the Mannllcher-Carcano’s 
"telescopic sight could not be prooerly aligned with the target, 
since the sight reached the limit of its adjustment before reaching 
accurate alignment” (XXVI, 104). Ketal shims had to be added to 
the sight before it could be tested for the Commission (III, 443-444). 


While in the Karine Corps, Oswald was tested twice to determine 
his accuracy with a rifle ( Report , 191). In December, 1956, he 
scored 212 ( Report , 195), and in May, 1959, be scored 191, a single 
point over the minimum for ranking in the lowest Marine Corps cate- 
gory (Report, 191)« The last score was described by the head of the 
Records Branch of the Karine Corps Personnel Department as a "rather 
poor shot" ( Report . 191 , 488). 

The sequence of rifle fire as described by the Commission was 
as follows: the first shot hit Kennedy and Connally, the second 

shot went wild and did not strike In the limousine, and the third 
shot hit Kennedy (Report, 111-11 7 ). The minimum time Oswald had to 
fire all three shots was 4.8 seconds; witnesses estimated the time 
at 5 to 6 seconds. ( Report . 117). The FBI determined that the absolute 
minimum time required to operate the rifle was 2.3 seconds, and this 
without aiming at a moving target (III, 407). When shooting at a 
moving target, it was estimated that 1 second should be added, giving 
a time of 3*3 seconds for each shot (III, 407). Therefore, the FBI 
tests put Oswald’s firing time at 6.6 seconds. From -this, the 
Commission alleges that Oswald had 2.3 seconds between each shot. 


The Commission, then, would have us believe that Oswald shot 
100 yards, at a decelerating and then accelerating target (actually 
two lines of motion are evident, the limousine and Kennedy within the 
limousine), firing an "Inaccurate" rifle considered "unreliable on 
repeat shots"; using 20-year-old ammunition, Oswalcl himself a "rather 
poor shot". In a time interval of 4.6 seconds, (or 6.6 seconds, 
depending on whether you accept the Commission’s or the FBI’s figures) 
and accurately struck John Kennedy twice, killing him the second time. 
This, for me, Is very hard to accept. 

1 have no personal theories as to what happened In Dallas on November 
1963 , but I do feel that the Y/arren Commission left far too many 
questions unanswered, and too many gaps in their conclusions. 

I therefore urge you to support Bouse Resolution 204. It is my ' 
opinion that It would be in the best Interests of this country to 
have the questions surrounding the event resolved, whether the answer.* 
support or disagree with the findings of the Warren Commission.

Ten years ago, Gerald Ford and his colleagues on the Warren Commission led

the official Investigation of the assassination of President Kennedy, In August 
1972, Attorney General Klelndlenst suggested, with unintended accuracy, that the 
original Watergate investigation would natch the Warren Commission's work in 
extent and thoroughness. The cloak of national security in which Richard Nixon 
tried to wrap himself was successfully used to impress the investigators (up to 
and including Earl Warren) with the delicacy of their job - which was not to find 
. the truth, but to reassure the nation that the truth had been found, 

- A contribution to this reassurance was a book published in 1965 by Ford 
(with his assistant, John R. Stiles), titled "Portral^of the Assassin." Ford . 
testified at his Vice-Presidential confirmation hearing that his intention was

and the FBI. Although efforts were made to suggest that overzealous reporters 

had generated it, it is clear that various police sources were encouraging the

in June in response to a suit by author and Warren Commission critic Harold 
Weisberg. The cover page of the transcript alleges that it contains "information 
affecting the national defense of the United States'* and that its disclosure to ax 
unauthorized person was "prohibited by law."- Ford^ use (presumably not authorize 
was a violation of the security-classification system, but (like the publication/ 
of the Pentagon Papers) probably not illegal, ' . 

The full transcript shows that Ford edited it as badly as Nixon edited the 
Watergate transcripts. His biggest distortion was to present this discussion in 
support of the false claim that the Commission Investigated the allegation "with 
an intensity o.f purpose that left no stone unturned," The Commissioners were 
well aware of the obstacles to a proper investigation of the FBI-Oswald story,* 
and of other Issues, They knew the Inadequacy of what they world end up doing. 
The Warren Report ultimately relied on statements by the FBI and the CIA that 
Ovwald had not been an Informant, The Commission never even saw all of the FBI's 
files on Oswald. Although the factual situation is complicated, there is very . 
strong evidence that the FBI did have a special relationship with Oswald which 
was not revealed to the Commission, The FBI apparently did not respond to Oswald' 
leftist activities with authentic concern, 

The Commission members clearly Understood the worthlessness of a categorical 
denial from an intelligence agency. As a matter of policy, they were told, the 
CIA would lie to protect an informant or a&ent, unless otherwise instructed by

For example* the CIA may not have told the Commission about all 
their records on Oswald's wife or his activities in fiexico* This memo specifies 
documents and people who could clarify the Warren Commission's work with the CIA

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1. INTRODUCTION U M 

A. FEDERAL INTELLIGENCE ^pNCIES AND THE KENNEDY ASSASS^t lON 

Even before the disclosures of the .last three months, there w»*r»* ample 
reasons for on investigation of improper activities by the CIA and the i'll in the 
case of Lee Harvey Oswald, and of the extent of the cooperation between these 
agencies and the Warren Commission. ^ , 

After the assassination, allegations were promptly made that Oswald had U**n 
an informant or employee of some intelligence agency (and that therefore the 
Secret Service had not been warned about him). Even though the Warren Cowoission - 
took these reports very seriously, it failed to properly investigate either this 
specific charge or the exact nature of the relationships between Oswald and the 
CIA, the FBI, and military intelligence. 

The bulk of the Commission's investigation was done through various federal 
agencies, notably the FBI. Thus these agencies were in large part responsible 
for the coverup of much of what the Commission was supposed to be reporting for 
.the American people. It is clear, for example, ' that the FBI misled the Warren 
Commission about the extent of its files on Oswald, and also in other ways dis- 
couraged the Commission from examining the implications of some of the. Bureau's 
intelligence-gathering methods - e.g., the interception of several of Oswald's 
letters to left-wing political groups. Hoover sidetracked the Commission's 
investigation of the allegation that Oswald had been an FBI informant, and went 
through semantic contortions to deny the fact that Jack Ruby had apparently been 
a Potential Criminal Informant for the FBI. 

B. THE UTILITY OF * A STUDY OF THE RECORDS . - 1 , 

The Oswald case provides an unusual opportunity to check the practices and 
records of one intelligence agency against the files kept by other agencies, a 
great deal of information has been published by the Warren Commission, made 
available in the National Archives, or preserved there but not released. This 
includes the purportedly complete files on Oswald of the CIA, the State Department, 
and the Defense Department (including the Office of Naval Intelligence),' as well 
as a list of the FBI Headquarters file. There is, however, evidence that those 
files are not complete, and suggestions that sensitive or improper activities, 
domestic and foreign, were not fully recorded in the appropriate files. An 
analysis of the flow of records in this case could provide a "control" study 
useful in other cases. This would be particularly helpful if credible allegations 
of Improper- CIA activities are not supported by the records made available to > 
the Investigating committees. ■ }■

Copies of available documents which are cited can be obtained from me. where 

possible, 1 have specified known but unavailable records which might he relevant. 

1 have deliberately excluded certain extremely implausible allegations for 

which the purported evidence is weak. Charges have even been made that the CIA 

or the FBI- was responsible for the assassination. .Despite the lack o‘f evidence 

or logical support for many of these allegations, they are, I think, a matter of 

substantial public concern. A serious attempt to answer specific questions which 

have been raised seems appropriate. 1 am concerned that bad evidence tends to 

drive out good evidence! the necessary rebuttal of some of the wilder allegations 

must not become an excuse for avoiding more complicated, but more plausible, ' 

charges. . : ’ 

Consideration should be given to the possibility of disinformation being 

used by some intelligence agency to focus attention away from less sensational - 

but more serious charges. Within the past year someone has gone to the trouble 

of putting together and making available to some Warren Report critics a false 

FBI document relating to purported connections between Jack Ruby and the federal 

government.* Also, statements have been made about a purported anti-Kennedy 

National Security Council memo which (if it exists at all) may well be the result

of a disinformation effort. 


II. THE CIA AND LEE HARVEY OSWALD 1 • , 

A. QUESTIONS -ABOUT DOMESTIC CIA INTELLIGENCE CATHERINC 

The first three of these questions may not be very significant in 'the 
assassination investigation, but they might lead to new information about the 
extent of certain questionable CIA activities. 

1. GOVERNMENT KNOWLEDGE OF LETTER SENT TO OSWALD IN RUSSIA 

Did the CIA intercept a letter and money order which Oswald’s mother seijt 
to him shortly after he defected to Russia? If, as the record suggests, this 
did happen, why do the FBI and CIA files given to the Commission not fully 
reflect this? : .

The CIA has 
claimed that this program was In operation in I960 in only one city.* 

- It is also quite possible that the FBI got its information about this private 
transaction from the bank. The money order was purchased on a Friday, and the 
' FBI learned of it on Monday - ahich seems a bit fast for a mail interception. 

The CIA file on Oswald given to the Commission contains no information on 
this other than the FBI report.'* The relevant FBI file was not given to or listed 
for the Commission. 7 The FBI should be asked specifically about their source 
for this report. 

2. CIA ATTENTION TO OSWALD’S POLITICAL ACTIVITIES 

In the summer of 1963, Oswald engaged in various legal political activities 
In New Orleans on behalf of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. He distributed 
literature on the street several times, once being arrested after getting iritp 

a scuffle, and participated in a radio debate.- * 

The FBI sent the CIA copies of six reports entitled "Lee Harvey Oswald” or ' 
-"Funds Transmitted to Residents of Russia,” including four after his return to 

tfce u.S. in 1962. .This seems proper, since as a former resident of Russia he was 

** * • 

of interest to the CIA. It may be more significant, in terms- of the extent £f^ 

CIA attention to domestic. dissent, that the FBI also sent the CIA a report __ 
entitled "Fair Play for Cuba Committee - New Orleans Division." In fact, this 
report dealt only with Oswald and "A. J. Hidell,” later determined to be his 
alias.* 

An attempt should be made to understand the dissemination of that report 
inside the Agency - that Is, to see whether it was processed not only as a report 
on Oswald but as a report on a politically active group. That might lead to a 
better understanding of the CIA's handling of such information on other groups. 

It should be determined if any CIA personnel (employees or informants) were 
aware of Oswald's activities in New Orleans. The Warren Report says that the

was Oswald; the other was Carlos Brlngulcr, an anti-Castro Cuban citizen livini* 
in' Few Orleans.^® , - v ;;: *. 

Apparently these men were Indexed to record their connections with the FJ*;C 
and the DRE (Revolutionary Student Directorate, possibly a CIA-supported group) 
respectively. This is in itself of no particular .significance in connection, with 
the assassination, but an explanation may shed some light on the CIA's file-building 
procedures* 

A. THE 5*4 CAMP STREET CONNECTION 

The most provocative link between Oswald's activities in Mew Orleans and 
the CIA is his use of the address 544 Camp Street on some of his pro-Castro 
literature. One office in that building had previously been occupied by one of . 
the two principal offices of the Cuban Revolutionary Council, a ftont organization 
established by the CIA (reportedly through E. Howard Hunt) in connection with 
the Bay of Pigs invasion.-.^ It is apparently true, as the Warren Report noted, 
that the CRC had left 544 Camp Street some time earlier, and that Oswald himself 
never actually rented an office there. However, at the time of the assassination, 
another office at 544 Camp was occupied by Cuy Banister, a former FBI agent who 
was still active in intelligence work, especially Cuban activities. The Banister 
Connection was never pursued by the Warren Commission. 

- The 544 Camp connection was extensively publicized at the time of Jim 

* * * A * 

Garrison's "Investigation." Numerous reports surfaced of witnesses who could 
link Oswald with David Ferrie and others who hung around Banister's office.. 
Unfortunately many of these reports come from sources who must be considered 
unreliable, and who might have had reasons of their own for exaggerating this link. 

The most promising source of hard evidence on this matter would be a close study 

• • i 

of the pre-assassination FBI and CIA records* - 

From a document not given to the Warren Commission but released to me under 
the Freedom of Information Act, it can be firmly established that the FBI knew 
before the assassination about Oswald's use of 544 Camp Street as an address for 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. This fact was not mentioned in the appropriate 
contemporaneous reports, and was apparently not checked out at the time, even ■ 
though FBI field offices had been specifically asked to be on the alert for 
. FPCC activities, and the FBI did check out other similar leads (such as the Post . 
Office Box on some of Oswald's literature, and the alias A. J. Hldcll), . 
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had known about Oswald’* of 544 Camp Street earlier ,^Ad suppressed th«: link 
to Banister by (iving hlffddTtts (531 Lafayette Street )^^ihout i ndicati r»r. 
that it was the same corner building as 544 Camp Street. Sven the liaitecj +z*>iu t 
of documentary evidence which has not been kept from the Warren Conimi:;sion <*r»‘J . 

the public strongly suggests .that the FBI was keeping hands off Oswald’s activities, 
quite plausibly because the Bureau believed that he was not in fact a pro-Castro 
activist but was working for Banister or for some official intelligence agency. 

5. ALLEGATIONS THAT OSWALD WAS A CIA INFORMANT 

The Commisi.ion heard, and was concerned about, allegations that Oswald had 

been a CIA or FI I informant.** The Commission’s rebuttal rested largely on 

affidavits provided by CIA Director John McCone and J. Edgar Hoover.* * However, 

the members of the Commission had been told in secret session by Allen Dulles 

that the CIA would generally not admit someone had been an informant or agent, 

14 

even under oath, except at the specific direction of the President. This fact, 

which was apparently pot passed on to the Commission’s working staff, makes the 

CIA’s pro forma denial totally worthless. 

An attempt to resolve this matter now should include interrogation of the 

appropriate lower-level CIA personnel. One should also try to specify and 

evaluate the specific situations in which Oswald might have been approached by y 

the CIA. One obvious possibility was on his return from Russia, from the . 

existing record, he was not debriefed by the CIA, which in itself seems odd.*^ 

iJnlike another defector who returned at about the same time, Oswald was not 

questioned by the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee.*^ (Oswald was met on - 

his return by a case' worker for the Travelers Aid Society, who was also an * 

official of an ’anti-Bolshevik’ organization with strong intelligence connections.**) 

The extent of the CIA’s routine coverage of people returning from Russia is not 

known, but it was extensive enough to net a photograph taken by a tourist in 

Minsk which (after the assassination) was found to show Oswald. The question 

is, therefore, not just whether the CIA ever contacted Oswald, but if n«jt ‘why not. 

In 1962, Oswald prepared (and had typed) a manuscript about his life in 

Russia which was full of the kind of details which might logically be of interest 

to the CIA. The Warren Report’s brief account avoids the evidence that Oswald

did not keep all of the material which was typed for him. Inquiries should be 
■ made to see if the CIA got any of it, perhaps under circumstances which would 
not have led to it being filed under his name. r . 

Considerable publicity has been given to allegations that Oswald was a CIA 
informant for which there is no substantial direct evidence. It should be. 

. noted that it is considerably more likely that he had an informant relationship 
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In October 1963 the learned of Oswald** visit i^i 1, Ru?.si»m Emb.i i.:.jr 
in Mexico City* Several ^oto^taphu were obliiin<*d, prtMiW'lj' fr«>r. <i >V*xW’.#n 
police surveillance camera at the Embassy, of a still-unidentified Embassy 
visltdr wHo does not physically resemble Oswald. This man was identified as 
Oswald In a CIA telegram to the FBI before the assassination. The explanation 
of the mlxup in identification, if that is what it was, was not released by the 
Warren Commission. Some CIA explanation, true or not, is presumably in the 
withheld documents at the Archives. It may also tie that the unidrntif led man 


was an associate of Oswald, or an impostor. 
2 . 
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INTERCEPTED CONVERSATIONS BY OR ABOUT OSWALD IK MEXICO 
An Fbi report on Oswald in Mexico strongly suggests that the CIA inter- 
cepted, at least. two phone calls between the Cuban and Russian Embassies in which 
Oswald was discussed. During one phone call Oswald was apparently on the phore 
himself. 22 The CIA also had detailed Knowledge of Oswald's conversation with a 

guard at the Soviet Embassy $ including the fact that he spoke broken Russian; 

23 

this conversation may also have been bugged. A recording of these calls would 
be important evidence as to whether an impostor was making some of these contacts 
on Oswald's behalf. The CIA has declined to tell me whether any such recorded 
conversations now exist, or to release any relevant records to me.\ 

3. DID E. HOWARD HUNT KNOW OF OSWALD'S ACTIVITIES BEFORE THE ASSASSINATION? 

It has been reported that E. Howard Hunt was the CIA's acting station chief 
in Mexico City during August and September 1963, which might overlap with Oswald's 

visit starting in late September. 2 ^ Hunt has reportedly denied, to the Rockefelle 

. 25 - * 

Commission that he met Oswald at that time. It should be determined if Hunt 

• * 

had any knowledge of Oswald's activities , .whether or not he met him. This 
tequires an examination of contemporaneous CIA records relating to Oswald, and 
an understanding of -the flow of communications within the ClA station. A number 
of the internal CIA communications were turned over to the Warren Commission (and 
are still withheld) 26 * however, they may not include all the information needed 
to determine- who in the CIA station had substantial contact with the Oswald case. 


4. ‘ THE HANDLING OF THE STORY OF "D" 

An attempt should be made to understand what role CIA personnel night have 
played in building up, disseminating, and then denigrating a report that Oswald 
had received money to kill Kennedy from someone at the Cuban Embassy in Mexico 
City. 22 , The circumstances suggest that someone with intelligence connections was 
eager to push the idea that the Cuban government was behind the Kennedy assassl** 
nation. .. ■ -

At first this story was treated with considerable respect. The CIA commun- 
ications (which went to the White House as well as the FBI* the Slate Department, 
and the Secret Service) show that the agency was taking the allegation quite 
seriously. ■ Alvarado was said to be of questionable reliability but not wholly 

discredited) the CIA described him as a "very serious person who speaks with. 
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conviction." 

It is known that President Johnson was concerned about a Castro plot when 
he set up the Warren Commission* and that he did not accept all the conclusions 

of the Warren-Report t it has been reported that he specifically believed that 
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the assassination was a retaliatory act by the Cuban Communists. That Is* * 

the apparent effect of the story 6f *'D M - which may have been intended - was 

to impress upon President Johnson (and thus -ultimately on the Warren Commission) 

the potential threat of an international incident posed by the reports that 

Castro was behind the assassination, and (by extension) by any alternative to 

• - 

the lone-assassin hypothesis. 

_ The Warren Report concluded that Alvarado was lying about having seen 4 

Oswald, but did not explore the possible implications of a planted false story.^ 

It is plausible - that a major conscious or subconscious motivation for a coyerup^ 

was a desire to avoid allegations of conspiracy such as this one which were 

thought to be untrue but which might lead to very serious problems. Some 

observers have recognized a pattern of anti-Castro allegations arising from 
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intelligence-related sources* including Watergate burglar Frank Sturgis.. « 

5. CORRELATION OF VARIOUS AGENCY FILES AND ACTIONS CONCERNING OSWALD 

• The files of the FBI, State, and Marines on Oswald before the assassination 
reflect various peculiar actions which might be explained not only by Oswald, 
being an agent of the agency which was acting oddly* but by a belief that he was 
working for someone else. Such an evaluation* of course, would probably never , 
be written down; it would be detectable only through resulting agency -actions or 
omissions. . , *" • ' 

As far as I know* the Warren Commission never did the required kind of. 
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detailed comparative »tu ^j> f the intelligence agency I i(^j. Consider ahl«* Z 
attention was given to th^post striking anomalies In thf^pate Department file, 
notably the Department's efforts to facilitate Oswald's return from Russia, and 
the case ylth which he got a new passport in late 1963. Even in th*» rase «*l tlw 
State Department, however, the Commission did not get into all the major f|u«-*.timw; 
about the evaluation of Oswald. For example, the Commission examined the reason?, 
why the Passport Office did not react te the CIA telegram about O.swald's visit 
to the Russian Embassy, but failed to explore the reaction of others, primarily 

the Office of Security, for whom the telegram was more relevant. • 

• , 

The relatively sparse CIA file does not reflect any such strikingly 
peculiar actions. However, close study of the CIA file by a.i expf?rt might reveal 
if they did anything odd in the Oswald case. It is quite possible, for example, 
that someone in the CIA recognized that his defection and return might have been 
a mission for (e.g.) military Intelligence, and that the Agency therefore kept . 
away from his case, making no attempt to question him about his stay in Russia. 

6. POSSIBLE UNUSUAL CIA INTEREST IN DEFECTORS 

In I960, the year after Oswald's move to Russia, the CIA and the State 
Department exchanged some correspondence relating to defectors in gpneral. The 
purpose of this study, which included ^compiling statistics and making lists of 
Americans who had defected, is not clear. Although this material was given. to 
the Warren Commission, apparently no explanation was asked for or provided. 

There have been rumors that Otto Otepka, who worked on this project and with - 
Oswald's file while he was head of the State Department's Office of Security, was 
• suspicious of the way the Oswald case was handled. .He should be/ given the 

opportunity to present any relevant information he might have. 

• . 

7. POSSIBLE CIA CONTACT WITH OSWALD THROUGH ALEXIS DAVISON 

Oswald's notebook contained the name and address of a Russian living in 
Atlanta who was identified as the mother of the U.S. Embassy Doctor, Alexis 
Davison. Davison had routinely examined Oswald's wife when the couple was 
preparing to return to the U.S. in 1962. Davison gave no persuasive explanation 
of why he gaVe his mother's address to the Oswalds, suggesting only an understanding 
that they could look her up if they happened to be in Atlanta. Davison told the 

m - 

Secret Service he did not remember the Oswalds, but later recalled the contact 
quite clearly for the FBI and said he did not recall giving his mother's address 
to any other people who were going back to the U.S. *■ ••• 


In. December 1962, Davison was charged by the USSR with receiving information 
from the American spy Oleg Penkovsky. Evidently, in addition to his 



official duties as a medial doctor and an Assistant Air 
cnr,JC**d In very scnsltlvejfctelllgence work.

S.. REPORT OF DALLAS CIA AGENT FAMILIAR WITH OSWALD

peorge DeMohrenschildt* a man with many hints of Intel licence connections 

in his own background who helped the Oswald family in Dallas* testified that 

before doing so he asked one or more of his friends if that would be okay. One 

person whom he said he may have askc*d about Oswald was J. Walton Moore* win 

he thought was ai FBI agent?^ Moore was probably in fact with the CIA: he inter- 

- viewed DeMohrenschildt at length in 1957 after his trip to Yugoslavia. He did • 

have an office in a government building and was listed as an M employee« U.S. 
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government j H the ill told DeMohrenschildt that Moore was not with the FBI. 

The Warren Commission seems not to have been interested in this or other 

reports that the government had indicated that Oswald was not someone who had 
34 

to be avoided. An attempt should be made to identify Moore's employer* determine 
what he. knew. about Oswald* and what he may have told DeMohrenschildt or anyone 
else. ~ * - * 

9. ALLEGED PRESENCE OF CIA AGENT AT PARKLAND HOSPITAL , 

Within an hour of the assassination* a CIA agent presented his credentials 

to a Secret Service agent at Parkland Hospital and said that he would be ' 

• • 

"available.** It Is not clear what he might have been expected to do. A short 

time later an unknown FBI agent had to be forcibly restrained fpom entering the 
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emergency room. .. Apparently the Commission did not investigate' either of these 
occurrences. As far as I know the CIA was not asked what action they may have 
taken in -Dallas or in Washington after Kennedy was shot or after Oswald was 
arrested*. 

10. QUESTIONABLE RECORDS OF OSWALD'S SECURITY CLEARANCE 

One of the peculiarities in Oswald's military records which is suggest ive. 
o.f an intelligence connection has to do with his security clearance. The personnel 
file which was given to the Commission by the Marine Corps reflected only that 
Oswald had been given a Confidential clearance. However, persuasive testimony 
indicated that Oswald (like the other men in his unit) must have been cleared at 
least for Secret information. When the Commission staff asked about this discrep- 
ancy* the Marine Corps said* in effect* that if Oswald was doing Secret work then 
ho must have had Secret clearance. The Commission apparently did not press for 
a proper answer or otherwise resolve this problem. . -

Marines while actually Corfu nuing government employment fat some f«rl of 
Intelligence work. There Is firm evidence that the Department of Defense was, 
not telling the truth when it claimed that it had given the Warren Commission 
all of its records on Oswald. ‘ His pay records, for example, were submitted 
months after that claim. There is solid documentary evidence of other omissions. 

There are also hints of further missing records! the FBI was told soon after 

. 

the assassination that the CIC and C1D files at the California base where Oswald 

had served In 1959 had nothing on Oswalds some of the California Marine Corps 
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files .had been forwarded to Washington. These files might be expected to 
contain the records of any investigation for a high-level clearance. 

11.- ALLEGED PHOTO OF HUNT AND STURGIS IN DALLAS 

The Rockefeller Commission is reportedly checking out and rebutting the 

allegation that E. Howard Hunt and Frank Sturgis (also known as Fiorini) appear 

In the photographs of -several men apparently picked up by the Dallas police 

immediately after the assassination. These photographs, represent an authentic 

unresolved mystery, it is true; however, the men pictured have been "positively 

identified" on previous occasions, as other "suspects" in the assassination. 

Aside from the absence of any striking similarity in appearance, it is. 

inherently most unlikely that a professional intelligence operative like Hunt 

(who got a wig just* to interview Dita Beard) would get himself photographed 

without a disguise at the scene of an assassination if he had anything to do 

with it. ' 4 ?. * 

While such allegations should be seriously checked out, they should not be 
• • 
allowed t.o distract attention from more plausible but less spectacular evidence 

of improper CIA activities in connection with Oswald or the assassination 

investigation. To allow that to happen would be to invite disinformation efforts 

by the Agency and its friends. 

C. STATEMENT BY JAMES ANGLETON 

• It is quite possible that a CIA investigation of the assassination of 
President Kennedy was among the domestic activities which recently caused concern 
within the Agency. At the time of his resignation as head of the CIA's Counter- 
intelligence Division, James Angleton was quoted as making the following remarks 
when Seymour Hersh asked about alleged CIA wrongdoing and his domestic activities; 

"A mansion has many rooms and there were many things going on during the period 
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of the [^anti-war (NYT addition)] bombings. I'm not privy to who struck John." • 
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what he may have been retiring to. "Who struck John" a lilcrary 

reference or cliche which not familiar to we. It nay IWc been a reference 
to some other John - e.g., Hltchell. Also* it is conceivable that "Who Struck 
John" 'was 'some sort of code name for a CIA study of the Kenn»*dy assassination. 

' Angleton should be asked to explain that statement, and whether he it 
aware of any CIA investigations of Oswald or the assassination, particularly ........ 

any which nay have reached conclusions different from the Warren Commission 0 ®* j-- 
Regardless of what Angleton now says he meant by his comment, an intended 
reference to John Kennedy seems as likely as any other explanation. 


D. AVAILABILITY OF DOCUMENTARY MATERIAL 

Warren Commission Document [CD] 692 purports to be an exact copy of the 

CIA’s pre-assassination dossier on Oswald. Of the material predating Oswald’s 

Octooer 1963 trip to Mexico, almost all has been released; most is information 
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from other agencies. A good part of the Mexico material is still withheld. 

A number of other Commission Documents and internal memoranda deal with 

the CIA’s pre- and post-assassination investigations. Some of the withheld 

CD’s would be very interesting! e.g., CD 935, a Top Secret CIA memo dealing in 
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part with the reaction of the Cuban IntelliG^nce Service to the assassination. 

# • 
Enough of the CIA material submitted to the Commission has been released to. 

provide a basis for the formulation of appropriately specific questions. 

Certainly most* of the still withheld material should be released at this 

time. ’ However, overemphasis on the material at the Archives should be avoided. 

Erroneous claims are frequently made that many of the Warren CoAvnission files 

have been locked up for 75 years from the date of the assassination. In fact* 

there ls.no such fixed-term withholding. All of the withheld material is 

reviewed every five years# and in addition is subject to agency and judicial 

review under the Freedom of Information Act when a request is made by any citizen. 

Some of the withheld material might even remain withheld for more than 75 years. 

In fact# an extraordinary amount of Investigative material (largely raw data in 

FBI reports), has been released or published. This was done to some degree over 

the objection of the FBI# 

It is probable that the most sensitive material in government files on Oswald 
never reached the Warren Commission. I ain sure that was the case with the Fbl 
files# only a small fraction of which were given to the Commission. 

In response to iny Freedom of Information Act requests# the CIA has told me 
that they #, are highly in favor of declassifying everything possible in connection 
with the records of the Warren Commission. The most convincing motive for us to 
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merely go to support ( hc W.luslons of the Warren Coinmis^^n and dispel ««ny 
possible confusion or suspicion that the continued classics ion r.ty l»av«* 
raised. "^ • (This motive has been balanced against the protection of classified 
information and Intel licence sources and methods.) 1 expect that this, is a 
sincere opinion, at least as it applies to the CIA material in th*» Archives,, 
(The following section examines the indications that the CIA did not make a 
full disclosure to the Commission.) Of course, even the currently available 
material invalidates many of the Commission's conclusions. 

Because of these facts, the demand for release of the Warren Commission's • 
records should be only s part cf the demand for full disclosure. At the very 
least, the' CIA should be asked about files other than CD 692 in which there is 
any reference to Lee Harvey Oswald or to members of his family* - 


III. THE CIA AND THE INVESTIGATION OF THE ASSASSINATION 

A. POSSIBILITY THAT INFORMATION WAS WITHHELD FROM THE COMMISSION 

l. FALSE CIA STATEMENT TO THE FBI ON NOVEMBER 22, 1963 

On the day of the assassination, an FBI agent from the Washington field 

office Interviewed Birch D. O'Neal of the CIA for the purpose of obtaining "any 

information" in the CIA files on Oswald. According to the FBI's report, he 

"learned there Is nothing In CIA file [sic] regarding Oswald other than material 

furnished to CIA by. the FBI and the Department of State." That was certainly 

untrue, most conspicuously with regard to the important CIA-originated material. 
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about Oswald's trip, to Mexico. , ,* 

The possibility that the FBJ mlsrecorded the CIA statement 'must be acknow- 
ledged^ The Bureau's headquarters file included some CIA-created records,* so the 
Bureau should have known that the CIA claim was wrong when they reported it to 
the Warren Commission* Whatever O'Neal's exact statement about the CIA file was, 
it seems clear that the CIA did not want to immediately reveal to the FBI the 
full extent of their coverage of Oswald, and the serious problems raised (e.g. 
by the photographs of the visitor to the Russian Embassy)* 

The significance of this FBI report is not primarily that material was 
withheld from the FBI, since some of it had been turned over previously and more 
apparently was forwarded quite soonj it is that at least once the CIA made a 
false statement about the extent of their Oswald file* 

2. TOPICS ON WHICH DISCLOSURE MAY HAVE BEEN LIMITED . 

(a) Marina Oswald , * 

The FBI told the Warren Commission that their case on Lee Harvey Oswald was

that it was the FBI's practice to interview Immigrants from Communist owrt»n*'s ' 

"on a .selective basis," and that Marina Oswald had been selected. The 
results of this FBI practice would seem naturally and properly to be of Interest * 
to the CIA. However, ’the CIA Tile on Lee Oswald does not give any indication of 
CIA interest in Marina specifically. There is no apparent reference to any effort 
by or with the FBI relating to Russian immigrants.' (The routine transmittal 
slips for the FBI reports on Lee Oswald do not refer to the FBI's case on Marina.) ' 
The CIA should be asked to produce any records it has or. Marina Oswald. 

.The Agency should be asked if they ever contacted her as a petential informant 
or otherwise, directly or indirectly. .She may well have been known to the CIA 
through Russians in Dallas, some of whom had links to CIA-supported groups arid 
might well have been reporting to the CIA on the activities of the Russian 
community. * * 

(b) Oswald's contacts with Albert Schweitzer College 

• When Oswald left the U.S. in 1959, he had indicated on his passport appli- 
cation that he intended to attend Albert Schweitzer College. This is a small ^ 
Unitarian-affiliated school in Switzerland specializing in advanced studies in 
philosophy and the liberal arts. Oswald had Indeed been accepted by that .school, 
despite the apparent absence of the proper references and background. When he 
failed to show up, an investigation was undertaken by the FBI through its Legal 
Attache in Paris, perhaps in part at the request of Oswald's mother through her 
Congressman. Since. the relevant FBI records have-not been made available, I 
do not know whether any of them were sent to the CIA, but that would have been 
appropriate. It should be determined if there was any FB1-CIA liaison on this 
matter (and if not, why not)} and, if so, why there is no record of it in the 
CIA file on Oswald, CD 692. 

The CIA, the FBI, and ONI should also be asked if there was any intelligence 
Interest in Schweitzer College, or any direct or indirect government support. 

That might explain Oswald's peculiar contacts with the College. If the CIA 

evaluated this matter in documents provided to the Warren Commission, they should 

0 

be made public, * 

(c) The unidentified man photographed in Mexico City • 

(See section 11, B. I supra . ) I am confident that the CIA ultimately did 

provide an Explanation of this "mistake" which was good enough to satisfy the 
Warren Commission. However, there are strong indications that the CIA was not 
candid with the Commission at first. The Commission first learned about the

3. CIA ASSERTIONS OF FULL DISCLOSURE '■ 

CIA Director McCone and Deputy Director Helms testified that the substance

Specifically, since some 
records had Oswald's middle name as "Henry," the extent of their search involving, 
variant names should be examined.

B. KEY PERSONS IN THE CIA - HARKEN COMMISSION INVESTIGATION 

Raymond Rocca* who recently resigned from the Counterintelligence Division, 
was the CIA's liaison with the Warren Commission. Arthur Dooley, who retired in 
1973, was apparently one of the CIA men most involved in the investigation.

According to a Commission memo, Richard Helms was one of -the two men at a _

The name "of the second man has been withheld. He should be identified and both 
should be questioned.

C. THE CIA'S OWN INVESTIGATION OF THE ASSASSINATION 

1. CIA CAPABILITY FOB AN INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION 

The CIA, of course, openly worked with the Warren Commissidn in areas 

involving Foreign activities. In addition, the Agency was given the ability to 

assess much of the evidence In other areas. At the Commission's request, the 

FBI sent the CIA not only material with foreign aspects, but also reports on 

possible subversive activities by Oswald in the U.S.) the FBI also forwarded to ; 
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the CIA all the major investigative reports coming out of the Dallas office. 

The Secret Service was also asked to send the CIA a number of its reports* 
Including all interviews of Marina Oswald. ^ „ 

On occasion during the life of the Commission* the CIA actively suggested 
further investigation. For example* one Agency memo said it was of considerable 
importance to investigate the report that Oswald had attempted suicide in ku.ssia* 
and that if necessary his body should be exhumed to sec if he really did have a 
scar on his wrist.

a public report within a reasonable time, did not even adequately pursue all # 
the important leads in the material the FBI did submit. The CIA was not sp ( _ 
constrained. 

2. UNKNOWN CIA CONCLUSIONS 

The CIA Interest in the assassination continued after the Warren Commission 
finished Its work. For example, more than two months after the Warren Report 
came out, the CIA asked for a copy of the Zapruder film of the shooting. Accord- 
ing to the' FBI, it was requested "for training purposes.** Presumably this 

means for training photoanalysts. \ 

The FBI - Commission study of this film was superficial. Most notably, the 
Warren Report failed to mention, much less explain, the fact that Kennedy wa* 
driven forcefully backwards by the fatal shot (which, according to the Commlssion f 
came from behind him).

reoorts to draw attention away from serious questions which involved the Agency#

2- A letter from the same CI\ agent to Senator Russell explaining 
the whole plot. The letter explains that "Mr. Oswald and his activities 
came under my scrutiny during 19G2 and 19G3"»..11o was involved in a 
conspiracy to murder the former Chief Executive during the latter 

part of September 19G3". 

3- A letter from the same CIA agent to senator Kennedy, including 
the letter to Sen. Russell, and giving more data on the conspiracy. 

4- Three F13I reports thut the CIA ugent "accused the FRI of not 
attempting to prevent the assassination of President Kennedy." 

5- One Secret Service report indicating that Marina Oswald did »wt 
recognize the CIA agent. 

Needless to say, the Uorren Commission did not call the ClIA 
agent as a witness, nor is there any indication that 'they in any 
way investigated his claims. And, of course, the Rockefeller 
Commission, which concluded ihut "there was no credible evidence 
of any CIA involvement" In the assassination of Tres. Kennedy, did 
not call this man us a witness. (The CIA agent says, in his letter 
to Sen. Russell, "In the summer of 19G3 I received instructions to 
initiate certain action against Mr. Oswald."

I am 25 years old, married, and have one daughter, I am currently 
In the process of transferring from Eastfleld College to the Univer- 
sity of Texas at Dallas, and my major field of 6 tudy is Philosophy. 
My grade point average at Eastfleld as of May, 1975 was 3»82 from a 
possible 4.00, I am a member of the Naval Reserve, In inactive 
status, and during my two year tour of duty was assigned to the Nava* 
Security Group, where I was granted five different types of security 
clearance, two of which were Tod Secret (Codeword). I am a lifetime 
resident of Dallas, 

I recently viewed the Abraham Zapruder film of the assassination of 
President Kennedy. The film raised some doubts In my mind as to the 
accuracy of the conclusions drawn by the Warren Commission, so I begf 
some research on ny own. I have read substantial portions of the 
Report of the Presidents Commission on the Assassination of Preside? 
John ?. Kennedy (commonly known as the Warren Report ) and the 26 
voluraesof Hearings Before the Presidents Commission on the AssasslT 
tlon of President Kennedy (referred to herein as Hearings ) . It is m; 
opinion that the Warren Commission could have been mistaken In some 
vital aspects of their conclusions. I think that it would be worth 
your time to consider the points which follow. 


The distance from the sixth floor window to President Kennedy 
at the head shot (the only shot which can be accurately placed) was 
265.3 feet. (Report, p. 110) 


The speed of the limousine, while traveling an average speed of 
11.2 m.p.h., actually slowed abruptly and then accelerated while the 
shots were being fired ( Hearings , Vol. Ill, 220-221, 266 ; VI, 233? 
VII, UkO, JU87 ) * Note, tfils is not after the shots were fired, but 
during the period of time between the first and last shots. 


The rifle allegedly used by Oswald was a 6.5 millimeter Kannlich 
Cercano Italian military rifle Model 91 / 38 . As to this weapon, J. E 
Hoover wrote to J. Lee Rankin, General Counsel to the Commission 
accuracy of the rifle would depend upon the quality of ammunition us 
the condition of the weapon at the time of firing and the expertness 
the shooter..." (XXVI, 103). 


R. W. Botts, the District Manager of the Winchester-Western 
Division of Olln Kathieson, the company the Commission determined 
manufactured the cartridges, ( Report , 6?»6), said that his company 
made 6.5 ammunition "during World War II* (XXVI, 62), and an FBI 
firearms expert told the Commission that the 6.5 ammunition was 
"re-imported into this country and placed on sale" (III, 1*00). It 
would seem, then, from the testimony, that the ammunition used was 
20 years old.

The October ( A6 U Issue of K pcharilr typifies the 

K^Rnilcher-Carcajttas "...crudely made, puuJW Juilgned, dangerous 
and Inaccurate. .Kutfiandy, crude, unreliable on repeat shots, has 
safety design fault". In addition, according to J. Edgar Hoover's 
testimony referring to FEI tests, the Kannllcher-Carcano'a 
•"telescopic sight could not be properly aligned with the target, 
since the sight reached the limit of Its adjustment before reaching 
accurate alignment" (XXVI, 104), Ketal shims had to be added to 
the sight before It could be tested for the Commission (III, 443-444) 

While In the Karine Corps, Oswald was tested twice to determine 
his accuracy with a rifle ( Report , 191). In December, 1956, he 
scored 212 ( Report , 191), and In Kay, 1959* he scored 191, a single 
point over the minimum fcr ranking in the lowest Karine Corps cate- 
gory ( Report , 191). The last score was described by the head of the 
Records Branch of the Karine Corps Personnel Department as a "rather 
poor shot" ( Report , 191, 488). 

The sequence of rifle fire as described by the Commission was 
as follows: the first shot hit Kennedy and Connally, the second 

shot went wild and did not strike In the limousine, and the third 
shot hit Kennedy (Report, 111-117). The minimum time Oswald had to 
fire all three shots was 4,8 seconds; witnesses estimated the time 
at 5 to 6 seconds ( Report , 117). The FBI determined that the absolute 
minimum time required to operate the rifle was 2.3 seconds, and this 
without aiming at a moving target (III, 407). When shooting at a 
moving target, it was estimated that 1 second should be added, giving 
a time of 3*3 seconds for each shot (III, 407). Therefore, the FBI 
tests put Oswald's firing time at 6.6 seconds. From this, the 
Commission alleges that Oswald had 2.3 seconds between each shot. 

The '■'ommisslon, then, would have us believe that Oswald shot 
100 yards, at a decelerating and then accelerating target (actually 
two lines of motion are evident, the limousine and Kennedy within the 
limousine), firing an "inaccurate" rifle considered "unreliable on 
repeat shots".; using 20-year-old ammunition, Oswald' himself a "rather 
poor shot". In a time interval of 4.6 seconds, (or 6.6 seconds, 
depending on whether you accept the Commission's or the FBI's figures), 
and accurately struck John Kennedy twice, killing him the second time. 
This, for me. Is very hard to accept, 

I have no personal theories as to what happened In Dallas on November 
1963 * but I do feel that the Warren Commission left far too many 
questions unanswered, and too many gaps in their conclusions, 

I therefore urge you to support House Resolution 204. It is my 
oclnlon that it would be in the best interests of this country to 
have the questions surrounding the event resolved, whether the answers 
support or disagree with the findings of the Warren Commission,

telephoned me to advise that he wished to discuss smaller oi nnpor 
with either Mr. Kelley or me in connection with the Kennedy assassina- 
tion. He did not wish to discuss it over the phone and wished to meet 
in person. Afterchecking with Mr. Kelley as to his commitments, I 
advised Mr. that Mr. Kelley would b e availab le to see him at 

his convenience on Monday, 7/7/75, and Mr. ^|||||||| advised he would 
clear up some pending appointments and arrange to be in Washington on 
Monday morning. 

Mr. ^QH^^met with the Director and me on Monday morning, 
7/7/75, and discussed the fact that he had been advised by a source, 
whose identity he could not reveal but whose reliability he had no reason 
to doubt, of two allegations which warranted the Bureau's attention but 
apparently had not been previously brought to the Bureau's attention. 

One was an allegation that Lee Harvey Oswald had actually visited the FBI 
Office in Dallas following a visit by Agent James P. Hosty, Jr. , to the 
Pierce residence (actually Paine residence) and possibly left a threatening 
letter. This visit was later covered up following the assassination of 
President Kennedy by Oswald. The second episode related to a call made 
to the Bureau Office in Dallas, before the slaying of Oswald, warning that 
Oswald would be shot; further, that this information had been conveyed to 
the Dallas Police Department, however, the following day Oswald was shot.

Mr. Gunderson, Mr. Shanklin, Assistant Director 
Bassett (Inspection Division) and Supervisor William E. Nettles (General 
Investigative Division) were briefed concerning the allegations and advised 
that Mr. Kelley desired to have this matter promptly reviewed and appropriate 
inquiries conducted to det er mii^B_w^^^er there is any substance to the 
information furnished by MrJp^^j| I also advised them that we are of 
necessity maintaining Mr. confidence during the course of any 

discussions or interviews which might take place. 

Mr. Bassett made available the enclosed information indicating 
l that there was documentation concerning the fact that an anonymous call 
had been made to the Dallas Office regarding a group that intended to kill 
Oswald and that this information had been furnished to appropriate 
authorities, including Chief Curry of the DanasPolice Department. With 
approval of the Director, I contacted Mr. on 7/11/75 and furnished 

him the location of appropriate documents appearing in the Warren 
Commission Report consisting of four FD-302S.

There were at most 5 or 6, maybe even 7, a secretary 
who is now in New England. . . . Hosty and his Supervisor Ken Howe. 

The secretary said something about it to a friend. The major thing 
that was wrong, we didn't notify other agencies. . . the police and 
Secret Service of Oswald's visit. There are so many people who 
have come in, lettershave come in, somebody could just have put it 

aside didn't make much of it. That changed the whole course of 

history.

"Oswald was very upset. He wanted Hosty to stop harassing her. He 
threatened Hosty. Nobody did the follow-up on this. That’s where it 
went wrong. I don’t believe any of this ties to any conspiracy. I don’t 
think there is any truth to any CIA involvement. The only involvement 
was with the investigation of Oswald in Mexico. The Mexican Embassy 
thing. He bad been to Cuba" 


Information conveyed was that Agent Hosty had gone to the Pierce re- 
sidence seeking to ascertain the location of Oswald for routine follow-up 
because of his prior trips to Moscow and to Cuba. Lee Harvey Oswald 
was not at the house. Mrs. Pierce and Marina Oswald were there. 

Mrs. Oswald apparently was frightened and because of her limited 
English, did not understand the nature of the visit. She may have even 




tried to hide behind the refrigerator. She did come out. She did take 
down the license number of Mr. Hosty’s car. That license and his : 
name do appear in the Oswald diary which is part of the Warren • 
Commission testimony. 

Source said to own knowledge, the information regarding Oswald’s 
visit was not relayed to the Warren Commission. 


The second episode relates to the call which was made to the Bureau 
offices the day before the slaying of Lee Harvey Oswald in Dallas. 
According to source, information was conveyed that Oswald would be 
shot. SA Shanklin sought to contact Police Chief Curry, whose phone 
was off the hook during the evening. Information concerning the 
threatening call was conveyed to Dallas PD, who advised that all 
precautions in transfer from Dallas Jail to County Jail had been taken, 
including use of armored car.

On July 7, 1975, Assistant to the Director - Deputy Associate 
Director (Investigation) James B. Adams and I met In my office with an 
Individual who has requested tbat his identity be concealed. On this 
occasion this person discussed the fact that he had been advised by a 
source whose identity he could not reveal, whose reliability he had no 
reason to doubt, of two allegations wlilch he believed warranted the 
Bureau's attention but apparently had not previously been brought to 
r* ; the Bureau's attention. 




One was an allegation that Lee Harvey Oswald had visited the 
FBI office in Dallas sometime prior to tl« assassination of President 
Kennedy for the purpose of talking to Special Agent James P. Hosty, 

Jr. hi the absence of Mr. Hosty, Oswald allegedly left a note which 
was threatening in nature. Farther, that this visit and note were not 
properly reported following the assassination of President Kennedy 
by Oswald. . ^ 

The same individual related a second episode as furnished to 
him by his source to the effect that a call was made to the Bureau office 
in Dallas prior to the slaying of Oswald warning that Oswald would be 
shot. Fhrther, that this information had been conveyed to the Dallas 
Police Department. However, the following day Oswald was shot.

Also, it was necessary to determine, if possible, the identity of the 
employee who would have been tn the position to have received such a 
note as alleged from Lee Harvey Oswald. There was no information 
developed as a result of these reviews indicating that Oswald had ever 
visited the Dallas Office of the FBI or that he had left a note, ha fact, 
a review of pertinent testimony before the President's Commission on 
ths Assassination of President Kennedy disclosed that Ruth Hyde Paine 
in her testimony on March 19, 1964 , testified that Oswald had told her " 
that he had stopped at the downtown office of the FI3I and tried to see 
the Agents and left a note, ft was her impression that this note was 
irritating. By way of background, in the Fail of 1963, Marina Oswald, 
the wife of Lee Harvey Oswald, was residing at the residence of 
Mrs. Paine at Irving,.

Following completion of the above >referred-to file reviews and 
in the absence of any information Indicating that Oswald had visited the • 

■ Dallas Office, It was readily apparent that certain Interviews would have ; ; 
to be conducted. Accordingly, Assistant Director Bassett made plans to 
depart for Dallas on the evening of Sunday, July 13, 1975. However, be* 
cause of another urgent matter his departure had to be delayed. Accordingly 
be departed for Dallas on the morning of July 15, 1976.

According to Howe, subsequent to the assassination of President . 
Kennedy, in searching for a serial or Hie of some sort in the workbox-7 "v 
of SA Hosty he came upon a note which obviously appeared to be from 
Lee Harvey Oswald. He stated tl*at he has no present recollection of the 
wording in the note hut there was no doubt in his mind that it was from 
Oswald and that to his recollection the note appeared threatening in nature. 
He stated that he recalled taking the Tiote to either SAC Shanklin or ASAC 
Clark. He claims that following reporting of this incident that the matter 
was never discussed by him with anyone and he has no knowledge what 
action, If any, was taken by the individuals to whom he delivered the note. 

r I telephonically advised you on July 17, 1075, of the Information 
received from Mrs. Fenner and BA Howe and also that SA Hosty and 
former ASAC Clark would be interviewed. 

Subsequently, on July 21, 1976, Kenneth C. Howe contacted an 
Inspector who was then conducting an inspection of the San Diego Office. 

At tills time he furnished another sworn statement, a copy of which Is 
attached. According to Howe, in giving this matter additional thought he 
recalls that upon finding the letter in question In the wcrkbox of SA James 
Hosty, which appeared to have been prepared by Lee Harvey Oswald, he 
Immediately and personally delivered the letter to then SAC Shanklin. He 
stat' d that he Is not able to recall the exact date that ho found the letter 
hut states it was after Oswald had been arrested and believes that it was 
after he had been shot. He said that be seems to recall that SAC Shanklin 
expressed some consternation but cannot remember specifically what he 
said.

Mr. Shanklln also stated categorically that lie had no knowledge 
cr Independent recollection of Howe ever bringing th9 matters he mentions 
to Mr. Sbanklln's attention, either before or after the assassination. 
Moreover, he advised that he has no Independent knowledge of Hosty 
ever discussing Oswald being at the office, leaving a note for Hosty and ; 
was certainly never shown any note by Hosty, Howe, or anyone else. ‘ / 
Be states unequivocally that he never told Hosty or anyone to destroy any 
note. Be points out that after reading Boety's description of the note, if 
there was one and If It had been brought to his attention, be certainly 
would have Instructed that same be Included in an appropriate report. 

He notes further that there would have been no embarrassment as far as 
he can see to the Bureau or to anyone except possibly Hosty for net 
handling It a little more expeditiously. 




Mr. Shanklln made particular note of the fact that he recalled 
; that some time subsequent to the assassination information came to his 
attention that Oswald may have been seen in a garage immediately adjacent 
to the Dallas Office. He recalls that he ordered this matter to be Investi- 
gated.

This letter is in response to the distortions and outright falsities \ 
printed about me in the article written bv William W. Turner, titled i

I request that the Free Press either print a retraction of such lies 
and distortions or publish this letter. 


Mr. Turner, who spent ten years as a Special Agent of the FBI, is not 1 
unfamiliar to me. He has authored similar articles, both during my 
imprisonment in the United States and while I was detained in the 
German Democratic Republic, in which he knowingly and purposefully 
cited numerous lies about me. He has proved himself adept at putting 
words in my mouth and misquoting his sources of information to lend 
credence to his major untruths, a skill he probably developed while 
serving with the Bureau’s intelligence-security division. His recent 
claims cause me to wonder whether or not he ever left the FBI. 

Professor Richard H. Popkin, from whom Mr. Turner obviously Collected 
much of his latest baloney, is a character that I feel should either 
purchase a hearing aid or consult a psychiatrist. Each of my so- 
called discussions with him (all but one occurred over the telephone) 
were duly tape-recorded by me, and if he did in fact assert what Mr. 
Turner has attributed to him about me, then he too is a liar. 

I am listing the following facts in rebuttal to the Tumer-Popkin 
fable* 


The "papers" that I "carried" when arrested did not show me to be a 
"decorated hero of the Korean War," nor did they reveal anything 
about "a career in Army intelligence." More to the point, the docu- 
ments found in my possession and under my control (some of which were 
, returned to me only last year by the FBI) ensured my incarceration 
for a longer period than I had anticipated. They als.o guaranteed my 
being held practically incommunicado for many months (for eleven 
months I was not even permitted to read a newspaper), not to mention 
the curtailment of my most basic constitutional safeguards.

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I have never stated to anybody, either verbally or in writing, that 
in 1963 I was an agent for the CIA, although in 197^ I did state, 
under oath, that I thought I had been functioning for the CIA during 
part of 1963 * Mr. Turner is also aware that less than two months 
after President .Kennedy's death FBI agents confronted me with their 
suspicion that I had "acted as an unregistered agent for a foreign 
power," inferring that I was a spy for one of the Cuban intelligence 
services (several years later the CIA, through one of its "former" 
case officers, accused me of having been a Soviet spyi still later, 
one FBI agent suggested that I had worked for the Chinese). 

The registered letter that was dispatched at my instance to FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover in September 19^3 (not necessarily on the 
13 th) revealed sufficient details to warrant an immediate investiga- 
tion (if not the arrest) of Lee Harvey Oswald and two Cuban refugees. 

I certainly "assumed" that some "action" would be taken by the FBI. 

I was not the least bit "frantic" about anything in September 1963* 

I did not set foot inside the Republic of C\\ba durinff that month. 

To my knowledge I have never talked to any "Castro aides." The main 
distinction between some American intelligence officers that I knew 
and hired killers were the procedures utilized in murdering their 
victims and/or the methods U3ed to disassociate themselves and the 
0. S. government from their crimes. 

I had no fear of being implicated "in the planned assassination" at 
the time of my arrest or prior thereto. 

The two letters that I mailed to James L. Rankin, General Counsel to 
the Warren Commission, were not sent through "private channels." They 
were sent through proper jail authority. 

I have never claimed that I "squirreled away a snapshot of (myself) 
with Lee Harvey Oswald taken in Jackson Square in New Orleans in 1963**: 
I have never stated that I am "willing to surface and tell (any) story 
to Congress" or to anybody. And I did not reveal any details about 
Mr. Oswald to Professor Popkin that are "new" or unknown to the FBI.

NOTE: Recent exposure of 
what many consider to be im- 
proper CIA activity, both at 
home and abroad, has 
reawakened interest in decade- 
old challenges to official ver- 
sions of the assassinations of 
John Kennedy. Robert Kennedy 
and Martin Luther King. As new 
facta also begin to emerge, 
Congress faces growing 
pressure to reinvestigate the 
JFK assassination. 

What follows are the strange 
stories, disclosed here tor the 
first time, of two figures — 
Richard Case Nagell and Luis 
Angel Castillo — long of interest 
to assassination researchers. 

WILLIAM W. TURNER 
SAN DIEGO, < PNS ) — On SepL 
20. 1963. a rangy man with a 
vertical scar on his forehead 
strode into the State National 
Bank in El Paso. Tex., and re* 
quested $100 in travelers’ 
checks. Before the teller could 
comply, he whipped out a pistol 
and fired two shots into the ceil* 
ing. Then he waited to be 
arrested. 

Police quickly realized that 
the suspect. Richard Case 
Nagell, 32, was no ordinary 
bank robber. Papers he carried 
showed that he was a decorated 
hero of the Korean War who had 
gone on to a career in Army 
Intelligence before being dis* 
charged with the rank of captain 
In 1959. 

Why had he pulled the non* 
robbery? 

Last week Dr. Richard H. 


Popkin. a philosophy professor 
at Washington University in Si 
Louis, stepped off a plane in the 
nation's capital lugging a brief- 
case containing documents il- 
luminating the strange case of 
the man who shot a bank. Also 
crammed into the briefcase was 
a thick sheaf of papers relating 
to a bizarre "Manchurian Can- 
didate” episode in the Philip- 
pines In 1967. 

Both the Ei Paso and Manila 
incidents. Popkin said in an in- 
terview before leaving for 
Washington, were linked to the 
Oallas assassination of John F. 
Kennedy on Nov. 22, 1963. They 
would “crack the case wide 
open,” he predicted. 

The slight, bearded academi* 
clan was stopping in 
Washington to present his dis- 
coveries to Attorney General 
Edward Levi and the Senate 
Select Committee on 
Intelligence Activities before go- 
ing on to a conference of learn- 
ed philosophers. 

The Second Oswald 

Popkin is no stranger to the 
’JFK investigation. In 1966 he 
published The Second Oswald, 
which chronicled several In- 
stances of someone imper- 
sonating the man later accused 
of slaying the president. At the 
time the book gained scant 
attention, but recently it was dis- 
closed that as early as June 3, 
1960, FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover himself wrote an in- 
terdepartmental memorandum 
citing evidence of an Oswald 


Imposter, The FBI knew Oswald 
at that time as a defector to 
Russia, and. some conspiracy 
theorists believe, as a possible 
CIA agent 

Popkin said he had been In 
touch with Richard Nagell. now 
living near San Diego, and had 
learned about Nagell’s 
friendship with Lee Harvey 
Oswald. Nagel! has fascinated 
assassination researchers ever 
since an FBI report filed with the 
Warren Commission quoted 
him as saying he had met with 
Oswald in Mexico City and Tex- 
as. But the former intelligence 
officer had been inacessible. He 
remained in prison for the El 
Paso caper until his conviction 
was reversed for insufficient 
evidence in 1967, after which he 
dropped from sight. 

Nagelt’s Version 

Nevertheless, researchers 
were able to glean some picture 
of Nagell's significance from his 
defense pleadings and cryptic 
letters from prison. 

In August 1963 Nagell, work- 
ing as a CIA agent, learned of a 
domestic plot to assassinate the 
president, involving Oswald and 
anti-Castro Cubans. He in- 
formed his CIA superior but 
feared nothing would be done 
because he lacked details. On 
SepL 13 he dispatched a letter 
warning J. Edgar Hoover of the 
plot but again assumed no ac- 
tion would be taken. 

As Nagell understood It, 
Kennedy was to be shot In 
< please turn to page 331 
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Washington about Sept. 26 (as 
it turned out. JFK left Sept. 25 
lor a whirlwind tour of the West). 
Frantic, Nagell flew to Havana 
on Sept. 19 to see If Castro 
aides could shed light on the 
assassination plot, but the only 
advice they could offer was to 
execute Oswald in the hope that 
would stop the plan. 

• But Nagell left Cuba deciding 
that he “was an intelligence 
agent, not a killer." Flying to El 
Paso via Mexico City, he walked 
into the bank the next day for 
"the sole purpose of having 
myself arrested and detained by 
federal authorities'* — ap- 
parently- fearing that his 
association with Oswald would 
Implicate himself in the planned ■ 
assassination. 

Nagell was in the El Paso jail 
when Kennedy was shot In 
Dallas two months later. He sent 
an offer to testify before the 
Warren Commission through 
“private channels" but received 
no reply. 

Dedicated Leftist 

In hls recent discussions with 
Popkin, Nagell has revealed 
new details about Oswald. He 
first met Oswald, he said, in the 
late fifties at the U.S. naval base 
at Atsugl, Japan, where Oswald 
was a Marine Corps radar 
specialist They became friends 
but didn’t encounter one 
another again until August 1963 
when Nagell learned of the plot 
against Kennedy. 

Disputing claims that Oswald 
had ties with the CIA, Nagell 
believes that Oswald was a 
dedicated leftist who was duped 
by anti-Castro exiles involved in 
the conspiracy. Posing as 
Castro G-2 Intelligence agents, 
the exiles wheedled Oswald into 
becoming a "fall guy" by playing 
on his Castro sympathies, pain- 
ting Kennedy as anti-Castro and 
promising that he would be 
spirited to Havana after the 
assassination. 

Nagell told Popkin he met 
with Oswald both in Mexico City 
and New Orleans, hotbeds of 
the anti-Castro movement. 
“Nagell claims he has squirrel- 
ed away a snapshot of himself 
with Lee Harvey Oswald taken 
In Jackson Square In New 
Orleans In 1963,” Popkin as- 
serted. In ttie picture are two 
other men, both anti-Castro 
Cubans, who were pretending 


to Oswald that they worked 
Castro's G-2." 

If this photograph does exir 
it would lend credibility f. 
Nagell's account And Nagell is 
willing to surface and tell his 
story to Congress. Popkin says, 
provided protective conditions 
are met. 

“Manchurian Candidate" 

Popkin Is also convinced that 
the Manila "Manchurian Can- 
didate" case was connected to 
the JFK assassination. On 
March 2. 1967. a man named 
Luis Angel Castillo was detain- 
ed by the Philippine National 
Bureau of Investigation after he 
had contacted left-wing Huk 
guerrillas. Questioned under 
truth serum and hypnosis, 
Castillo blurted out a tale of hav- 
ing been taken to a building in 
Dallas, Tex., the day Kennedy 
was shot, handed a rifle 
assembled from components 
hidden in a bowling bag and in- 
structed to fire at a man in an 
open car sitting next to a lady. 
The signal to fire would be given 
by mirror flashes. 

The story caused a brief sen- 
sation at the time. The Manila 
Times bannered: " 'JFK Plotter* 
in Manila!" Wire service dis- 
patches to the United States 
said Castillo was a “Cuban- 
trained Communist agent” who 
hadn't shot because he heard 
that a man named Joe "had 
already shot the man in the 
open car." The story was so Im- 
plausible that it quickly died. 

Not long ago the hypnotist 
who conducted the interroga- 
tion of Castillo for the Philippine 
authorities arrived in this coun- 
try under the name Vincente R. 
Sanchez. When Popkin took a 
took at hls reports, his eyes 
popped. 

The reports termed Castillo a 
“zombie" — a hyp- 
noprogrammed robot. 

Double-Agent Network 

Sanchez extracted Castillo's 
rambling story over a period of 
weeks. Castillo, then 26. was In- 
ducted around 1960 into ft 
“Special Operations Group" 
which afforded him paramintary 
training. In 1961 he participated 
in the Bay ol Pigs invasion, as a 
pilot for the CIA. Thereafter he 
infiltrated a double-agent 
network, posing as a Com- 
munist in Venezuela and li- 
quidating a Communist agent In 
Mexico. 

In talking about the JFK 
assassination, Castillo — 
despite some disjointed 
phrases — was nevertheless 
able to describe in some detail 


• the room from which he was to 
sho ot and how his control agent 
^felered. "They got him already. 

get out of here." After the 
rifle was disassembled and 
stuffed in the bowling bag, he 
was hustled into the car which 
had brought him to the building. 
It stopped twice within blocks to 
pick up other men. 

In 1967, according to 
Sanchez, Castillo was 
programmed to assassinate 
Philippine President Ferdinand 
Marcos after openly associating 
with the leftist Huks — which 
would implicate them in the 
assassination. Popkin points 
out that this is a similar ploy to 
the one Nagell attributed to the 
anti-Castro Cubans' use of 
Oswald.* 

Until recently the Castillo 
episode might have seemed a 
logcial impossibility. But the 
release of the Rockefeller 
Report, with its revelations 
about secret CIA projects to in- 
duce behavior modification in 
unsuspecting subjects, make 
the possibility of a "Manchurian 
Candidate" more than mere 
fantasy. (In the Robert Kennedy 
assassination. Dr. Bernard Dia- 
mond. who examined Sirhan 
Sirhan for the defense, testified 
that he believed Sirhan was 
hypnotized at the time of the 
shooting.) 

Although the current 
whereabouts of Castillo is un- 
known, the Sanchez reports 
contain the names of six per- 
sons who supposedly ran his 
network, including the "control 
officer" and a woman who hyp- 
notized him. Popkin's own in- 
vestigations have shown that 
these people do exist 
Through Popkin their stories 
have now been passed on to the 
Attorney General and tha 
Church Committee. 

William Turner's latest book. 
The Cuba Project, the story of 
the CIA's secret war against 
Casfro, will be published this tall 
by Houghton Mittlin. ' □ .

I 
informed Muchow that we had received no special authorization and in 
fact by statute, which citation I could not recall, the FBI is empowered .... 

! to place people under oath in conducting our investigations and the * — - 

authorization was applicable to any individual and not restricted to just 
Government employees. He also mentioned that in the Mitchell case 
•. Judge Sirica had dismissed a charge against Haldeman of furnishing - 
1 false information to Bureau Agents and wondered if in that instance 
Haldeman had been placed under oath. I informed him I had no knowlege 
of this but I would check it out and let him know. (Mr. Mintz advises 
that in the Haldeman matter the Agents had not placed Haldeman under 
v .. oath and Judge Sirica would not proceed because the oath was not given.)

Muchow stated he understood that there was a question as to 

the source being available either today or tomorrow in Washington, D. C., 
and if so would the Department be able to see the source and question him. 

I advised Muchow that the source, to my knowledge, was not in Washington, 
D. C. , and I had no knowledge that he planned to be in Washington, D. C. 
He then asked whether or not it would be possible for the Department to 
submit some questions to the source through the Bureau. I advised him 
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that I could not give him an answer in this regard but reiterated what I 
had told Mr. Belcher on 8/15/75 that to my knowledge the source had 
given every bit of information he had concerning this matter to Bureau 
officials early in July, 1975. He then asked if an FD-302 had been 
prepared concerning the interview of the source and I informed him that 
an FD-302 had not been prepared but if he he would desire this inter- 
view could be reduced to an FD-302. I again pointed out to Muchow 
there was no question but that the source had given every bit of informa- 
tion at his disposal which had been included in our letter to the Attorney 
General. 

Muchow stated that he and others in the Criminal Division 
had been reviewing this matter over the weekend, including review of 
Warren Commission hearings and observed that in reviewing the Warren 
Commission report, Marina Oswald did not testify concerning whether 
she knew of Oswald's visit to the Dallas Office and of a note he may have 
left there. Muchow thought Marina Oswald would be a logical person to 
be interviewed and wondered if I knew of any reason why she should not 
be interviewed to which I replied in the negative. I told him it was my 
understanding that she is still in the Dallas area, fa this regard Muchow 
also thought the police officer who reported a conversation with SA Hosty 
« would be a logical person to interview and this refers to a conversation 
Lieutenant Revill, Dallas Police Department, claims SA Hosty had with 
him on an elevator wherein he claims Hosty made reference to Oswald 
being violent. 

' Muchow stated at this time it appears that the following options 
are available and named them as follows: 

; 1. Refer the matter back to the FBI for farther interviews. 

: 2. Have the FBI conduct farther investigation with the Depart- 

ment outlining specific questions that should be asked. 

3. Ask that the PBI allow someone from the Department to 
— * sit in on subsequent interviews.

depositions in question and answer form.

6. Utilization of polygraph. Concerning the polygraph, 
Muchow asked what the Bureau’s position would be on this and he was 
informed that there have been instances in the past when employees 
have been requested to take a polygraph. 

After citing the above options, Muchow asked what my thoughts 
were as to the various options and I told him that I was not in a position 
to speak for the Bureau and he requested that these options be furnished 
to Mr. Callahan and he was assured they would be. He did make reference 
to the fact that it would appear that in conducting further inquiry the FBI 
would be investigating itself and I informed him that this is nothing new, 
we have highly skilled personnel who in the past have conducted inquiry 
involving our personnel, that we let the chips fall where they may, and 
this matter would be handled in the same fashion. 

In conclusion, Muchow pointed out that from a review of the 
information we have furnished the Department to date it is felt that there 
are a number of ’’one on one” situations and further pointed out that it 
seems the higher up one seems in the echelon the more general was the 
response of the person being interviewed. He stated he and several 
others in his office are continuing to review this material and he did 
not anticipate reaching any conclusion for several days. 

I asked him if he had received any inquiry from the Deputy 
Attorney General’s office today and he replied in the negative.

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Mr. Callahan: 


You called this morning to advise that hopefully we will be 
receiving a response from the Department in the very near future con- 
cerning the Dallas situation. You mentioned that apparently the ”hang- 
up" in the Department was the fact that on three of the interviews the 
individual being Interviewed was not given a waiver of rights and on all 
of the other interviews such a waiver was obtained. The following is 
in response to your question in regard to the foregoing situation: 

Initially I suppose it can be honestly stated that the obtaining 
of a waiver of rights was not considered germane to the inquiry. I say 
that because there was some doubt certainly as to the accuracy of the al- 
legation and secondly it was necessary to obtain what information we 
could before we even knew what we had. Mrs. Fenner, the first person 
interviewed, was not given a waiver of rights. Frankly, I was surprised - 
by the information she furnished and such a waiver never even occurred 
to me. I must also admit that the information she furnished was suspect 
in my mind. Anyone interviewing Mrs. Fenner, I feel, would have had 
the 6ame feeling. 

The second person interviewed was Howe in San Diego. As 
you will note from the background information, nothing to support Mrs. 
Fenner’s allegations was obtained from Howe upon submission of his 
first affidavit other than the fact that he had heard Mrs. Fenner say 
something to the effect that Oswald had visited the Dallas Office prior 
to the assassination. Following submission of his first affidavit, however, 
Howe became more candid and for the first time some credence to 
Mrs. Fenner’s statement was established. 

• ^ 

Hosty is tie third person interviewed and as in the first two 
• instances no waiver was given to Hosty. It was following the Interview 
of him that we had what I would say definitely established that Oswald 
did indeed visit the Dallas Office prior to the assassination and did 
indeed leave a note. 
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Hosty was interviewed on a Thursday and on that evening 
Mr. Kelley was advised personally in Kansas City by me of the results 
of these three interviews. On the following morning, Friday, I again 
discussed the matter with Mr. Kelley and it was at this point that he 
felt a determination should be made from John Mintz as to the need for 
obtaining a waiver of rights from anyone else interviewed in connection 
with the matter. Mr. Kelley called Mr. Mintz and we both talked to 
him. During this discussion John was of the opinion that should any 
prosecution arise as a result of this inquiry our failure to give the waiver 
of rights to the above three people would not be "fatal." However, he did 
feel that in handling any subsequent interviews in regard to the matter the 
individual interviewed should be furnished a waiver of rights for his or 
her consideration. Mr. Kelley at this time recognized the fact that we 
could be asked why the first three individuals interviewed were not so 
furnished a waiver. He took the position that these constitute our initial 
inquiries, that they were probing in an effort to obtain the facts and once 
establishing that there was credence to the initial allegations we would 
proceed with the waiver of rights. 

This was done and all of the six subsequent interviewees fur- 
nished a waiver of rights.

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ADDENDUM BY LEGAL COUNSEL, 8/27/75, JH:mfd 

The Miranda warning (warning of constitutional rights) is 
really only required by law in a custodial situation. The FBI, prior 
to the Miranda' c ase and subsequent to that decision, has given a state- 
ment of constitutional rights in situations not actually required by law. 

Our policy is to go beyond the legal requirements to insure this constitutional 
safe-guard. 

The FBI Handbook, Part EL, Page 12, indicates *fct the beginning 
of an interview with any known subject of a Bureau case, or any person 
under arrest or for whom arrest is contemplated on completion of the 
interview or later, or any other person so strongly suspect that he is now 
to be interviewed for a confession or admission of his own guilt in the 
case rather than merely as a possible source of information, such person 
must be advised of the names and official identities of the interviewing 
Agents, the nature of the inquiry and must be warned of his rights . . . . ” 

This basic rule applies to employees as well as non-employees 
and there appears to be no justifiable basis for adopting any new policy 
which would pertain to Bureau employees as opposed to the general 
interviews we conduct. Essentially, our rule is that an individual is given 
the Miranda w arning when he is the focus of a potential criminal investigation 
and when his comments may constitute a confession or admission of guilt. 


With regard to this specific matter, the early interviews were 
designed to determine whether there was any validity to the basic allegation. 
It was not until after these interviews were conducted that it was realized 
that the allegation may have had some substance and that there were potential 
criminal ramifications as opposed to a mere disciplinary matter. 

Since none of the persons interviewed were in a custodial 
situation, there was no legal requirement to give them the Miranda warning 
and the failure to do so should not be fatal to any potential prosecution. 

We fcegan giving the warnings when in the judgment of Bureau officials 
there were potential criminal ramifications which is in accord with our 
general policy and which exceeds legal requirements .

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This same situation arises in numerous cases we handle 
where individuals are interviewed at a preliminary stage without a 

warning, but who are later given a warning in a o?£S5Se 

because the investigation has focused on them as suspects or bee 
our investigation has shown they lied during the initial interv ej£ 
Certainly, there is an area of judgment and discretion within om* 
regulation. From the facts outlined we consider the judgment in this 
matter to be well within the scope of our regulation and certainly 

within the requirements of the law.

cated the Sirjan story, bu t steadf astly maintained the contact 
with Oswald was true. Mr. VMHfll requested W to prepare 
a written statemen^setting forth the details of his con tact 
with Oswald. Mr. fBHBB stated that while the story of 
appeared to be the last minute effort of a man condemned to 
hang within a few days to obtain a delay in his execu tion , 
he was concerned that there was some possibility that VSHMl 
story m^ht be true.

He told Ebb Rose all about 
my background and trouble I had been in. Rose 
talked to me about it and then sent me to Los 
Angeles, Calif, as Asst terminal mgr. L. A. was 
then a trouble spot for the Co. The union was 
trying to organize them. At a time a little later 
I met with a lawyer by the name of Scott from Ft. 
Worth, Texas who told me to use any means necessary 
to get rid of the people who were trying to organize 
them including violence. During the time I was in 
Los Angeles, Rose was there several times and on 
two occasions he took me to Mexico with him to party. 
In 1963 he and I were talking and I decided to move 
back to Texas. He told me to go to C fc H Transpor- 
tation Co. in Dallas and there would be a good job 
there for me which I did. He paid for my move back 
to Texas. On two occasions he called me at work 
and we went out on parties. One afternoon when I

left work Rose was waiting for me. He asked if I was 
ready to make a little money. I told him yes. He said 
he had something he wanted me to deliver in Dallas. I 
asked him what. He told me to meet him at his office 
in Houston between 8 and 9 o'clock Friday night and he 
would explain everything. On Friday I left work early 
with the excuse that I had to go to the Dentist and 
drove to Houston. When I arrived at his office I 
met Ebb Rose, the lawyer Scott and another man I did 
not know. I heard him called Webby or something like 
that. I had never seen him before or seen him since. 

Rose and Scott explained that the money I was to deliver 
was for a hit. I did not know who the hit was. The 
lawyer Scott told me I would be an accessory before the 
fact. I was told that a James Holland or Lee Oswald 
would call me at the office where I worked and make 
arrangements for the delivery. The next week, I don't v 
remember which day, Oswald called me and I was to meet 
him at a liquor store on Hwy 183. I believe it was a Cen- 
tennial Liquor Store. I was to meet him at 6:00 PM.. I 
gave him the licence number of my car and told him he 
would have to bring something to carry the money in as 
I did not want anyone to have the case which could have my 
fingerprints on it. I met them at the liquor store. The 
one named Holland came over to my car and told me to follow 
them.. They were in a white late model Chevrolet. I fol- 
lowed them to the circle on Harry Hines Blvd. and we parked 
the cars at a restaurant that was built like a ship and 
walked across the street to a motel. Inside the motel 
room I opened the case and dumped the money on the bed. 

I did not know how much there was supposed to be. Holland 
wanted to count the money before I left. Oswald did the 
counting. The smallest bills I saw were fifty's. They 
were in packs like you get at the bank. There was $100,000.00, 
Holland made the remark that this was the down payment Lee 
baby. He also made the remark that this was a hell of a 
price for a grease job. I don't know how long I was there, 
maybe 45 minutes or so. I was paid $3,000.00 for the de- 
livery. Shortly after this I left C fc H and went into the 
trucking business in Nederland, Texas. Through the in- 
fluence of Rose I was able to get the tf ucks I needed from

The business was called Malco Transportation 
Co., Inc. I sold out of the trucking bussiness 
in 1965.

Recent coverage by the news media indicated that L an interes t 
is surfa cing in the reopeni ng of the Investigation o f the 
assas sination of President Joh n F. Kenne dy by the Se nate. I have 
become t amiliar with many facets of the case, both pro a nd con. 
However, I am not qualified to make any judgements for either 
side of the controversy since the only type of reading material 
I can obtain reveals a subjective view of the situation; rarely 
do I find one that is objective in its views. I believe that 
an objective investigation is necessary both for the American 
people to gain renewed faith in their government, to fully 
comprehend what our governmental agencies are capable of doing, 
and to finally bring the judicial process back into the hands 
of the people. 

My own personal interest, however, for trying to become 
involved does not contain any philosophical basis. I merely do 
not like to start things and then give up without some sort of 
an answer. The assassination became just another one of my intense 
readings and now there are just too many unsolved questions which 
Z must have answered before I close my book and go on to another.- 

The purpose of this letter, therefore, is to request some ^ 
information as to how I may become actively involved in aiding 
in the reopening o*3f the case. I realize that the matter is a i 

sensitive topic to many important people and that the reopening . J 
may not be obtained, or will be detained for a long time due to

Commission Exhibit 711 (Volume XVII, Page 496) is a 
report of Detective V. J. Brian of the Dallas Police Department 
dated 4/20/64. Brian was with Revill when he was approached by 
Hosty. He reported that Hosty stated that Lee Oswald had killed 
the President and Oswald was a Communist. He also reported that 
Hosty advised that Oswald was working at the School Book Depository. 
He also says that SA Hosty said some other things to Lieutenant 
Revill that he could not hear. 

Lieutenant Revill provided extensive testimony to 
the Commission on 5/13/64, regarding this incident, (Volume V, 

Pages 33*47) . In summary he says SA Hosty told him a 
Communist had killed the President, that his name was Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the FBI knew he was in Dallas, and the FBI had information 
that Oswald was capable of the act. Lieutenant Revill said this 
information was as best as he could recall, he might have 
misunderstood SA Hosty, but he did not believe so. He stated 
he made his report within the hour of receiving the information. 


The testimony of Detective Brian is contained on 
Pages 47-58 of Volume V. He said he only heard SA Hosty say 
Lee Harvey Oswald had killed the President, was a Communist, 
and was working at the Book Depository. 

SA Hosty' s testimony regarding this matter is found 
in Pages 463-464 of Volume 4. He said the Lieutenant, who was in 
a very excited state, told him he had a hot lead, that the only 
employee of the School Book Depository not accounted for was a 
person named Lee. SA Hosty says he then told Lieutenant Revill 
Lee Harvey Oswald had been arrested previously, that he was an 
employeeof the Texas School Book Depository, that he had defected 
to Russia and returned to the U. S. in 1962. SA Hosty stated

The two disagree as to whether or 
not SA Hosty told Lieutenant Revill that Oswald was capable 
of violence. The only witness to the exchange was Detective 
Brian and he did not hear SA Hosty make any statement concerning 
Oswald's capacity to be an assassin, but he did not hear the 
entire conversation. 

. The report states that the FBI believed that there was 
no data in its files which gave warning that Oswald was a 
source of danger to President Kennedy, nor as far as was known 
to the FBI at the time, was there information he had shown any 
potential for violence. The report then leads into the criteria 
for referral of information to the U. S. Secret Service and 
other interested agencies and suggests that broader referrals

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Reference is made to B. B. Cooke to Mr. Gallagher 
memorandum of 9/5/75 (attached), which relates to Dallas, Texas, 
Police Department motorcycle officers who escorted the Presi- - 
dential car in Dallas on 11/22/63, not being interviewed by • 
the FBI regarding the assassination. 

• - By teletype of 9/8/75 (attached), the Dallas Office 

advises that one of the officers, James M. Chaney, was inter- 
viewed on 9/8/75. Be advised that he and officer D. L. Jackson 
were assigned to ride at the right rear of the President's car j 

and officers B. J. Martin and Bobby Hargis were assigned to i 

the left rear. Eight motorcycle officers were assigned to lead . j 
the motorcade in front of the car of the Chief of Police. Six 
motorcycle officers were following the President's car. 

Chaney stated that as the President's car passed the : 

Texas School Book Depository (TSBD) , he was four to six feet 
from the President's right shoulder. Be heard three evenly 
spaced noises coming seconds apart, which at first he thought 
to be a motorcycle backfire. Upon hearing the second noise, he— **— ■ 
was sure it was not a motorcycle backfire. When he heard the / 
third noise he saw the President's head "explode" and realized 1 
the noises were gunshots. Be said that the shots did not come ' _ 
from his immediate vicinity and he is positive all the shots 
' came from behind him.

the TSBD, he noticed nothing suspicious in relation to the

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- Chaney stated this was the first time he had ever been 
• interviewed officially by anyone regarding the assassination. 

He advised that officer Jackson has never been interviewed, 

. but has retained notes he made following the assassination " 
regarding his observations. 

A review of Dallas and FBIHQ indices and files • 

reveals that of the 18 motorcycle officers mentioned by Chaney 
as being in the motorcade, only officer Baker has been pre- 
viously interviewed by the FBI. Baker was interviewed by Bureau 
Agents at Dallas following the assassination, mainly because 
he saw Oswald in the TSBD immediately following the shooting. 

A review of the Warren Commission volumes reveals that 
of the 18 motorcycle officers only B. J. Martin, Bobby W. Hargis, 
E. D. Brewer, Clyde A. Haygood, and M. L. Baker were interviewed 
by the Commission. 

It is noted from the Warren Commission testimony of / 
the five motorcycle officers above that they were pretty much 
preoccupied at the time of the shooting with maintaining balance 
on their motorcycles at the slow speed of the motorcade and 
looking ahead to avoid hitting anything. The Dallas Office 
interviewed numerous people who were in the immediate vicinity 
. on foot and had a better view of the area. 

When the assassination occurred. Director Hoover 
immediately ordered the Dallas Office to assist the U.S. Secret 
. Service and local authorities in their investigation. It should 
be remembered that at the time there were no Federal laws 
relating to assaults against the President. President Johnson 
ordered that the FBI put all available means into the investi- 
gation and submit a full report to the Attorney General. There- . 
after, specific instructions were issued from FBIHQ regarding 
certain aspects of the investigation, but none have been located ' 
relating directly to interviews of assassination witnesses. 

- ' Assistant Director Gallagher on 9/12/75, telephonically 

. contacted retired FBI Inspector James R. Malley, who was sent to 
‘ 'Dallas on this case on 11/24/63. Malley advised that he came 
into the office on that day and was told to go to Dallas. C. A. - 
/ Evans had been in touch with Director Hoover and the Director 
wanted to know when Malley would arrive in Dallas. Malley went 
V. home, packed, departed Washington about 5:30 p.m. , and arrived 
in Dallas about 8:00 p.m. 
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Shortly thereafter he received a telephone call from 
Mr. Belmont, who issued instructions to him to conduct a v 
thorough investigation. He was told to be on the alert for any 
possible Federal violations and to interview anyone who had 
knowledge of any aspect of the assassination. . , 

Mai ley said that, generally, only those persons the 
FBI knew had information, or who were brought to our attention 
as having information, were interviewed. Regarding the motor- 
cycle officers, he speculated that they never came to our 
attention as being persons who could furnish pertinent informa- 
tion. He feels that if they had pertinent information, they 
should have come forward. 


Malley later served as liaison between the Warren 
Commission and the FBI. He said the Commission did request 
certain interviews of witnesses who had not previously been 
interviewed, but did indicate to him that this point had been 
covered thoroughly in the initial phases of the investigation. 

Assistant Director Gallagher has been advised by 
Dallas SAC Theodore Gunderson that Gunderson has asked former 
Dallas SAC Gordon Shanklin about this matter. Shanklin told 
him that he talked to Director Hoover several times immediately 
following the assassination. Director Hoover inquired about 
FBI jurisdiction and Shanklin told him there was none. Shanklin 
said he felt the Director already knew this. Later, President 
Johnson issued a directive for the FBI to investigate. There 
were no restrictions placed on the investigation. Shanklin 
pointed out that the U.S. Secret Service and the Dallas Police 
were investigating this case at the same time.

Of course, it was handled as a special. At the time A1 Rosen 
was Assistant Director, Jim Malley was the Number One Man, and Jim 
Handley was the Section Chief of the Criminal Section. It is my 
recollection that Jim Malley, Dick Rogge, and Fletcher Thompson flew 
down to Dallas the next day and returned a few days later and prepared 
a preliminary report. I believe Malley stayed down for several days. 

Jim Handley assumed control of the investigation and everyone 
in the Criminal Section worked on the assassination. In the early stages 
George Scatterday ran the Division and I handled all of the work in the 
Criminal Section except the assassination and was assisted in the handling 
of the mail by Gus Fipp, who was loaned from the Special Investigative

During the course of the special inquiry conducted at Dallas, Texas, 
the week of 9/1/75, Joseph L. Schott, retired Special Agent of the FBI, was 
interviewed on 9/3/75. During the course of the interview Schott stated he 
received information concerning Oswald's visit to the Dallas Office and delivery 
of a note addressed to SA James P. Hosty from another individual whom he 
refused to identify in Wichita Falls, Texas, in the early part of 1964 in con- 
nection with either grand jury proceeding or a trial. r 

Based on this information, inquiry was initiated on 9/3/75 through 
SA William E. Logg, SRA of the Wichita Falls, Texas, RA, and he subsequently 
advised that as the Deputy District Court Clerk at Wichita Falls was on annual 
leave he had been in contact with the U. S. Attorney at Fort Worth and requested 
that office to search their records in an effort to identify the dates of the Federal 
Grand Jury (FGJ) sittings at Wichita Falls and the identity of cases presented 
or identity of Agents of the FBI listed as appearing before such FGJ.

On September 11, 1975, Ms. Broojte^fanis, CBS News,, 
New York City, telephonically contacted Special Agent Cortlandt 
Cunningham regarding the panel of firearms experts in a court 
ordered examination of the evidence obtained during the captioned 
assassination.

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On 9-11-75 Sandy Smith, Time magazine, came by to see me and we 
discussed his article appearing in the 9-15-75 issue of Time magazine. I advised 
him that the article troubled me because for the first time we have an allegation 
that any coverup which might have taken place could be an institutional coverup 
by involvement of FBI superiors in Washington concerning the note. I was 
troubled because although our inquiries are not completed we have not developed . 
any evidence to this effect at this time, and I seriously question the accuracy of 
his article. Further, if he did not act in good faith in preparation of the article 
and cannot back it up such could be construed as being malicious providing a basis | 
for a charge of libel if untrue. ! 

Mr. Smith reacted vigorously to my statements and stated that he had 
received this information from 4. 5, or 0 separate officials present or former, 
and he was certain that the information was true. I asked him if all of these 
sources, if they exist, specifically claimed to have personal knowledge, or had 
just heard that such might be the case, or had heard Mr. Mohr had ordered the 
destruction of the note. He replied that only one of his sources claimed to have^T 
personal knowledge that Mr. Mohr told the Dallas Agents to destroy it, and the ^ 
other sources had varying degrees of knowledge concerning it. 

Since Mr. Smith would not identify his sources, I asked if he could 
provide me any leads which we could pursue to resolve this matter and he stated 
he could not without leading to the identification of his sources. I impressed upon 
him that his allegation was most material to our inquiries and it was essential 
this matter be resolved. He said he realized that and that he recognizes he may 
be forced to produce them through a libel suit or other action and then they could 
tell their story as they told it to him which would clearly show he acted on informa 
tion coming from individuals who have provided him reliable information in the 
'‘'past, in fact, information which has been almost 190% accurate 4n the past. 

I asked him how he defined an official and he was somewhat reluctant

. . - With regard to our ongoing inquiry concerning the Oswald visit 
to Dallas Office and note allegedly left there in 1963, I received a telephone 
call today from Departmental Attorney Edward Lowenberg (Obstruction of 
Justice and Perjury Desk, Criminal Division). He stated he was calling 
because the Criminal Division had sent a nde to him asking as to the status 
of our inquiry and therefore wondered whether we were in a position to 
’ tell him how soon a report would be submitted concerning our current 
* investigation. I told Lowenberg that at this time I could not give him 
any estimate as to when we would have something over to the Department 
in writing, pointing out that we have conducted a number of interviews of 
late and also asked him if he had seen the "Time" magazine article 
; (allegation that Mohr ordered the letter destroyed) to which he replied 
in the affirmative. Lowenberg also stated he did not put much value In 
this article. 

Lowenberg next asked if in any of our continuing interviews 
any further information had been developed indicating that the former SAC 
(Shanklin) had been aware of this matter prior to 1975. In this connection 
Lowenberg stated the people in the Department were primarily interested ^ 
in this aspect of the inquiry. I told Lowenberg that interviews were still 
being conducted and I have not seen the results of all the interviews as 
of this date and accordingly, could not answer his question. I told Lowenberg 
that at such time as our current interviews are completed we, of course, . 
would prepare a report and furnish it promptly to the Department. 
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On late Friday afternoon, 9/12/75, you telephonically contacted former 
Assistant to the Director William C. Sullivan at his New Hampshire home 


to make an appointment for his interview concerning the above -captioned matter 
as referred to in Time Magazine article in the 9/15/75 issue. At the time of 
ftiis conversation Sullivan indicated he was having house visitors on Monday,

Y/e were recently advlsod by Alan Parker , Chief 
Counsel for the House Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional Rights, 
that the Subcommittee v/iU hold hearings at the earliest opportunity on 
matters relating to tho assassination of President Kennedy. 

Among tho matters to be considered by the Subcommittee 
are allegations that the Bureau's Office in Dallas was alerted to tho 
possibility of an assassination attempt several days prior to the assassi- 
nation and a threatening note recei/ed by that Office from Leo Harvey 
Oswald was destroyed. Since these charges aro presently being investi- 
gated by this Bureau and may be referred to tho Department for 
a prosecutive opinion, we think it Is inappropriate to discuss thorn 
before tho Subcommittee at this time. In the alternative, it is suggested 
that xto brief Chairman Edwards in a general manner on this subject. 

Chairman Edwards said he Intends to bold hearings as 
coon as vc arc prepared to testify. Accordingly, an early egression 
cf your views on this matter v/lU bo iippreciated.

Parker said that Chairman Edwards does not want to 
reopen the assassination inquiry, but he feels that the Committee must . , 
address certain questions that have been raised concerning the alleged \ 
destruction of a threatening note received by the Dallas Office from > 

Lee Harvey Oswald in November, 1963, and the Bureau's relationship 
With Jack Ruby. Among the matters to be examined by the Committee 
are allegations that the Bureau’s Office in Dallas was alerted to the 
possibility of an assassination attempt at least five to ten days prior to \ 
the assassination. In addition, the Bureau reportedly told the Warren 
Commission that we had no knowledge of Jack Ruby prior to the assassina- 
tion, nor did we have any information indicating that he was connected with 
organized crime. And yet, it is alleged that the Bureau had contacted Ruby 
on nine different occasions in an attempt to recruit him as an informant. 
Parker 6aid it was his understanding that these contacts were discontinued 
when Ruby failed to provide any useful information to the Bureau. It is 
also claimed that Ruby, who was then known as Jack Rubenstein, was 
involved in a union killing in 1939. Parker said that these charges raise 
serious questions about Ruby’s relationship with the Bureau and with - ~ 
elements in organized crime. Finally, Parker said that if a threatening 
note was, in fact, received from Oswald, the Committee wants toknow 
what the note contained and why it was destroyed. He saidihisl $eerps 
to contradict the testimony by Mr. Kelley before the SubcommnUe earlier

allowed to interview SA James P. Hosty, Jr. As you know this matter is . 
currently under investigation by the Bureau and is being referred to the 
Department for a determination of whether any prosecutive action is 
warranted. As a consequence we are advising Chairman Pike that it 
will not be possible for us to furnish the information requested, nor can 
we make Agent Hosty available for interview at this time. As an 
alternative we are offering to brief the Chairman in a general manner 
as to the nature of the Bureau’s investigation in these matters.

It is recommended that we adopt the same position with 
respect to Chairman Edwards* request. Attached is amSino to the 
Deputy Attorney General advising him of the Chairman’s request and 
recommending that we decline to testify on any matters which are under 
investigation by this Bureau or which may be referred to the Department ■ . 
for possible prosecutive action. , 

■ With regard to the hearings by the Subcommittee scheduled 
for the 24th of this month, Parker said that the most critical issue concerns 
the access and verification procedures which the Committee attempted to 
establish for the GAO investigation. He pointed out that Mr. Edwards had 
not received a reply to his letter of 6-25-75 to the Attorney General asking 
that he reconsider the matter. He stated that Chairmen Edwards and Rodino 
felt that this compromise proprosal was a fair one and they are prepared 
to go to court on this issue.

On the morning of September 10, 1975, Congressman Dale Milford 
personally visited with the Director. 1 also was in attendance during this 
meeting. Congressman* Milford advised that the purpose of his visit was two- 
fold: (1) he was interested in any official information the Director could 
furnish him concerning the inquiry being made in Dallas regarding Oswald’s 
visit to that office prior to the assassination and (2) any unofficial information 
which the Director might be able to furnish. 


The Congressman mentioned that he represents the Dallas - Fort Worth v - 
area and there has been considerable publicity in the newspapers, particularly N 
making reference to the Dallas ’’Times Herald. '* He mentioned that he has ^ . 
received pressure over the past looking toward the possibility of reopening 
the investigation of the Kennedy assassination and his response has always been 
if you can show me officia^evidence he would attempt to take positive action. ** x 
However, to date he has/to receive any positive evidence. ’ 

The Director then made reference to the press release which was 
previously issued concerning the matter. Congressman Milford was told that . 
the inquiry is continuing and that the only objective is to find the truth. The 
Director mentioned that he wasn't sure at this point what would happen, that 
is, it is possible that the matter may go before a grand jury or it is possible v . 
that it may result in internal discipline. The Congressman seemed satisfied . - 
with this response and mentioned that he would so advise his constituents of 
the Director’s comments and in particular of the fact that he had met with 
the Director and assure them of the Director’s intent to seek the truth.

while he did not want it to be considered collusion on his part he wanted the 
Director to know that he was more than willing to assist in any way possible. 
He said that one drawback is the fact that he knows very little about our 
activities and strongly recommended that during the hearings to come we 
bring out the positive things which we have accomplished. The Director 
mentioned that perhaps legislation was necessary in some areas and the ’ ’ 
Congressman stated that if there was any way that he could assist in forming 
any legislation he would be happy to do so. • The Director commented that, 
of course, any proposed, legislation would have to go through the Department 
and asked the Congressman whether he would have any objection in advising 
the Department of his offer of assistance in this regard. The Congressman 
said that he had no objection whatsoever.

After clearing with the 
Department, it was approved that I meet with Chairmen Edwards and Rodino 
of the Subcommittee to orally brief them on the matter to see if that would 
suffice in lieu of hearings at this time, in view of the fact that the matter is 
under consideration by the Department as to possible criminal activity. 

I met with Messrs. Rodino and Edwards last evening and briefed 
them in detail concerning the allegation and the results of our inquiries to 
date, and advised them that the results of our inquiries to date are in the 
process of being transmitted to the Department and it would appear desirable to, 
have any question of criminal liability, including the presenting of the matter 
to a grand jury, resolved prior to the Initiation of any Congressional hearings ~ 
on this subject. Chairman Rodino indicated that he felt that any further 
extensive delay in having some form of public statement on the matter. would 
be damaging to the Bureau because it would possibly give rise to false impressions 
that there was a coverup taking place. Accordingly, he asked that in trans- 
mitting the report to the Department we express his request that the matter be 
promptly resolved in order to avoid any confrontation over this matter between 
the Committee and the Department. 

We have now received a request from Congresswoman Bella Abzug 
i stating her committee has oversight in this area and desiring testimony from 
Mr. Kelley and others regarding our inquiries into this matter as well as 
testimony on the subject of destruction of J. Edgar Hoover's confidential 
files. Mr. Mintz has this on a "See Me" from the Director and I have advised 
him of the results of my briefing of Chairmen Rodino and Edwards in order 
that both matters could be considered at the same time. In any event, it would 
'be necessary to secure Department clearance prior to agreeing to any such 
testimony in view of/the fact that the matter is under consideration by the 
Department.

intended to include current inquiries concerning this matter and 
need only involve information available up to the date of the

Prior notification to the field regarding domestic 
Presidential travel is not made for several reasons. All , 
information falling within the categories according to the 
agreement between the FBI and the United States Secret Service 
is disseminated to United States Secret Service as a matter of 
course. United States Secret Service usually contacts concerned 
field offices (and local authorities) prior to domestic travel. 
Also, most domestic travel of the President is a matter of "vv 
public knowledge.

Current information regarding the alleged teletype 
is more specific than was available in 1968. A study of the 7. 
text of the alleged teletype reveals several variances’ in for* ■■■-=• 
mat and wording with communications and Investigative procedures 
in existence in 1963. The moot significant variance is that 
the alleged teletype says that a 'militant revolutionary group*, 
may attempt to assassinate President Kennedy. The instructions 
issued to the field in the alleged teletype are to contact 
several different typos of informants, but Security Informants 
(Sis) and Potential Security Informants (PSIs) are not 
included. A "militant revolutionary group* would be investi- 
gated as a security matter and instructions would be issued 
to contact Sis and PSIs first and foremost. - ,v

* The last four lines of the alleged teletype appear 

to indicate that the message was transmitted simultaneously 
to throe offices Fobilc, Dallas, and Hew Orleans, followed 
by a single acknowledgement, ! KT TI TU CLR. This is incon- 
sistent with normal format in that the abbreviations for each 
of the three offices should be followed by a separate ■■ 
acknowledgement consisting of the tine, *OK FBI,’ field 
office abbreviation, and the teletype operator's initials. 


All identifiable corffiunications sent by FBI Head- 
quarters designated for all GACs, all offices, and SAC, Albany, 
vita copies for all other offices for the period November 12 
through 22, 1903, have boon reviewed and none contain any 
information regarding a militant revolutionary group possibly 
attempting to assassinate PresJdont Kennedy during his trip to

It was determined that only one communication was 
dispatched from TUI Headquarters on Novem1>cr 17, 1903, to the - 
Lew Orleans Office.

The Individual who contacted the Dallas Office on ; • 
September 17# 1975, furnished a phonetic list of seven 
Agents and three clerks who were assigned to the New Orleans 
Office in 1963, and who supposedly knew about the alleged 
teletype. Six of the individuals were interviewed during 
tuo 1968 inguiry and All denied any knowledge of the November 17# 
1963 teletype. 

It should be noted that in 1968 fifty- thre^ employees 
of the New Orleans Office who were assigned there in November# 
1963# were interviewed and none had any knowledge of the 
alleged teletype. Additionally, the two persons who held the 
sane position on November 17# 1963, as did Kr. Halter were • - 

interviewed. They could not recall seeing or receiving such 
a teletypo, but one stated that f ir. Halter had mentioned to . 
him in 1968, that he recalled such a teletype. Kr. Harry G. 

Hay nor , who had been Bpocial Agent in Charge in Hew Orleans 
in 1963, was also interviewed. He had no knowledge of such 
a teletype. - ---V 

William S. Walter has filed a Freedom of Information 
regacst with this Bureau. On September 22, 1973, Assistant to 
the Director - Deputy Associate Director Adams was advised 
through a reliable intermediary that Walter claimed to have a 
copy of the alleged teletype, but was concerned about possible 
prosecutive action over having it. Hr. Adana advised the - 

intermediary of our interest in obtaining the copy for appro* ‘ 
priate examination to determine its authenticity.

On September 24, 1975, Mr. Mams spoke with Hr. Walter 4 * 
attorney, Charles Culotta of Patterson, Louisiana. Hr. Culotta 
stated that Mr. Walter docs not have a Government copy of the 
teletype, but claims to have an exact replica of it. He said v - 
hc would contact Mr. Walter regarding furnishing the replica to - 
the FBI, plus the names of everyone Walter now claims had pos« ’ 
session of the teletype or personal knowledge of the teletype . 
or with whom he claims he discussed the alleged toletypo. Ho 
said he would still reserve the decision regarding an interview 
of Ytalter until after the Freedom of Information documents havo 
been received and reviewed. Mr. Culotta said he would recontact 
Hr. Adams and advise him vhothor or not Mr. Walter would bo willing 
to furnish the replica and the other information requested. Thus 
far. Hr. Culotta has not recontacted Hr. Adams.

Additionally, by letter of September 12, 1975, Martin J. 
Phillips, a researcher for CDS Hews in Hew York. New York, re- 
quested access to any and all documents relating to '"movement 
telexes" to Hew Orleans, Dallas, and Houston during the two- week 
period prior to and including fiovember 23, 1963. It appears that 
his requost might relate to the alleged November 17, 1963 tele- 
type. A letter has beon cent to him requesting that ho clarify 
what he means by ** movement teloxes. 

Ea sod on information developed to date, we have no 
reason to question the results of the I960 inquiry into this matter 
and have no reasou to institute further investigation.
